Tin North westt rs are nt times attended with dreadful storm* of thunder mid light- 
ning, during winch lain and hail (nil in lorients tin si sturuis .sometimes ore in ion 
min h damage The Nnrth-wt bleis continue ui intervals till the beginning, and some- 
times till the middle of 31av. 

Tins is an unfavorable season for meat, wlm h begins to be llabby and poor, the Tat 
apungv und yellow 

1 fish market hns the addition of the mangoe fish, so called from it* annual visit 
to nil the Bengal riven, at this (the mnnsoe) season, to spawn it appears as soon as 
the mangoe is formed on tho tree, and disappears at the close of the season, that u 
about the middle ot July. This fish has, perhaps, the must agreeable flavor of any in 
the world, aud is so much sought after, (by natives as well as Europeans) that, although 
not so large ns a middle sized whiting, they are sold at the beginning of the mouth, nt 
from 2 to 4 rupees per score Before the end of May, as thev become plentiful, they ure 
sold at one rupee per store, nnd in June, two to three score may be had far a rupee. 
The li.sh market has uiso tin addition of the curp aud tnhugoor. 

Potatoes, nspariurus. onions, cut umbers und a few cabbage sprouts are the only 
vegetables to be procured. 

Water-melon* and nmsk melons are in great perfection : but there is not much fruit 
now to be hud in the market. (Ireen mangoes for pitklmg, aud cormda for tarts are in 
great abundance. 


MAY. 

The present is consider ed a very bad mouth, the weather being parching hot. w ith 
no tain 

Tht thermometer ranges in (lie shade on a medium, from 85 in the morning to 'Vt 
in the a in i nooi^ if exposed to the full influence of the sunbeams, it will rise to 140 
degree.*, aud sometimes lusher.

lir-,1 hall of the month is sometimes relieved h> Noi th westers, m i mup nurd hy refreshing 
showers, uuil lie lit mug and loud thunder at limes attend Ihe Numb westers 

Grapes of the 1 truest .size. pr.n lies, pine apples, limes, rose apples. In hres. jamliriiles 
warn pees, mangoes jake, together with walei melons, musk-melons, pomogrritutci, 
custard apples, and a great viirirtv of infenor fruits, are in stusou. 

The meat market is very inferior to that of last month. 

Fish i out nines good and abundant, the brrHv excepted, which from the difficulty of 
its rear hi ng the market in a tirm state, bci nines scarce. Maugoe fish is in great per 
feel io a this month 

Asparagus, potatoes, and cabbage sprouts, with indifferent turnips, sweet potatoes, 
cucumbers and onions air nearly all the vegetables now in the market. Pumpkins and 
several roots are however procurable. 


JUNE. 

The periodical rnius set in about the middle of this month Refreshing showers, 
fall ix i-asionallv, which cool the air and encourage vi gelation 
, The thermometer during the first half of this month, frequently rises to fill, in the 

f -'xide, at noon, but in general the rams, which commence about the 15th, keep the tein- 
ratore nnu h below this 

The weather throughout the whole of this month, is oppressive, in proportion to the 
quantity of ram which falls, if the weather be dry the beat is Muuccly beuntble; it is 
generally verv t lose , not a breatli of air from any quarter. 

Meat, ns must be expected, is now very indifferent

Mangoes and ltmngne lish are in great abundance, and perfection The Maldah 
mangoes arrive in Calcutta ahout the middle or latter end of this month, and they are 
considered to be the best that can be procured m Bengal Grapes, peaches, In been, 
Hu . disappear towards the end of this mouth. Custard-apples, pine apples, aud guavas 
are in great perfeetion 

Asparagus, potatoes aud onions, are the principal vegetables that remain. 

JULY. 

This month is attended wtth much rain ; the winds are light and variable : the wea- 
ther frequently gloomy, and sometimes stormy* with heavy falls of mini whilst at inter* 
vals it is fair, and mild, i * 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 80 in the morning to 89 in the afternoon. 
The showery weather of the present and preceding month, is productive of the most 
beneficial effects to the grain. 

Meat continues lean and poor. 

The fish market continues good. The raoonjee, the rowe, the eutlah, the quoye, the 
sowle, the mngoor, the chingree, the tnngraii, and Die choonah,ai<; procurable in Dus 
month, and indeed all the year round. The hilsa (or sablej fish now* makes its appearum e. 
Tliis lish is delicious, either boiled, baked, or fried but it is generally considered v ery 
ii it wholesome. The natives devour it in such quantities, nx to on muon great mortality 
among them The fish, on being cured with tamarinds, forms a good substitute lor her- 
rtpgs. It is then known by the appellation of the tamarind fish 
Mangoes and mangoe fish disappear this month. 

« Fine apples, custard apples, and guavas continue in season. 

The vegetable market is very indifferent— agparag us is in perfection, but pot atm % 
i become poor and watery. Young lettuces, cucumbers and sweet potatoes arc now pro- 
curable , also the.cumrunja and conuda.

The Solar Cycle, or Cycle of the Sun, is a period of 28 years, in which all the 
varieties of the Dominical Letters will have happened, and they will return in the same 
order as they did 28 years before. This Cycle commenced 9 years before the Birth 
of Christ. 

The Lunar Cycle, or Cycle of the Moon, commonly called'tlie Golden Number 
(and sometimes the Mctonie Cycle, from Meton, an Athenian, who invented it about 
432 years before the Birth of Christ,) is A revolution of 19 ye^rs ; in Which time, the con- 
junctions, oppositions, and other aspects of the Mopn, are within an hour and a half of 
being the same as they were on the same days of the months |9 years belore. The 
prime, or Golden Number, is the Number of years elapsed in^Uis Cycle. At the Birtb, 
the Golden Number was 2. 

The Roman Indiction, is a period of 15 years, used by the Romans for the time 
of taxing their provinces —Three years of this Cycle had elapsed at the Birth of Chrisst 

The Julian period contains 7980 years, and arises by multiplying together 28, 19, 
an**. 15, being the Cycles of the Sun, Moon, and Indiction. This was also contrived as 
a period for chronological matters, and, is assume 1, as a correct and fixed rule in 
calculations, by all the astronomers and chronologers throughout the Christian 
world. Its beginaiag is supposed to have commenced 710 years before the usual date 
of the correction of the world, or 4714 befbre the commencement of the Christian Era.

CALCUTTA IN BENGAL. 

COINS. — Accounts are kept here in Sicca Rupees, with their 
subdivisions, Alinas and Fie; 12 Fie make 1 Anua; 16 Alinas 1 Rupee 
and 16 Rupees 1 Gold Mohur. To this currency must all these 
specie heconver ed, before any sum can he regularly entered into 
merchant's hooks. The Company keep their accounts in Sicca Rupees 
winch hear a Hatta of 16 per Cent, against the Current.* 

The Coins current are Gold Mohurs, with their suhdivisional 
halves aud quarters; Sicca Rupees, halves and quarters; Annas, Fice, 
(equal to 8 pie) and half Ficc. The two last are of copper. 

In 1766 the Bengal Gold Mohur weighed* 179.66 graius, was of 
the fineness of 20 Carats, and passed for 14 Silver Rupees. The gold 
was here overvalued, for it passed in proportion to silver, as 169 45 
to I. In 1769 it was ordered that the Bengal Gold Mohur should 
weigh 190,773 grains, and in this coinage gold was valued to silver 
nearly as 14 8 to I ; and, hy Regulation 35, Anno 1793, it was direct- 
ed that the nineteen Sun Gold Mohur should weigh 190.894 grains, 
and contain £ of a grain in 100 of alloy, and that it should pass for 
I 6 nineteen Sun Sicca Rupees, Here gold is valued in proportion to 
si Iver as 14.85 to I. 

The standard of the Bengal money has ever been silver. Gold is 
occasionally coined, but the great hulk of the currency is silver. 
The most common silver coin is the Rupee of 1 Sicca, or 10 Massa 
weight. 

These Rupees were formerly called Sicca Rupees only during 
the year after their coinage, when the batta they bore on Current Ru- 
pees was 16 per cent.; the second this was reduced to 13, and the third 
and following years the batta was It per cent.; they were then called 
Sonaut or Sunat Rupees. But with a view to abolish this distiuction, 
ail the Rupees coined of late years by the East India Company, have 
been dated the nineteenth Sun, that is the 1 9 th year nf the Mogul’s 
reign; and by Regulation xxxv- Anno 1793, it was ordered that the 
nineteen Sun Sicca Rupees should he received as the; legal com of 
Bengal, Bahar, and Orissa. 

There are various other kinds of Rupees to he met with in Ben- 
gal, whose fineness and weight are different, though their denominati- 
ons are the saihe. From this, and from the natives frequently punch- 
ing holes in the Rupees, and filliug up the vacancy with base metal, 
and their wilfully diminishing the weight of the coin after coming 
from the mint, the currencies of Rupees from the different provinces 
are of different values. This defect has introduced a custom of em- 
ploying shroffs or money-changers, whose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstance, ei- 
ther iu their favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
brought to one of these shroffs, he examines ihem piece by piece, and 
arranges them according to their fineness; then by their weight; he

4 , The system of weights established by Reg. VII. 1833, is found- 
ed on the same unit as the rupee of the equalized monetary system 
of British India, it having been found that the weight of the Ma- 
dras, Bombay, and Furukhabad rupee, already very generally 
used throughout upper and western India, as the foundation of 
the seer and mauna, could be substituted for the sicca weight of

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Bengal by a very slight modification of the latter, which would be 
hardly perceptible in commercial dealings. Other palpable advan- 
tages ot the Introduction of the new weight were pointed out 4 , of 
which it is only necess&ty here to allude to the three following: 

]. That the mauud lormed from the modified weight would 
be precisely equal to 100 English tioy pounds; and 

2. That thirty-five seers would also be pieciscly equal to 
seventy-two pounds avoirdupois: — thus establishing a simple con- 
nection, void of fractions, between the two English metrical scales 
and that of India. 

3. The weight of the new unit nearly accorded with the 
average weight of many of the native tolas sent home for examina- 
tion at the London mint by order of the Honorable Court of Di- 
rectors; as well as with that of Akber, deduced from the weight 
of many coins of that einpetor. 

We shall begin the present division of our subject, by setting 
forth in the first instance the present legal system, and afterwards 
providing a brief descriptive catalogue of the many other weights 
prevailing tlmughout the Company's provinces, with comparathe 
tables for the conversion of one denomination into the other. 

r l he unit of the British Indian ponderary system is called the 
tola. It weights 180 grains English troy weight. From it up- 
wards are derived the heavy weights, viz: Chitak , seer, and Man 
(oi Mnund); — and by its subdivision the small or jeweller s weights, 
called in ash as, r nitres, and dham .

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tlierto better known among Europeans by the name of llaznr 
M aitiul, but upon its general adoption, under Regulation Vll. 1833, 
for all transactions of the British Government, it should be deno- 
minated the BiUTisii Maund, (in Hinder, Ungrezee M rm.) to distin- 
guish it at once from all other weights in use throughout the 
country*. 

The Pttsserce is, as its name denotes, a five-seer weight, and 
therefore should not form an integrant point of the scale ; but as 
its use is very general, it lias been introduced for the convenience. 

The Seer being* the commonest weight in use in the retail 
business of the Bazars in India, and being liable, according to the 
perni» ions system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight for every 
article sold as well as lor every market, is generally referred to the 
common uuit in native mercantile dealings, as, “ the seer of so.mj 
ny tolas? (fir siccas, barees, takas, &c.) The standard or b 
seer being always 80 tolas . 

'File ChiUtk is the lowest denomination of the gross weights', 
and is commonly divided into halves and quarters, (called in Ben- 
galee, kachn ;) thus marking the line between the two series, which 
are otherwise connected by the relation of the seer, &c. to the tola. 

The Tola is chiefly used in the weighing of the precious me- 
tals and coin ; all bullion at the mints is received in this denomi- 
nation, and the tables of bullion produce are calculated per 100 
tolas. It is also usual at the mints to make the subdivisions of the 
tola into annas (sixteenths) and pie, in lieu of mashas and rupees. 

Mashas, rnltees , and dhuns, are used chiefly by native gold- 
smiths and y wellers. They are also employed in the native eva- 
luation by assay of the precious metals ; thus 10 mashas fine, sig- 
nifies 10-J2ths pure, and corresponds to “ 10-oz. touch” of the 
Euglish assay report or silver. There is a closer accordance with 
the English gold assay scale, inasmuch as the 96 ruttees in a tola 
exactly represent the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and 
the dhan, the quarter grain. As it is sometimes necessary to con- 
vert the assay report from one denomination into the otnerf, the 
following comparative table is here inserted.

The British IndiaR system of weights having been ordered by 
Beg. VII. 1833, to supersede the bazar weights previously used, 
(of which the unit w as the old Moorshedabad rupee weight of 
179,666 troy grains, called the sicca weight,) in all Government trans- 
actions, a corresponding adjustment was made of all the weights 
in use at the several Government offices of the metropolis — the cus- 
tom-house, the mint, the treasury, the bank, and the police ; and 
sets of standard seer and tola weights of brass were ordered to be 
prepared at the mint for distribution to all the collector's offices of 
the Bengal presidency. 

The regulation in question expressly avoided enforcing the 
change by any penal enactment, trusting that the sense of public 
convenience would quickly ensure its substitution for the irregular 
system now prevalent : and directing only that the verification and 
adjustment of all weights at the Calcutta and Sagur assay offices, 
should he made for the future in accordance with the new scale. 

In the ordinary dealings of commerce, the difference between 
the bazar weights and the new weights is not recognizable: indeed 
the errors of single large weights is generally fouud to exceed the 
amount of modification now introduced : no inconvenience there- 
fore remains from the still general use of the old bazar weights.

The Srii in-' degree of correspondence cannot be expected between 
tlie Indian weights and the aioirdupois system of England; but, as 
the latter are unployed in all the transactions of commerce, except- 
ing those of bullion and some other trilling articles, it becomes ne- 
cessary to give tables tor their conversion at greater length. In 
these, as on former occasions, the system of expressing tractions in 
decimals has been preferred, from the very great facility it affoids 
in taking out the equivalents of quantities to which the tables do not 
extend. Decimal numeration is too well understood in the present 
day to require explanation, but one example may be advantageous- 
ly given as appl} ing to all the tables hereafter constructed on the 
same principle :

't hus ; indigo sold at 100 or 200 rupees per factory mannd, will 
now he 110 or 220 rupees per mint, and so of other goods. As 
such goods are invariably weighed at the ciistom-hmi.se on the new 
system, and the duty or drawback calculated^aecoidingly , it is only 
a source of perplexity to buy and sell by the obsolete weight ; and 
to retain two species of weights in a ware-house, must obviously 
open the door to continual mistakes, if not occasionally e\en to 
fraudulent interchange. 

Table XXI. gives the conversion of factory weights into new 
nnm$ accurately, but in ordinary practice the following simple rule 
will suffice. 

I. Deduct one eleventh from the weight in factory maunds, 
seers, or chitaks ; the result will be the weight in British Indian 
(or bazar) muns, seers, and chitaks.

The only other denomination used extensively at the presi- 
dency is the salt maund, which is 2J pei cent, heavier then the 
bazar maund, having 82 tolas to the seer. It is much to be re- 
gretted that this absurd weight should not only have been retained, 
but that after the promulgation of the new regulation, the Government 
ordered a completely new and expensive series of brass weights 
to be made up for the Salt Board, at considerable cost, on the old 
system * It would of course have been just as simple to order the 
weighments of salt to be made with the neMtun, and 2$ per cent, 
surplus to be levied on the groBs amoun^R cover wastage) ; tho 
weights would then have been convertible to general use, wbereaa 
now they are confined to one specific purpose.

I.— THE CALENDAR, and its SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 

The divisions of time, such as they are presented in the Culcndar, are com- 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years The modes of determining these divi- 
sions, have been various nmongst the nations of antiquity, and there are still varia- 
tions in these modes in the modern world. 

The manner of reckoning the days hy the ancient Jews, and which subsists 
amongst th.it people at the present time, is, to commence the day at a certain hour 
of the evening, and to finish it on the next evening at the same hour. Thus their 
sabbath begins on the afternoon of Friday, find is completed on the afternoon of 
Satin day. The Koiimu Catholic i hurt h also commences its festivals in the even- 
ing; and this custom is letained amongst ourselves in some of our populur obser- 
vances, such as the eve of St. John, and Christinas eve 

The civil day now commences at \‘2 o’clock at midnight, and lasts till the same 
hour of the following night. Tin- civil day is distinguished from the astronomical 
day. which begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 hours, terminating at the suc- 
ceeding noon. This mode of rei honing the day, is that used in the Nautical Alma- 
n ic, and it sometimes leads to mistakes with poisons not familiar with this manner 
ol computation: a little eoiiMileiation will obviate the difficulty. Thus, January 
HI. fifteen hours in astronomical time, is January IS, 3 in the morning, civil time. 
In Trance, and in most of the states of Europe, as with us, the hours are counted 
up to 2, from midnight till noon, aud from noon till midnight. In parts of Italy, 
and of Germany, the day is held to commence about sun set, and the hours are 
eoiiulcd on till the next sun-set This mode is very inconvenient to travellers, as 
the noon of the u Italian hours” at the summer solstice is 10 o’clock, and 19 o’clock 
at the winter solstice. 

The English names of the days of the weck are derived from the Saxons; and 
they pnitly adopted these names from the more, civilized nations of antiquity. The 
following ingenious origin of the ancient names has been suggested in connexion 
with astronomical scieuce. The planetary arrangement of Ptolemy was thus I, 
Saturn; 2, Jupiter; 3, Mars ; 4, the Sun; 5, Venus; ti, Mercury; 7, the Moon. 
Each of these planets was supposed to preside, successively, over each hour of the 
‘24 of each day, in the order above given. In this way Saturn would preside over 
the first hour of the tirst day ; Jupiter over the second hour; Mam over the third; 
the over the fourth, and so on. Thus the Sun presiding over the fourth, 
eleventh, and eighteenth hours of the tirst day, would preside over the first hour of 
the second day, and carrying on the series, the Moon would preside over the first 
hour of the third day, Mars over the first hour of the fourth day, Mercury over 
the first hour of the fifth day, Jupiter over the first hour of the sixth day, and Ve- 
nus over the first hour of the seventh day. Hence, the names of the days yet 
used in the learned professions throughout Europe. The present English names 
are derived from the Saxon : — 

La/m. English . Saxon , 

Dies Saturni Saturday Sateme’s day. 

Dies Solis Sunday Sun’s day. 

Dies Lume Mohday Moon’s day. 

Dies Martis Tuesday Tiw’s day. 

Dies Marcurii Wednesday Woden’s day. 

Dies Jovis Thursday Thor’s day. 

Dies Veneris Friday Fnya’s day. 

Tiw, Woden, Thor, and Friya were deities of the Pagan Saxons- Thor wm 
the god of thunder, as well as the ancient Jove ; and Friya was a goddess, the wtfs 
of Woden. 
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ON THE CALENDAR, AND ITS SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


Almost all nations have regulated their montits, in a grent degree, by the revo- 
lution of the moon- Some have endeavoured to unite this division with the annual 
course of the sun, by an augmentation of days at tin; end of each year, or by nd- 
ding n thirteenth morith at the end of every third year. The Jews and the Athe- 
nians followed this latter method ; the Macedonians, and some nations of Asia, 
assigned their months 30 and 31 days ; the Turks and the Arab's have 23 and 33 
days; the mouths of the Anglo-Saxons were governed by the revolutions of the 
moon. Their common year consisted of twelve lunar months, three months being 
appropriated to each of the tour seasons ; hut every third year eontained an addi- 
tional Inn. ir month, which was given to tin; tmminer season The names of their 
lunar mouths, either had reference to their religious ceic monies, or to the natural 
appeal anres of the year. 

A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquity, 
and still partially prevails, with regard to the commencement of tie 1 YEAR. The 
Jews dated the beginning of the sat red year in the month of March; the Athe- 
nians in the month of .l ine ; the Macedonians on the 24th September; the Chris- 
tians of Egypt and Ethiopia on the 29th or 30th of August, and the Persians and Ar- 
menians on the 11th of August. The Jewish civil year begins on the first day of 
the month Ttsri , which year, corresponds wilhour 9th of September; the Mitlio- 
medan’s begins of the first of the mouth Moharem, which year, coi responds with 
our 1 4th of July. Nearly all the nations of the Chiisfian world now, commence 
the year on the 1st of January ; hut as recently as 1702, even in England, the year 
did not legally and generally commence till the 25th of March. In Scotland, at 
tlmt period, tue year hegau on the first of January. The di Terence caused great 
practical ineonveniances, and January and F* !»■ u ry, and part of * birch, sometimes 
bore two dates, as we often find in old records, as 1711-12 This practice often 
lends to chronological mistakes ; for instance, we popularly say, u The Revolution 
of 1688,” that great event happening iu February of the year 1688. according to the 
then mode of computation; Imt if the year were held to begin, as it does now, on 
the InI of January, it would he “The Revolution of 1689”. In the anniversaries 
given in the British Almanac, the alterations of style, made in 17*52, have not 
been followed, ns any correction of date would have embarrassed the reader in his- 
torical and biogruphicnl references. 

The year, properly so called, is the solar year or the period of time in which 
the sun passes through the twelve signs of the Zodiac. The peiu.d comprises 300 
days, 5 hours, and 48 minutes, 5 1 seconds, 6 decimals, and is called the astronomi- 
cal year. 

The Calendar is a table of the days of the year, arranged to assist the dis- 
tribution of time, mid to iudirate remarkable duy r .s connected with devotion or busi- 
ness. If every nation had adopted the same division of time, and a unifoim calen- 
dar had been gent rul throughout civilized state.-, history would present much 
fewer difficulties mid contradictions. The progress of astronomical science has 
necessarily produced great changes in the manner of dividing time ; and thus, whilst 
eoine nations have been ready to give their calendar every possible advantage of 
a scientific construction, the prejudices of others have rendered them unwilling to 
depart from their accustomed mode, however inaccurate. It may be curious and 
iuAtrutivc to trace, very bi icily, the changes of the calendar, ordinarily called, the 
changes of style. 

, The Romans called the first days of each month, Calends , from a word which 
signified called; becuuse the Pontiffs, ou those days, called the people together, 
to apprise them of the days of festival in that month. Hence we derive the name 
of Calendar. 

The Roman Calendar, which has, in great part, been adopted by almost all na- 
tions, is stated to have been introduced by Romulus, the founder of this city, lie 
divided the year into ten mouths only; Mars, Aprilis, Maiiis, Junius, Quintilis, 
fallenvards called Julius.) Sextilis, (afterwards called Augustus.) September, 
October, November, December, May, Maine, Quintius, and October, contained 31 
days, mid each of the six other mouths 30 days, so that the ten months comprised 
80 1 days. The year of Romulus was, therefore, of 60 days' less duration than the 
Ijm.ir year, and of 61 days less than the solar year; and its commencement, of course, 
did not correspond with any fixed season. Numa Pompilins, corrected this calen- 
dar, hy adding two months, Januarius, and Februarius, which he placed before 
Mars. Julius Cwsar, being desirous to render the calendar still more correct. 
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consulted the astronomers of his time, who fixed the solar year as 363 days, 0 hours, 
comprising, as they tl.n ight, the period from one vernal equinox to another. The 
six hours were set aside, and. at the end of four years, forming a day. the fourth 
> f 'flr was mule to consist of !W8 du> s. Tne day thus added, was called iuterculary, 
and was added to the month of February, by doubling the ‘24th of that month, or 
according to their way of reckoning, the sixth of the calends of March. Hence 
the year was called bissextile. This almost perfect arrangement, which was deno- 
minated the Julian style, prevailed generally throughout the Christian ivoild, fill 
the time of Pope Gregory XIII. The Cutendar of.lulius Gtesar was defective 
in this particular; that the solar year, consisting of 355 days, A hours, and 40 mi* 
nutes, and not of 355 days. fi hours, as was supposed in the lime of Julias Crtjsar, 
there was a dirf’eience between the apparent year and the real year, of eleven mi- 
nutes. This dilference at the time of Gregory XIII., had amounted to ten entire 
days, the vernal equinox tailing outlie 1 1th instead of the 21st of March, at which 
period it fell correctly at the time of the Council of Nice, in the year 325. To nli- 
\iite tins i.iconvene-nrp, Gregory oid lined, in 1582, that the loth of October should 
be counted instead of the 5th. for the future; and to prevent the recurrence of this 
error, it was further determined, that th * year beginning a centmv, should not be 
bissextile, with the exception of the beginning of each fointli century. Thus, |7(M 
and IKJ'i have not beep bissextile, nor will 11)1)0 be so; but tins ve ii 2 *0(1 will be 
bissextile In this miuner, thiee days nre retrenched in four hundred ye, ns; he,- 
eaus'- the lapse of the eleven minutes nukes three diys in about that period. The 
xeai of the calendar is thus made, as nearly as possible, to coi respond with the 
true solar year, and future errors of chronology are avoided. 

The udop’iou of this change, which is railed the Gregorian, or New Style, 
(the Julian being called the Old Style.) was for some time resisted bv states not 
under the authority of the See of Home. 'The change ol the style in England, was 
established by m Act of P uliauunt passed in 1752 It was then enacted, that the 
V'Mr should eoiivnence on the l.sL of J tnunry, instead of .March 25lh; and that in 
the year 1752, the diys should be numbered as usual until September 24, when tho 
d ly folio wing should be areomped the 1 1th of September, omitting 11 days. Tho 
Gregorian principle of dropping one day in every hundredth year, except the fouitli 
luindi edtli, was also enacted The alteialion was, for a long time, opposed by the 
pri-pulices of individuals ; and even now, with tome persons, the Old Style is so 
pertinaciously adhered to, that rents uie made payable on the old quarter days, in- 
stead ot the new. Foi this reason and not iu diifeience to the prejudice, tlie old 
f*' iv *ls .lie mentioned in the British Almanac. The Russians stnl retain the Old 
N v « . thus crea'ing an inconvenience in their public and commercial intercourse 
w i; a o*aer nations, which, we trust, that the growing intelligence of the people 
will eventually correct. 

During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entne change in the calendar, which Was in existence more than twelve years ; 
and is important to be noticed, us all the public acts of the Fiench nation were 
dined according to this altered style. The National Convention, toy n decree of the 
5th October, 1793. established a new Fra, which was called, in the place of the 
Christian eia, the era of the French. Th?* commencement of each year, or the first 
Veudimiaire,” was fixed at the midnight commencing the day, on which the 
Qiitumriiil equinox fell, as determined at the observatory at Paris. Tnis era com- 
menced on the 22ud ot September, 1792 of being the epoch of the foundation of the 
Republic; but its establishment was not decreed till the 4th w Frimsire” of the 
year 11. ( 4lii November, 1793). Two days afterwards the public acts were thus 
dated. This calendar existed till the lilth w Nivose, r ’ year XIV. (the 3lst Decem- 
ber, 189a,) when the Gregorian mode of computation was restored.

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EXPLANATORY NOTKS FOR THE YEAR. 


II. — EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR THE YEAR. 

1. Dominican Letters —The seven days of the week, reckoned as beginning 
on tiir* 1st oj January, art designated by the first seven letters of the alphabet, 
A, H. C, D, E, l'\ (J ; and the one of these, which denotes Sunday, is the dominical 
letter Thus, if the year begin on Sunday, A is the dominical letter ; if it begin on 
Monday, that letter is 0 ; if on Tuesday, it is F ; and so on generally. To find 
the dominical letter, cdl New Year’s Day A., the nett day B. and so on till you 
< (kmc to (lie first Sunday, arid the letter that answers to it, is the dominical letter, 
li there were 304 days, or uxuclly *J wet ks in the year, the dominical letter would 
be always the same ; but the yeai contains 30"iJ days; nil excess of 1} day over the 
5*2 weeks. The day is taken into the account e\ery year, and the one-fourth makes 
ailay in every four ve.n s ; so that the dominical letter, falls backward one. letter 
for each of the tin ee yo.irs, in w hieli the date or number of the year cannot be 
divided, without remainder, by 4. and two letters every fourth year, when the date 
can be so divided , as in the year 18*28, it is divisible by 4, and, therefore, February 
will contain ‘20 days. The yeai begun mi I'liesday ; count forward Tuesdays to 
Sunday, inrliism , ii r>i\ d.tvs : and the sixth letter from A inclusive is F Tiiere- 
fuie.at lirst, F is the doniniu al h tfer; but the 29th of February, w Inch is added, 
oi nitercalat -d tluows the la! dav of March a day later in the week than it would 
othrrw ise have been ; anil, tlu ii foie, the Sunday letter for March and all the 
miimniug months will be E. The yeais which have tae *29 days in February, and 
the I wo dfiuiinu al letters, arc called bissextile',, lor the reason already given or 
leap mars: In < ause the day ol the uinutli. attii lYhruary, leaps over a day of 
the week. In law, the ‘28th and 29th ol iYInuaiy sue accounted one day. 

‘2. The (Ioeden At the end of every nineteen years, the new and 

full moons happen at very ut.iih the same t ones ot the year The ancients disco- 
vered this, .uni itikoiied the nineteen \e>rs or M i jcle of tin* moon” as it is called, 
so that it tei minuted the \eai netoie the <!ln isli.ui era. Tun cycle was marked by 
the (Sleeks with Iclteis ol gold. Tlicictoir, to lind tae golden number, or number 
of (lie year in t )iu« evele, add I to the date ; divide by 19: the quotient in the 
iiuiiiliei of c\< les of the moon since the birth of ( hrist, ami the remainder ts the 
ipddeu ninuher ; as the present y ear is IS2tS, add I, is 13*29; divide by 19, is 98 
cycles, and there remains 5, the yolUeii number . 

3. Tiik (■YCi.ti or me Sun is the number of years that elapse before the 
Sundays thiougliout the year happen on the same days of the month. If there were 
.‘Wl days in the year, that would happen rveiy year; if 385, it would happen every 
seventh vear; but because the one-iourth of a day makes an alteration of a day 
every fourth year, the cycle must extend to *28 yeais. Nine years of thisiycle had 
elapsed befoie the birth of Christ Therefore, to find the cycle of the sun, add 9 
to the date, divide hv *28 ; the quotient is the number of cycles since the lurth of 
tlhrist, and the lemaiuder is the cycle of the sun ; as, for the year Id 28, ndd 9, is 
1837, divide by *28, the quolieut is 65 cycles, and the icmaiuder is 17, the 
cycle of the sun. 

4. The Fever is the moon’s age fin- the first day of January, or the equation 
between the beginning of the solar und the lunar year. The time from one new 
in. ion to anothei is about 29^ days. Thus there are, in a year, twelve revolutions of 
the moon, aud 11 day > over therefore, the twelfth new moon will lake place 11 days 
earlier each yeai than it did the year before. In the lunar cycle ol 19 years, there 
lire 1*2 new moons in em'h.ot 12 mid 13 in each ol 7 : because the 11 days of yearly 
dillerence in tlnce years, exceed a lunar month by 3$ days. If it were not tor the 
odd mibutes and seconds, the age of the moon, on the 1st of January, could always 
be found, by multiplying the golden number by 11, aud dividing by 30 ; then the 
remainder would, lu» the epavt or age ot the moon, on the 1st of January. The 
following method will answer tor the day ot the muon’s age on the 1st of Janaary, 
till the cud of the present century. Take I from the golden number, multiply what 
is left by 11, divide In 30 ; the remainder is tile epact, or moon’s age, on the 1st of 
Jnnu try : as foi 18*28. the golden number is 5 ; take away 1, leaves 4 ; multiply by 
jl, is 44 ; div ide by 30, remains 14, tbe epact, or moon’s age, on tbe 1st of January. 

5. The Number of Direction is the number of days after the 22d of March, 
including both days, upon which Easter Sunday takes place. For instance, the 
mftnber of Direction for 1828 is 16. Easter Sunday is April 6, being 16 days 
inclusive from March 22. 
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6. BmT&R is directed to be celebrated on the first Sunday after the full moon 
that happens next after the 21st of March ; which being the fourteenth day of the 
first Jewish month} corresponds to their first day of the week after the Passover, 
the anniversary of the resurrection of Christ. The time at which this day must 
happen, varies with the year; tint the limits within which it must full, are the 22d 
of March, and the 25th of April, inclusive, making n period of 35 days. 

In order to find Easter, the first thing to he done is to find Easter limit , that 
is, the number of dnys after the first of March, on which the full moon, preceding 
Easter, shall happen. To do this, add 0 to the epact, and suhstract tin* sum, if leas 
than 30, or the remainder, when 30 is taken away ; if more, from 50 , the remainder 
is the day after the first of March, on which the full moon, ptvcedinir Paster, hap- 
pens. Thus, for 1828, the epact is 14, add 0 is 20, subtract this fnun 50 ; Irate* 30 
days after the 1st of March, when the full moon preceding Eastci takes place, 
which is the 31st, or last day of Murcli, wheu the following Sunday is E.istcr-day. 
To find the day itself, add 4 to the number of the dominical letter; subtract tlm 
sunt from the limit, and the remainder fiom the next number of 7s. that is greuter 
than itself ; this last remainder, added to the limit, will give the number of days 
fiom the first of March to Easter day, including both : if less than 31, it will show 
on what day of March Easter fulls; uml if greater, take 31 trom it, and the re- 
mainder will show* upon what day of April. Thus, for 1828. tin 1 dominical letter 
is E , the number of w hich is 5. Add 4 to ft is 9; take this from 30 (the limit) leaves 
2i ; take this fiom 28, (the number of 7s. next greater.) there remains 7 ; add this 
to 30, (the limit ) gives 37 dnys from the first of March to Easter, both included ; 
take 31, (the days in March, from 37, leaves 6; therefore, Eustcr-duy must full on 
the 6th ot April 

On what day will it fall in 1829? 

The Dominical letter for that year will be D. 

The Golden number : l830-j-19 leaves 6; then 6 — 1 =5-4-11 =55— 30 leaves 
25, the epact. 

Then for Easter limit 

2ft -4- 6 = 31, take mvny 30 leaves 1 ; and 50 — 1 = 49 days after the first of 
March to the Easter full moon Again : 

Dis 4, add 4 = 8 and 49 — 8 = 41, 42 — 42= 1, and 49 -1- 1 = 50 days from 
March 1st to Easter, including both. Take away 31 for March, leave 19, the day of 
April on which Easter will happen in 1829. 

The reasons of some of the calculations here are omitted, ns they would have 
swelled the article to too great a bdlk, but they will be given at length in a future 
.Companion. 

7. The Roman Indiction. The cycle of iudiction has no connection with the 
motions of the Sun and Mood, further than its consisting of 15 years. It was esta- 
blished by the Emperor Constantine, in the year 312, to regulate entain payments 
by the subjects of the empire ; therefore, to find it for any year, suhstract 312 from 
the date, divide by 15, and the remainder is the Indiction ; as from 1828, substiact 
312, leaves 1516; divide by 15 leaves 1, the Roman Indiction. 

8. Septuacesima Sunday is the ninth Sunday before Easter. 

9. Shrove Sunday is the seventh before Easter. 

10. Whit Sunday is the seventh after Easter. 

11. Trinity Sunday is the eighth after Easter. 

12. Advent Sunday is the %unday nearest the 30th of November, whether 
before or after. 

When Easter is known, any of the days that depend on it cun he easily (bund : 
as, for 1828. Easter is April 6, Whitsunday is 7 weeks, or 49 days, alter; then 6 
from 30 (days in April leaves 24; 24 from 49 leaves 25; therefore, Whitsunday, 
1828, is the 25th ot May. 

III.— THE DAYS OF THE CALENDAR. 

JANUARY. 

1. New Year’s Day— The ancient popular customs connected with N$wr 
Year’s Day, Shrove-tide, May day, Christmas, and other festivals, will be illustrated 
in a future u Companion to the Almanac,” 
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1. Cirrvmrision. ~T\ua festival was orginally called the Octave of Christ- 
inas and tin* first mention found of it is in the year 487. It was instituted by the 
Chun h, to commemorate the ceremony under the Jewish law, to which Christ Nub* 
untied, ou tie; eighth day of the nativity ; and was introduced into the Litifirgy of 
tk ( In i re h of England in 550. 

6. Epiphany. — The word Epiphany signifies appearance or apparition . 
This (estival is kept in commemoration of the “ Manifestation* of the Saviour of 
mankind to the Gentiles, and appeals to have been fiist observed, as a separate 
feast in the v ear 813. The piimitive Christians celebrated the Feast of the Na- 
tivity lor twelve days. observing the tirst and last with the greatest solemnity. 
Flora the circumstance of tlii.s festival being twelve days after Christinau, it is 
vulgaily called “Twelfth day” 

9 Plough Monday is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received 
this appellation from its hav ing been fund upon by our forefathers, as the period 
when they returned to the duties of agricultuie, after the festivities of Christmas. 

29. Septuaye&ima Sunday. - SeptuageHnm Sunday is a Sunday dependent 
upon Lent, as that season is upon Easter. It is to be considered ns the preparation 
for the last ot Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope Gregory the Great. 
The mini** of the lust Sunday in Lent having been distinguished by the appellation 
of Quadragesima, and the three w'eeks ptcceding-Jimiiig been Hppiopriated to the 
gradual introduction of the Lent Fast, the three Sumhys of these weeks were call- 
ed by iiutues significant of their situation; and reckoning by Decades (tenths) the 
Sunday preceding Quadragesima, recieved its present title of Quinquagesima. the 
second Sexagesimal, and the third Septuagesima. 

30. htny Charles the First's Marty rdom. —The death of Charles I , is ce- 
lebrated us a lust of the Church. 

FEBRUARY. 

2. Purification . — This dav is kept in the reformed Church, ns a solemn fes- 
tival, in memory of the purification of the Virgin Mary who submitted to the in- 
pinelionol the law, under which she lived, and presented the infant Jesus in the 
Temple. The festival was celebrated in the Cinislkii Hunches with an abundance 
of light, and was oiigiuallv called u Cundlemos Day,” as well as the Day of Puri- 
fication. The practice of lighting the Churches has been discontinued in this coun- 
try since the second > par of Edward the VI. In the llomish Church, the origiual 
name and all its attendant ceremonies, arc still retained. 

7. Shrove Tuesday . — After the people had made the confession required at 
this season, by the discipline of the ancient Chinch. they were permitted to indulge 
in festive amusements, although not allow ed to partake of any repast beyond the 
usual substitutes for tlesh ; and hence arose the custom, yet preserved, of eating 
pancakes and Iritters at Shrovetide. On these days of authorized indulgence, the 
most wanton reci cations were tolerated, prov ided a due regard was paid to the 
abstinence commanded by the Church; and from this origin sptang the Popish 
Uurnivnl. From the loose pastimes ol the agn in which the Carnival originated, 
are also to be traced the nearly exploded diversions of cock -lighting, and cock- 
throwing. * 

8. Ash Wednesday. — The primitive Christians did uol commence their 
Lent, until the Sunday now called the tirst in Lent. Pope Felix 111, in the year 
487, first added the four days preceding the old Lent Sunday, to complete the 
number of fasting davs to forty. Gregory the (jjeat introduced the sprinkling of 
ashes on the first of the four additional days, which give it the name of Dies Cine - 
rum, or Ash Wednesday. At the Reformation, this practice was abolished# w Si 
being a mere shadow, or vain show* 

12. Qvadragcssima, or first Sunday in Lent.— Ercombert, King of Kent* 
first appointed the fnst of Leut in this country', in the year 641 ; succeeding genera- 
tions marked the distinctions between the various foods. We find flesh to have 
been early prohibited during Lent, though Henry VIII, published a proclamation, 
in 1 543, allowing the use of white meats, with continued in force nntil, by procla- 
mations of James I. in 1619 and 1625, and by Charles 1, in 1627 and 1631, flesh was 
again w holly forbidden. 

14. St. Valentins.—' The practice of “chooxioga Valentine,* as it is called, 
on this day, is too well known to need explanation The origin of thifi custom baa 
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been much controverted ■ it is indisputably of very ancient date. Valentine wni 
a w reahv ter of the Church, who suffered martyrdom under Claudius II at Home,

26. Mid-lenl Sunday -This day received its appellation, because it is the 
middle Sunday between Quadrates, sinm and Barter Sunday. It is hy some called 
♦he Mothering Sunday, a term expressive of the ancient usage of visiting the Mo- 
ther . or Cathedral Churches of the several dioceses, when voluntary ofleiiugs 
were made, which air now called E.trtci OilVimga,

24. Good Friday. — From the earliest i rcords of Christianity , tins dnv lins 
been held has a solemn fast, in remembrance of the Crnrifi vmn. Its appellation of 
Good, appeat s to he peculiar to the Church of England Our Savon forelafhnrs 
denominated it Hong Frida} , from the length of the offices and fastings on that day. 

21. Annunctntufn or Lady Day, The reformed Church celebrates this 
day as a |ovful festival from the conuevion between the riicmnrtaiioe coiiimemoni- 
t,.i.andtlie incarnation. “ Our Lady” is the ancient and popular name of the 
Virgin \lar>. 

26. Easter Sunday is a moveable festival, held in commemoration of the 
Resurrection, and b» imc the most important and most ancient in observance; 
governs the whole of the other moveable feasts throughout the year. 

APRIL. 

15. Maunday Thursday — Edward III in the year 1363. appears to have 
been the first English monarch, who introduced into this emintrv tlie p; act ice of 
feeding, clothing, and dish Uniting money to indigent persons on Maunda} Thursday. 
The Custom has continued without iutennissioii to the piesent p«- 1 i'nl ; and >uirly. 
on this day. the Lord Almoner, or in his absence, the aub-almoner, attends for that 
purpose, in Whitehall Chapel. 

23. Saint (leorye.. — Ed\v r ard III, at the hatfle of Calais, in (lie year 1340 
joined to, England’s then supposed priucipal guardian, St Edward tie 1 confessor, 
the name of St. George, both of whom he earnestly invoked to aid his inns. The 
next vear, the Order of the Garter was established, dedicated to St, George ; and 
the Saint himself has. from that perflkl, been considered a» protector of England. 

26. St. Mark the Enengeli&t . — On this day the re lor mod Cliprch holds a 
festival in commemoration of the benefits the Christian religion has ricuvid from 
the exertions of this Evangelist. 

MAY. 

J. Si. Philip and St. James, Apostles —The Church, on this dij, coiu.ne- 
rooratcn the Bufferings of St. Philip; and also of St. James the Less, the fn *1 
Bishop of Jerusalem. 

4 Ascension-Day or Holy Thursday, is the day on which the Church 
celebrates the Ascension of our .Saviour, the fortieth day after his rssurrectiou 
from the dead.

16 Rogation Sunday . — Rogation Sunday received and retains its little from

24. St. Bartholomew the Apostle — The proper name of this Apostle w& 
Nathaniel, hy which, und not liy that of Bartholomew, he is mentioned hy St John. 
The festival of St. Bartholomew was instituted A. D. 1130. 

SEPTEMBER. 

#1. St. Matthew .—' This Evangelist's festival is of great antiquity. 

29. St. Michael — This festival was. in the year 487, established in honour 
of Michael, the reputed Guardian of the Chuffh, under the title of u St. Michael 
and All Aug4ls. n 

OCTOBER. 

18. St. Lute the Evangelist .— The festival held in commemoration of this 
Evangelist, was first instituted hy the Christian Church in the year 1130. 

28. St. Simon and St Jude Apostles - The two Apostles, 8t Simon and 
8t. Jude, are jointly commemorated hy the Church on this dav, as appears to have 
been the usage from the year 1091, when their feast was first instituted. 

NOVEMBER. 

1. All 8ainfs —All Saints, or All Hallows, in the Protestant Chnrch, is a 
day of general commemoration of all those saints and martyrs, in honour of whom, 
individually, no p;u tioulnr duv has been expressly assigned

25. Chrislmas-Day . — Christinas Day is a festival of the Church, universal- 
ly observed on the 2)th December, in memory of the Nativity of our Saviour ; and 
it has been denominated Christ Mass, from the appellative, Christ, having been add- 
ed to the name of Jesus, to express that he was tho Messiah, or the Anointed.

IV. -THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 

It is impossible for any one, learned, or unlearned, to live through the year; or 
even through the months, or the day, without noticing the inllueuee which the 
changing positions of the heavenly bodies, have upon his own comfort, aud upon the 
state ot all things around lum This is the book of wonder, which, at the first 
dawning of reason, both individuals and nations, attempt to read. It isJAways 
open ; no perception is so dull as uot to be uble to trace its greater lines; an* from 
the magnitude of these, and the unerring certainty of their recurrence at their re- 
gular times, and the changes which .they produce upon every tjimg that grows or 
lives, it is difhcult to imagine the existence of u mind, so incurious as not to from to 
itself some theory of their nature and causes. # 

In a country like England, where the changes are so frequent, and the contrast 
so stnkiug, the subject is constantly before every body ; and, be it in city or on 
common, in hall or in hut. the season, the day, and the weather, arc among the very 
first topics of conversation If even, in the centre of a crowded city, where nature 
is, as it wheie, excluded, and man and art rule supreme, — if there, arnid all the dis- 
plays of manufacture, all the bustle and occurrences of society, and all the news 
of nations, the phenomena of the clay and the year can claim the attention,— how 
much more mast they do this, to the people who are scattered over the country, and 
spend most of their time in the open air ? To all these, that volume, of which the 
Almanac is the index, is a daily book to man ; and especially to those who have not 
had the advantages of education, it is tho only book, 

A subject, the appearance of which force themselves upon the notice of all, 
but of which the philosophy lies in the depths of science, must be the means either 
of great good or of great evil ; v for, upon any subject that interests the mind power- 
fully, if knowledge be not planted, superstition is sure to spring np of its own 
accord. That he who knows nothing may he made to believe any thing, is found 'to 
bs a maxim of but too general troth ; and upon no subject has its trntn been more 
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frequently verified thiin uj»on the one wider consideration. In the early age* of the 
woild, end before rqpelation had substituted a moral and intellectual uystatjfAr an 
ideal und NiiperMitions one. the phenomena of the year and more eapeoifl^the 
lomi unrir.H that are attendant upon, and prodnee these phenomena were acknow- 
ledg'd and worshipped as gods — substituted in the place of Him whose instruments 
tlioy arc, and who implant' <1 in them those properties and assigned them those mo- 
tions. m consequence ol which they produce tl^ii effects In moulding them for 
tins pm jaisc, there is no douht that the artful portion of society employed all their 
cunning, in older to -Mislave the minds of the multitude, and enable themselves to 
profit by the darkness winch t hey occasioned But if the subject itself had not 
been the beNt adopted for .superstition, the very cunning which made use of it 
would hove necessarily chosen that winch answered its purpose better So far, 
howe\cr, as research can be made into the early history of mankind the son the 
moon. and such slam as have any thing remarkable in their appearance, have been 
tin fust objects oj adoration ; and that .oho at ion has always been the more marked, 
in proportion as the aupeai mice of tin lirniii.irios have been tin more varied We 
find it jaiuch mot e in the Laplander and the inhabitant of Greenland who have their 
inonthH of summer's day end winter's night, than we do in those tropical countries, 
u'hcic the day isalwa\'. ol nearly the same length and where flooding rain uud 
limning drought aic the chief plu nomena that \ery the year. 

lint the suiPMstdious adoration of the celestial ippearanees is not confined to 
the early and luirhaioM* -date of nations Win n this supei stitipn wns expelled from 
lele.ooii. and r|iu liponuiries were deprived <d then godshi|i thev did not at once 
los» the w lu*h ot tl-t i- eoiisiM|ueriei‘ , hat In Id their place as lit" agents and arbiters 
of luimaii il^liny l 1 imn tins arose any stem ol superstition, which left not a thing 
in nature. :» uIhm of the human body. 01 an event of hum in life upon which it 
did not luv hold The imlmdu d bodies had each (licit spec ial virtues, their good 
or their l»,o! inMueuei ; these were modified by the gioiioing of tin stai s into con- 
stellations, and lion tjie positions of the sun moon, and planets among these- there 
arose oflu'r omi'kmpi.I inilui nei*s, till the .sv-ti in became as complicated ns it was 
ridiculous. So (irmly w .is tins believed at one time, that nothing could be done or 
undertaken wi* limit a previous coiisultatioe ol'stais, to find out whether it was their 

f ilename that tin i u. * should lie prosperous ; and the aspect of the stars at a man's 
firth was admitted t •» haw* ten times as much inlhmnee upon bis succi ss in life, ns 
his talents, his education and his i omluct. Imbed it hud much more : for if it wns 
not the plea -one of the stars — and the revealing ot that was committed entirely to 
the nsti ologer - the man could not net. or be educated or even born. If one wished 
to know w lo iiu r au\ substance would answer any purpose, he did not try it, lie 
nonsuited tin moon, and if any thing was lost search was not made for it. the 
moon was qa \sliotn d lluoiigh the medium of the astrologer, who always lontrived, 
bv baa ronfedi i uUs to lie in possession of ns many lost things as kept up the credit 
of flPcralt. 

By this nm>t nbsuid system of superstition the reason and cotnmon aeoce of 
the people weie lendeied completely useless ; and. which was far worse, the foun- 
dation of niomhtv Was comidetely taken aw av.~ because, it the success or the fai- 
lure, tin* good in the bml ot human actions, did not depend upon men themselves, 
but upon an unei ring d< s'.u,\ , to be rend in the aspect of the stars there was an end 
qf all virtue mid nth mpting to do lightly, because, as the destiny was fixed, no 
effort on the pail of ih * man could alter it.— indeed he could make no effort, unless 
that was also set down 1.1 tlie aspect of the heavens at his nativity. 

When supcistition had thus destroyed both the intellect nnd the morals of man- 
kind, the absurdities into w liich it led them were endless; and as any subject in 
order to be wondered at. requires only to be incomprehensible, the delusion became 
very gene hi I . Nor is it ■ et eradicated Language contributes a little to this : pven 
the well informed talk about stars” ami '"destinies,” and those w ho have little 
infornmtiob .believe that these words have a literal signification. The disposition 
which all people have to pry into the future also tends to perpetuate this supersti- 
tion The proper key to the futuu is indiu lion fnau the past ; but the proper sn<> 
ul that supposes lmhits of observing and reasoning which cannot yet be regarded 
Hsgetieinl among the people of any count* y: so. they who cannot anticipate the fu- 
ture. bv connecting it with the present and the past, still follow after the delusion 
ubt only of astrologer^ niooii-und-star men,~but fortune-telling impostors of all 
sorts ; and the de-luskm is helped to be perpetuated by those publications in which 
the nonsense of astrology is still retailed to the public, 
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These circumstances render it nficessaiv that the phenomena of the year should 
he eu^uned in (lie most simple and philosophic nunnr. - thit^he real causes of 
(hosc^plnometin should be made palpable in the uuwl m d;iuu v^upicit^* and that 
it should be plum to every one, that then* fs no nivstciy in the matter* ““that the 
revolutions nt the heavenly bodie i produce the appearances of the season*, and 
nothing lunre. The inotiv ea of these hav e, in f.irt, no nmie influence upon the 
conduct and the destinies of mankind than tin' motion of n river towards the sen, 
or the fall of a stone to the ground, when it is not borne up by some thing that can 
support its weight; and it would be just us rational to calculate the nativity of a 
mail fioin the motion of the Thames towards the sen as from the motion of the 
moon or the planets Nay. the resolution of ;i coach-wheel upon the road has just 
as much to do with human de*uinv as the motion of the heavenly bodies , mid when, 
in its resolution upon the dial, tii • nuiuite hand of a clock piMses o\er the hour- 
hand, that has just ns much hitim-nci- upon the fute of nations or iudividinhi tis uu 
eclips of the suu or the moon 

\\ ith the exet p l inn of th- und heat produced by the sun, and the light 
of the moon, and still fainter illumination of the .stars, there is no reason to infer 
that the erh-stiul bodies . vert nn\ iiillticiu e, otlu r than that of gravitation, upon 
the eurth itself ; mid as their influence is w holly of a physical nature, it run have 
no effect whufeu r imaii the minds or cnudnrt of men any moie than can lie pro- 
duced by the nniui.d <u .niilii i.d motion ol imv other snhstmices. No far us the la- 
umim i- s make men mo; <- oi less comfortable at the time, they have .in inihtunce — 
us the genial leinpmut i: e of the day raises the spirits in the same way, and to the 
saint; extent that they art* inised by a similar tempi* ratine of a common tire, or the 
light of the irinoii enables a man to li ml lus way at nighi ,just in the same way as he 
would fun! it by the same degiee of lamp light , but beyond these pliisiciil elicets, 
there is, und there c hi be, nothing. If the luminary is at the same distance, shines 
for the same length of - time at the same height above the horizon, it matters 
not in what sign oi the zodiac, or in what pait of the hco/eus it may make its ap- 
pearance, any in »ie than it signifies whether the tire by which one is warmed, or 
th« lamp by which one is lighted, is one of the east or the west of St. Paul's; and 
it would be just as philosophical to calculate the future destiny of a mini fiom the 
” lunue’ 1 in which he happened to he born, as from tilt* “ house” of the planets at 
the time of his biith Indeed it would be mii<*li more so ; for if intcl! njen re. and 
if oo,l sense happen to he lords of the ascendant in the house of the p.irniif, they 
are voi v rational gronnds for predicting the future welfaie of the child ; and so, 
also, ignorance, dissipation, and vice in the parent nre far more malignant esperfa 
for the infant that has the misfortune to he horn under them, tlnn any configuration 
which either the stars, or unv thing else out of the family cun assume. 

There was a time when, not the ppople merely but the tided and the leurned, 
were thrown into the greatest consternation by an eclipse of the sun or Ainua, ty 
the appearance of a comet or the nuroiu borealis. And why t lieruu.se they an* of 
comparaf ively rare occurranres und when mankind do not know the rational enuse 
of any thing, tnev always from to theniselvep a supcintit ioiih one. *A candle is to 
the inmates of a room at night what the sun is to the inhalntnntH of the earth du- 
ring the du> ; it givos them light, and. if the liame he large enough it gives them 
bent If, too. theie be a mirror upon the wall and the caudle be so placed as (hat 
the light reflected by tlie minor is throne into a room which the candle does not 
illuminate, tiie minor will give a sort of moonlight to any one who happen? to ho 
there Now, if one of the family were to stand between another of the family 
and the candle, the candle -their nun for the time — would he just as much eclipsed 
to the one from whose sight it were hidden, as the sun of the world is when the 
moon conies between it and the earth; and so also, if any one placed himself in 
such manner, as that his shadow fell npon the mirror, that mirror— the temporary 
moon of those in the dark chamber — would lie just as much eclipsed, as the moon, 
of the world is when the earth cornea between it and the suu, depiives it of the 
light of that luminary, and prevents it from rellrctiiig that light to the earth. Well, 
is there any person in his sennas that would say, (hut because one of a family luid 
come between another and the candle, or between the candle and the looking glass, 
that some direful calamity would befal the family, or that they would inevitably 
have a brawl or u law-suit with the folks at the next cottage? and yet the conse- 
qitences just mentioned are precisely of the same nature, with the eclipses of the 8141 
and moon ; and from their nearness th«nr have much more effect on the inhabitants 
of the cottage than the celestial oneiS^ have upon (he inhabitants of the earth. 
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A temporary want of light n» the wbolw effect m both cases ; and as that of the 
celestial eclipse v* *v«r ho complete n« in the can* of the candle and the^miTor, 
it in, except us a matter of curioNity, or m fixiug a point of time, of uiuoh oou- 
Heipn nce than the other. , 

With regard, again, to a comet, it is rn'ich the a* if one were to come ioto 

the room with a burning torch or taper and then go out again , an occurrence which 
could do no harm, unless the In a r cr of (In- to-cn were lo run against somebody or 
Net tire to the house So also, if the comet he ri solid substance, and if the light 
which it emits be of the burning kind, (for comets are so distant, and continue so 
short a time, that we are unable to he cett.un about their natiue,) it might, if it 
came in contact with the earth, shatter it as a cannon brill shatters a house, or bom 
it as a red-hot short or a shell does ; but as long as we ar« out of its way. we are 
just ns safe fiom harm as we would be if we stood on a high cliff and sa* rockets 
Jet olf ten miles at sea A rocket let off in Vauxhall Gardens has just as much in- 
fluence on the late of nations and individuals us all the coniits that ever appeared ; 
and if the stick, of the locket happened to full upon any body, it would have a good 
deni more. 

There was a tune when the “ J.ick-o’-the-lanfern” -influnrii ilile air over a 
fen, a piece of rotten wood or a puti id fish - both of which, in a certain state of 
rottenness give out 11 gas which becomes luminous. w f ns accounted as something 
alarming ; but as every bungler in clieimstr\ ran now produce the same appearances 
whenever lie phases, they have ceased to bn legarded with any degree of appre- 
hension. 

All these follies, with which people wasted their tune disturbed their imagina- 
tions, and made themselves uneasy, resulted fiom the want of a little -a very little 
— Hobor and independent thinking K fleets must he similar to their causes; and 
every subject which is mutter cuunot alfect the mind in uny other way than by af- 
fecting the body- The aisemc which lies buried a mile under ground, or that which 
is contained in the s tores of the Apothecaries’ Company is just as deadly in its 
nature as that which has, by accident, crime, or madness, got into the human sto- 
inuch Hut while it i cumins their it poisons nobody ; and though, by continually 
alarming linnselt about it, a man of weak mind might, in time, bring himself to ho 
lievu that it would, and though this should inj ire his licalh, or even frighten him 
to death the arsenic would he quite innocent of the mdtei What would even the 
moat ignorant man now living flunk, if ho were told, that it a pinch of gunpowder 
were to be stolen from the stores of the Or, mil Signioi, hi ought to London, and 
burned according to the rules of art, it would instantly blow np all the magu/incs 
in Turkey Well, there was a time when the belief of such an influence in powdor 
WU 8 far more prevalent than that of the influence of the appearances of the year 
upon human life mid fortune is now. 

The sun, and moon, and the planets and stars, are merely masses of matter — 
inanimate, and, of course, without any power of thinking and acting ns wholes — 
though the} may have dillerent classes of glowing and living brings upon them, in 
the same Way that the eaith has , .md it may be. that while we are frightening 
ourselves with the changing phases of the moon the people on that luminary are in 
the same alarm at our planet. Hut bodies placed at so gicut a distance from each 
other, us the planets and stars are, can have no influence upon each other, 
fluxing that of giavitation, mid light and heat, which will, ot couise, change with 
every ohange of position aud distance As, if the moon be far north in the sky, 
it will be longer “up,” or above the horizou. to us in these northern latitudes; 
if it be near to the sun, on the eastern side, it will shine in the early part of the 
night; if it be neur, on the western side, it will shine in the latter part of the night; 
if it be directly opposite, to the sun, it will, if just as far north in the sky, rise at 
sunset and set at sunrise ; it it be farther noith.it will rise before the sun sets, 
and set alter the sun rues ; it south ol the sun. a will rise after sunset, and set 
before sunrise ; — nnd, if it be in the same part of the sky with respect to east and 
west, as the sun, it will rise and set at the same time with that luminary, aud not 
Jftp seen, unless it be also in the same part of the sky with regard to north and south ; 
Pbd in that case it will come, in whole or in pint, between the earth und the sun, 
according as their places are exactly or. only neatly the same, nnd occasion a total 
or a partial eclipse of the sun. All the chjtngesof the moon, with regard to shape 
and time ot appearance, take place in tvtity lunar month, from one new moon to 
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another. AH the variations of appearances, erliiises, and other phenomena. recur 
in n paaprl of about nineteen years ; and any of them may be fete told by one who 
has a Mow led go of astronomy. 

There are some other particulars in the moon’s appearance, upon which super- 
stition is still apt to lay hold, and predict, if not somethin? ns to human life lit least 
somethin? about the weather which is a fertile subject for imposture. One of them 
is the position of the cusps, or points, of the new moon when lirst seen. These 
are always both at equal distances from the sun, and, of course their stnnding 
straight, or leaning backwards, or forwards, depends noon the distance that the 
inoon is north nr i,oufh of the sun. Anv one can see this h\ -i \rrv simple experi- 
ment. Take uii orange or an apple, or any thin? round, and hold it in your left 
linnd between you and the candle, only us fur to tin* left us that the light will ahinn 
on a nnrt of it, in the shape of n newrmoon This moon may he much narrower or 
broancr. according ns von hold it nearer or further tioin the line between yon and 
the rnndle If yon hold it just as high as the candle, the line of the points will bo 
upright ; if you move it higher the candle, the line will lean buck win ds, more 
and more ns it is mised, ami if you move it down lower than the candle, the line 
will lean forward, inme and more ns it in lowered. 

Two other peculiarities ot the moon, that occasion a good deal of speculation 
among those u ho me ignorant of tin- causes ,u«:. “ the harvest 1110011." in Septem- 
ber, and u tli*' hunter's moon,” in Match; the former of which, wlnm near the full, 
rises for several night*' at nearly the same hour, and the lettei, at the same age, is 
equally remarkable lor the dilleienre between the times of its rising. The moon 
moves neaih to the same distance fiom the sun every duv, but it moves in n path, 
the one-hall ot which is much nearer the north than the other ; and this is the case 
also with the npniueut annual path of the sun ; that luminary appeal in? much near- 
er to the noithin summer than in winter. Thus, when the moon is moving north- 
ward at the most rapid rate, it escapes from the horizon northward, and rise# 
earlier; and when it moves south wurd at the most rapid rate, it approaches to the 
horizon, and sets earlier. The full moon can he m the former position only in Sep- 
tember or October, and in the latter 111 March or April ; and tints the harvest and 
hunter’s moons are occasioned. 

Such are the principal changes in the moon’s appearance ; they are all to be- 
explained upon the simple facts of the motions of the moon and the earth ; and, 
therefore, they ueither nave, nor can have, any of those influences which supersti- 
tion, the child of ignorance, ascribes to them. 

The planets being all much more remote from the earth thnn the inoon is, and 
having little dillerence in their aopearances, saving what arises from their own mo- 
tions and that of the earth round the Nun, have little about them that claims atten-* 
tion. as connected with the appearances of the year. Influence upon the earth, 
upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way a fleets the com- 
fort or the ordinary pursuits of mankind, they have none whatever and, therefore, 
the explanations of their appearances «nd motions may very properly be left to the 
•tody of astronomy. 

Thus, th^ only thing that remains in order to complete this simple notice of the 
phenomena of the year, is some account of the annual appearances of the min — 
that grand source of light, and life, and enjoyment, to all the animal and vegetable 
tribes. 

In order that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have not much 
knowledge of geography and astxontony, it may not be improper to begin with the 
apparent revolution of the heavens, every day, as arising from the real rotation of 
the earth When a round body, such as an orange, or a billiard ball, is made to 
whirl round in the same place upon the table, by spinning it, allhough there may 
be no mark upon it, one can easily perceive that there is one point in the middle of 
the npper part of it, round which all the rest tnrns, jnst as a wheel turns npon m* 
axle ; and if one could see it ffpm below, there would be found a similar point in 
the middle of the under uart, round which the whole would he seen to turn. These 
two fixed points wonld be the poles of the ball or orange ; and if w« imagine a line 
drawn from the one, through the centre to the other, that line would be the axis of 
rotation. The earth turns round from west to east every twenty-foar hours, in the. 
▼pry some manner: only, instead of tofcfe supported upon any thing like the ball 
•r the orange, it is kept in its place by* the mutual attraction between it and the 
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min If we make n litte mark any where upon the ball, ami imagine ourselves lo 
lx* living tli#»re, the candle which ularids still upon the table would appeaa to move 
in the contrary direction to that of the ball. ( f the candle be held jast a*wlgl§ tt«» 
flu* middle of the ball, the mm k, whcre\er we place it. fs,»v in the upper part, half 
way to I lip centre or pole.) will pas* one half of iH revolution through the light of 
tlii- < andle, and the other half not. If (the mark being ‘•till m the same place) the 
randle he inked higher up than the venire of the hall or f which will have just the 
same e(lect) if the ball is pul lo a »i down than the, eaadle, the mark will pass 
through the light for a louder time of e teh rotation than it is in the daik ,* and if the 
f'liidie he hi Id further »!oan than the eentie of the I) ill, or tin* h.dl raise J higher 
tli m the cenlie ot the ea.i He, the rit.uk will pass thiougii the light toi a .shorter 
lime, tiiau it does through Hie dmkneiis on the olhei side. Ab.o, the im is** of 
light in the former ease ami the deeiea.v hi thftrluttri, will le* th.* g. rater, the far- 
ther the centre of the hall is la low or above the candle, ami the ueaier the mark is 
to the pole oi point louml which the upper part of the hall •»*vir.s to turn. It* wo 
call the upper pole of the ball l he uutlhpole, the mark (i at her none than n, t’usd 
of the upper half from that pole) nny place in the British islands; and suppose the 
hull to he the eaith, and the canille the sun, we have befoie us the whole principles 
of the motions that pioduce the changes of the seasons. 

We have only to imagine a level plane, or even Hate surface, to pass through 
the centre of the sun ; thul the exis upon which the earth turns round is always 
upri'jht to that place; that the nrhit, or path, winch the earth moves in during the 

J r ear, lies, nm-halt of it above the plane and the, other below ; and that this orbit 
ms an inclination, or maket, an anyle of about twenty three degiees and a half 
with the plane each way ; then if we I’m tlier imagine, that the nmtli pole of the 
earth is uppeimost and that the ♦ mill, in sum in*' lound the mbit Ikum west to east, 
performs as many rotations as there .ne da > h jn a year, we sh. il ha-.o the whole 
means of explaining the changes of the seasons. 

If we imagine that the point at whit h the earth is highest above the level plane 
passing through the centre of the sun, i» immediately h.-top' us and newest to ns; 
tlien the poinl at which it meets the level plane, in descending, will he the one far- 
thest lo the right of the sun ; that where the earth is farthest below tile level plane 
will be the one lit the gi cutest distance, aad light h. loie us ; and that at which the 
earth meets the level plane in ascending towards us, will he the one most i emote 
from the sun on our left hand. 

The first of these points will be the shortest day to those in the northern he- 
misphere : nnd for tho ipiurter of a y ear Irani that to the second point,. the day 
there, will always be less than twelve hours, and the uiglit more. 

The second point will be the vernal equinox, —equal day and night in the 
spring: mid in the quarter fiom tlicuce to the third point, the days in the northern 
hemisphere will always he more limn twelve hours, and the nights less. 

The third point will he the midsummer, «r longest day, in the northern hemis- 
phere; Hud in tin quarter from that to the fourth point, the day will be again more 
than twelve houm. und the night less. 

The fourth point will he the autumnal equinox, '-equal day and night in autumn ; 
and in thfc quarter from thence to the point at w hich w e supposed the earth to set 
out, the day will be, as in the quarter first noticed, less than twelve hours, and the 
night more. 

It is evident, that on the half of the snrfnc* which is round the other, or south 
pole, the appearances of the seasons will be quite reversed. 

Thus, in the whole of the half that lies above the level plane, the day will be 
shorter than the night : it will decrease during the first part of that half, and 
lengthen again, at the same rate, during the second. Also, in the whole half be- 
low tiie plane, the day will be longer than the night. It will lengthen during the 
first part, and shorten at the same rate during the second. 

On the earth, the motion which causes the lengthening and shortening of the 
day is not seen, except by ail the stars that are round the heavens coming to the 
"iouth in succession at midnight; and the sun being farther north at risiog and set- 
ting, and’higher at mid-dqy when the day lengthens,— and the reverse when it 
shortens. 
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TV trarth^niBir n»d shorten are not at the samp rate at all tinea ef the 
year; for it is not the absolute distance of the earth from the level plane, but the 
change of distanre between om* (lay and another that makes the difference of their 
lengths. Now, if any one take two rings or hoops of any kind, and put the one 
hci oss the centre of the other, ,i little obliquely, he will see that tlioy recede front 
each other most rapidly at the two points wlifie they cross and that, inid way be* 
tween these points, there is a considerable space where they are nearly at the same 
distance Therefore, the dava must lengthen and shorten most rapidly at the 
equinoxes, nnd be for some little time of nearly equal lengths at mid summer and 
mid winter* 

The ditlerent duration of the day, and the different height of the sun, are the 
fames of those variations of natural heat which so bountifully diversify the year. 


V. — THE TIDES. 

1. CAUSES AND GENERAL APPEARANCES, 

Those swellings and subsiding* of the waters of the ocean, by which a portion 
of the shore is Alternately Hooded und left dry, and to which we give the name 1 of 
/jr/r.s-j-, are to the inhabitants of rousts the most interesting, to sen- faring, people 
the most useful and to the ignorant the most inexplicable, of all the every-day oc- 
currences of nature. The appeal which Canute nude to the certain nnd irresistible 
flow of the sea when lie meant to rebuke his flnttciing courtiers, is proof that, at 
a very eaiiv peiiod of English history, tin' tides had drawn attention; nnd us no- 
body c.m notice the tides for any length of time without perceiving that, on the same 
d iy s ot tlie union’s age, they liapeu, at the same place, at very nearly the sainu 
hour 1 - of the day, a connexion between them and the inoon could not fail to ha traced. 
Did as the cause ot that connexion do« s not appear from the connexion itself, the 
uniiifo. mod have regarded it as pait of fhnt superstitions influence, which the celea- 
tial bodies have over the earth and its inhabitants. 

Instead, however of tlieie being any thing mysterious in the matter, it is the 
most simple that can In- ; and depends upon that universal law' of gravitation, in 
consequence of which a stone falls to the ground, or water runs down a slope. 

The gcneial conditions of tin* law of grav i tut ion are these. Evcrv body, or 
piece of nutter grav dates towards any other piece, directly as the quantity of mnt- 
tn in that piece, and inversely, us the square of its distance, the distance being t s- 
liuriled, in the case of spherical bodies, from the centre of the one to that of tho 
other 

Thus, for instance, a weight of 4 pounds at the surface of the earth, which in 
about 4000 miles distant from the centre, gravitates towards tht* earth, that is, 
presses upon that which supports it. counterpoises an equal weight in a bulance, or 
tails if it has no support, with a force of four pounds. 

lint if the same weight were raised to a height of 4000 miles, or placed at 
twice the distance from the centre, its weight would be diminished inversely as 
the square of the distance, or would he to 4 pounds as the square of I to the square 
of ‘2,— that is, ii would be one-fourth of what it formerly was or one pound. This 
drcieuse would not. however, he pointed out bv a common scale li'-nm, because the 
v. riglds in Isjlh scales would be diminished at the same rate; and thus, if they ba- 
l.iace each other at the surface of the earth, they would do the same at uoy weight 
whatever It might, however, be measured by the flexure of aspring. 

Vi om this diminution, which takes place in the action of gravitation as the dis- 
tance beionr > greater, it is quite evident that, in large masses of matter, such as tho

etrth. the ran, and the moon the gravitation towards each other Will, at the points 
where they are nearest, be greater than the average, or that at thier centres. As 
fbr instance, a quantity of water placed on that point of the earth's surface, to 
which tile moon is directly over head, will gravitate more toward the moon than an 
equal quantity placed 90 degrees from the former, or at a point where the moon is 
in the horizon. But water is retained upon the surface of the earth by its weight 
or gravitation towards the mass of the earth, and the perfert freedom with which 
water moves, allows it always to form itself in perfect accordance with the law of 
gravitation. Now, the gravitution toward the moon, or the sun. acts in the opposite 
direction to the weight; and, therefore, by whatever portion that gravitation is in- 
creased above the average, the weight must be diminished, aud the water must rise 
up there till the excess of height balance the loss of weight and nn equilibrium be 
every where established, jii those parts that are covered with water, aud have a 
free communication with each other. 

Toward every celestial body the variation must be the same in kind; but 
snn, in consequence of its great mass of matter, and the moon, in consequence of 
its nearness to the earth, are the only ones of which the effects are perceptible. 

The whole gravitation toward thp sun is much greater than that toward the 
moon; but the menu distance of the sun is about 24,000 times the half diameter of 
the earth, while that of the moon is only 60 times; and as the distuibmg forces me 
to the whole gravitations inversely as the cubes of those uumbeis, (they entering 
the proportion three times as factors,) the disturbing force of the rnoon, that is, the 
force by which the water becomes lighter when the uioon is o\er head, is about 2$ 
times that of the sun. 

It would he out of place here to insert the calculations, which are long, though 
pimple- But the lenult, stated in round numbers, is, that if the earth were all cover- 
ed by the same depth of water, a tide of two fet-t would be raised at the point 
where the sun is directly over head, and a tide of five feet where the moon is so.— 
that is, the water at each of those points would be higher by two feet in the case 
of Uie sun, And five feet in the case of the moon, than at the circumstance of the 
hemispheres, of which those points were respectively the centres. 

The tide that happens at the point nearest to any of the luminaries, or where 
that luminary is above the horizon is called the upper tide, and the opposite one 
is called the under tide. The under tide is produced in the same nuuner as the 
upper, expect that is the diminution, and not the increase of the moou’s action 
which causes it. 

If the earth were wholly covered with water, if the sun and moon were always 
at the same distances from it. and if the three bodies remained in the same places 
without motion, the two high waters pf each luminary would remain at the same 
points, and the low water of each would be the ciren inference dividing the two 
hemispheres, of w hich the point nearest the luminary and the point most remote 
from it Were the centres ; and as the gravitation towards the earth would be the 
same at eiery point, there would be no means of discovering the difference of ele- 
vation. Not one of those circumstances hold*, however ; and therefore the want 
each of them gives a different modification to the tides. 

1. I he real motion of the earth from west to east every 24 hours canse s the 
-high and low water of the solar tide to perform a complete revolution from east to 
west in twenty-four hours al>o 

S. The same motions of the earth, with the moon’s motion round the earth 
from west to east also, in about 29$ days, causes a complete revolution of the lunar 
tides from east to west in one solar day and two fifty-ninths, or in about 24 hours 
4S£ minutes. 

As the action of the luminary takes some time to produce its effect the high 
water at any point does not take place till an hour or t^ro after the luminary has 
been vertical. 

3. When the sun rad moon are on the same points of the compass, or on op- 
posite points, then if they be so situated with regard to north and sooth as that a 
straight line passing through both their centres would pass through the centre of the 
north, the high waters will fall on the same, points, and the low waters on the i 
circumference, midway between those points, 
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In these cases, the high wate* wifi be the son of the elevaftteaa, and the law 
wetprthe earn of the depressions. These are called spring tides. It m tvideut 
that thev mast happen at every new moon, by the coincidence of both Upper tad 
under tides ; at every full moon, by the coincidence of the upper tide of each lu- 
minary with the under tide of the other, and that they oan happen at no other times. 

The same cause which makes the high water of each luminary tako plaoO later 
than th* time that luminary is vertical, makes the highest spring tide to happen a 
little after the new or full moon. 

4. As time is reckoned by the apparent motion of the aun, the solar M *k 
water always happens at the same hour at the same place, but as the lunar big? 
Water, which is the greater, and gives a character to the whole, happens about 4of 
minutes later every Huy, it imiNt separate eastward from the solar high Water a* 
that rate, mid gradually become lower and lower till at the end of tne first and 
third quarters of the moon, it full on the same place with the low water of the solar 
tide. Then the elevation of the high water, and the depression of the low, will bo 
both, only the difference of the solar and lunar tides, and the tidee will be neap. 

During the first and third quarters of the moon, the tide* will fall ttff from 
the spring to the nean, and during the second and fourth quarters they will grout 
from the neap to the spring. 

5. The obliquity of the earth's annual path round the sun cansea the sun, la 
summer, to appear over our latitudes, nearly 47 degrees farther north than in winter 1 : 
and the obliquity of the moon’s monthly path may make the new moon about. & de- 
grees more either north or south of the sun ; and also vary the full moon to the same 
number of degrees from the point opposite to the sun. Those changes produce 
what may be called the seasonal variations of the tides. They take place thna 

ft. About the equinoxes, in March and September, the aun is near the 6qna- 
tor, and the moon, at the time of the spring tides, cannot be many degrees from it: 
therefore, the tides are then highest and most uniform in both hemispheres ; highest, 
of course, at the Equator. where the points of high water of both luminaries are, 
and gradually diminishing toward the poles, where, if the earth were uniformly 
covered with water, there would be continual tow water at those seasons. 

b. About midsummer, in the northern hemisphere, the sim is vertical about 
2*2 degrees north of the Equator; and the new moon is. on the average, the sum#; 
but the full moon is. on the average, as far on the south side of the Eouator There* 
fore, about mid summer, the spring tides at new moon, will be highest in the nor- 
thern hemisphere ; and those at full moon iu the southern. 

c. About mid*winter, the circumstances mentioned in the last article will be 
reversed. 

6. The paths, or orbits, of the earth and moon are not circles, but eclipses or 
ovals: and, therefore, the sun and moon must be both nearer to the earth at some 
times than at others. The |>oint where the earth is nearest to the sun is called its 
perihelion, and the point where the moon is nearest to the earth is called its 
perigee. The earth being in its perihilion, causes an increase of the solar tide and 
the moon being in its perigee, causes an increase of the lunar ; because the disturbing 
force increases inversely as the cube of the distance. 

The perihelion takes place in a revolution of 365} days, and the perigee in one 
of 2^4 days ; therefore, they sometimes coincide, and sometimes not; and when 
they do coincide it may be at any time of the moon's age. The calculation, from 
the enequalities of motion and distance, especially of the moon is intricate; bat 
the remit is. that when they coincide at a spring tide, they may augment it about one- 
seventh ; while, w hen the luminaries are at their greatest distance at a spring tide, 
it may be diminished about oue-seveoth. 

7. It is only on wide oceans that the regular motion of the tides from east to 
west can take place ; for the shores of the land throw them ioto so many irregulari- 
ties, that at some places there a re no tides at others they rise to a great height: 
aometimes there are double tides ; and sometimes only ooe in twenty four hours. So 
that the time of high-water spring tides at any place must be found by observation ; 
and in rivers and narrow seas, floods and storms may very much alter both the time 
and height of the tide. The average from high water to high water, or low water 
to low water, is about twelve' hours/ twenty-four minutes: and that from high to 
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low, or low' to high, six hour*. twelve minutes; hut when a rvrrtnt either of the 
sea or a river, #etu one way with the tide, the way that it sets is always of the 
longest duration. 

It must he hornn in mind that, leaving flto obstructions of the land out of the 
account, the high waters, both of the snn and the moon, are points, and that the 
low water of each is a circumference of the earth. From ibis it iv evident that, if 
both luminaries are over the Equator, the high waters of both will be on the Equa- 
tor, whatever may be their distance eastward or westward fas arising from the 
moon’s age, or distance from the sun), and that the low waters of both will pass 
through the poles, at which there will, of course, be no tides At those times 
there will he nn extreme, or top of high water only at the Equator: and thus the 
tw'o luminaries, acting directly together at spiing tides, mid directly opposite at 
neap tides, will cause the former to be higher ami the latter lower than at times 
when one or both of the luminaries have declination from the Eoualor When 
either of (he luminaries has declination either north or south of the Equator the 
upper high water of tlmt luminary must decline as tunny degrees to the same side 
of the Equator, and the under high water the same number of degrees to the other 
side In these cases there w ill he two latitudes on opposite sides of the Equator, 
each distant from that bv flip declination and distant from each oth«*r by twice 
the declination louml which the top of high water will revolve. \t those times too, 
the low water of each luminary will fall as rnnnv rb grees as the declination beyond 
the pole low nrd wdiieh the luminary declines, and fall the same number of degrees 
short of the othci pole. By 1 liese means the whole tide will he lower when the 
luminaries have di lie rent declinations because e.irli will diminish the high water of 
the other in the diieclion of north and south ; and the upper tides will be highest 
at new moon, and the under tides at full These ditt'eitnccs will increase, both 
with the declination and the latitude. At mid-siuiiincr -md mid winter they will h«i\u 
arrived at their maximum, and at (hr distance from the poles equal to the mean 
declination of the siio and moon, there w ill la* only one high water in n lunar day, 
that is, the high waters will he about 21 hours 4')$ minute., as under. ^ 

The motion of the tide is not accompanied by un actual transfer of the whole 
water : for that Would produce, at the Equator, a cm rent of about one thousand 
miles an hour The wave of tide is sometimes moved in one direction, while the 
great mass of the water is moved in the olhei by an under current; just as one may 
often see the ripple which the wind causes, blown ag.iinst the current of a river. 

2. COMMON RULES FOB FINDING THE TIME OF HIGH-WATER. 

To determine this time, these elements are necessary ; — 

1. The time of high- water at full or change. is found bv observation, and to 
be accurate, it must be the mean of many observations made at dillerent tunes ot th* 
year, and in dillerent states of the weather. 

2. The moon's nge on tho proposed day. 

3. The time after noon when the moon shall arrive at the south 

The moon's age is found, by adding the epact for the year, (the moon's age on 
the 1st of January.) to the epact for the month (the age of the moon on the fust of 
the month if it had been new ntoon on the 1st cf January.) and tie* day of the month. 
If the aun he less than a lunar month it is the moon's age; but if greater, take u 
lunar month from it, and the remainder is the moon's age. 

The epact for the months nre these * January 0, Feb 2, March I, April 2, May 

3, June 4, July 5, Aug ti, Sept. 7, Oct. 8, Nov. P, Dec. 10.

The moon, lien new, is south nt the same time with the sun, and eight-tenth* 
of an hour m-ailv later for every day of her age. Therefore, multiply the moon’* 
age by 8, take away the units figures, and multiply it by 6, for minutes; the other 
figures arc hours (tier noon. If they exceed twelve, the excess is the hoar of 
southing ou the follow mg morning. n 
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As. if the moon’d age were 2H days, 28 X 8 =s 23. 4, or 33-hours, 94 minutes; 
that in, 34 minutea after too the following morning. 

The high water is found, by adding the time of the moon’s southing to the time 
of spring tide in the table.

From the variations already mentioned, as well as from local onuses these 
rnles are not perfectly accurate ; but they may serve to explain und exemplify tK« 
principles. 


VI.— TERRESTRIAL LATITUDES AND LONGITUDES. 

Tin* following preliminary definitions will he found useful by those who have 
not studied the principles of inatlu iiiaficul phrenology. 

1. The earth in very nearly a globe, having its mean diameter, or measure 
through the centre. 7 f H2 miles, very nearly; and its mean circumference, or the 
me imiic round it 24.070 miles, or in round numbers 25.000 miles. A degree is the 
300 th part of n ci mi infer-. -nee ; thus, a degree of the earth’s circumference is 00^ 
miles \t*ry near). \ degree is understood to he divided into 60 minutes which iu 
the earth s circumference are called nautical or geographical miles ; and the mi- 
nute is div ided into 60 seconds For common purposes, n degree may he called 7(1 
English miles, and then a minute will he 2.050J yards and a second 34$ yards. Half 
a circumference or a semicircle, is of coui.se, 13d degrees and a quarter, or quad- 
rant 90. All circles whether lurge or small, are di\ ided into the same number of 
degrees, minutes, uud seconds. 

2. The earth tarns ronnd the same diameter, at n uniform rate of motion, every 
23 hours. 56 minutes nearly. The extremities of this diameter, (which though a 
mere imaginary line, is called the axis of rotation ) are called the poles, from a Greek 
word signifying to turn, The daily rotation of the e-nth from west to east muses 
an apparent motion of the heavenlv bodies from east to west and they all appear 
to revolve ronnd the poles of the heavens ; tliat is, the points to which the axis of 
the earth is directed. 

3. At whatever part of (Iip sea or the land one may be a heavy weight so sus- 
pended by a string as that it. touches nothing, slretchos the string so that the weight 
end points very nearly to the centre of the earth, aud the other, or* upper end, to the 
middle of the sky over us. 

4. The horizon is the circle which, if we be npon perfectly level ground, di- 
vides the upper half (or hemisphere) of the sky. which we see. from the under half, 
which we do uot see. The Zenith .to ‘which the upper end of the string points, is 
in the centre of the first; and the Nadir , to vvhice the weight end of the string 
points, is in the centre of the second. 

5. From the zenith to the horizon is 90 degrees ; the measure across the ze- 
nith from horizon to horizon is 80 degrees ; and the mi asure from any point in the 
horizon to the opposite ; point is the same. 

6. Ifonfe stand upon one pole of the earth, that pole of the heavens will be 
in the zeuitli and the other one in the nadir. If \vc stand at any number of degrees 
distance from a pole of the earth, that pole of the heavens will be as many degrees 
from the zpnith. 

If one stand midway between the poles of the earth, the north pole of the 
heavens will he in the north point of the horizon, and the south p de of the heavens 
hi the south point- A circumference of the earthj>as$ing through all the points that 
are equally distant »rom both poles is called <he Equator of the earth ; and the W- 
cumference of the heavens directly over it is called the celestial Equator. The first 
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of these d ivides the earth into two equal hemispheres, (a north and a south;) and 
the last divide# the lieuven* in thu same way. The corresponding pole is m the 
centre of the hemisphere, whether of the earth op the heavens. 

7. If one stands at any- number of degrees distance from the Equator, the 
nearest pole will he that number of degrees above the horizon, and the other pole 
the some 'number below. Hence every change of place, northward or southward, 
will cause an alteration in the elevation of the pole, with regard to the horizon; 
but no alteration will be tnude by a change eastward or westward if the same dis- 
tance from the pole (or Equator) be preserved. 

8. A line drawn direct! v north and south is rallad a meridian line, because 
it points to the place of the sun at 1*2 at noon, or mid-day. If such a line were 
supposed to be continued northward and southward to the poles, it would he a half 
circumference of the earth ; the Equator would divide it iu the middle, and all the 

r ninf* through v* liirh it passed would he directly north and south of each other. 

fa line were supposed to he drawn, in the heavens, directly over all the points of 
a meridian, that would be the corresponding celestial meridian , and would pass 
filmin’, li the poles of the heavens. If the meridian on earth and the celestial meri- 
dian weic both continued completely round, they would be circles; and the former 
would divide the earth, and the latter the heavens, into an eustern aud a western 
hemisphere. 

0. As the meridians of all planes pass through the poles, and as the poles are 
points, all metidians must meet one another in these Linos and circles that meet 
one another a' e said to form un angle. That angle is the measure of the inclina- 
tion of the one to the other. Thus, the angle which any two meridians make with 
each othei is meusured hv that part of the equator that lies between them, and 
counted in degrees, minutes, &c. 

10. As the whole heavens appear to revolve round the poles in 24 hours near- 
ly, a twenty-fourth pint must puss any point, as for instance, the south point, in one 
hour, lint the twenty-fourth pint of 360 is 15 ; therefore. 15 degrees of the hea- 
vens must uppuiently pass the south, or ineridiau every hour uearly. 

When we rnnnot see one place from .mother, or measure the distance between 
them bv a rod or- line, we can determine them by knowing the positions of both on 
the earth’s .surface. As, for instance, u man living in London wishes to know how 
far it is to Jerusalem or .Mexico, and in w hat directions those places lie from Lon- 
don; or a sailor, in (lie middle of the Atlantic, wishes to know how lie can find his 
way to the Land's End in Cornwall, or to Kingston in the Island of Jamnico. In 
either case, he can neither see the direction nor measure the distance directly ; and 
thus, if lie had uot some means of ascertaining them, travelling aud sailing would 
be at an eud 

When, ns in these cases, we cannot point out the direction, or meaNnre the dis- 
tance diiectly, we find how far the one place is ninth or south of the other, and also 
how fai it is east or west; and when we have once found these, we can calculate 
the othei s The distance north or south is found, first finding how far each place is 
north or smith nf the Equator, mid then taking the sum, if I he v are on opposite sides, 
or the difference, if they are on the same side; and the distant e cast or west is 
found, by first finding the angle that is made at the pule b\ the meridians of two 
places, or, which is the same thing, by finding what poitiou of the Equator lies 
between their meridians. 

The latitude of any place is its distance from the Equator ; and is north when 
it is nearest the north pole, and .w uttk when ft is nearest the sonth pole No place 
c»u have more than 90 degrees of latitude; ueither cau two places lie more than 180 
degrees asunder. 

The latitude is easily found by oberving the height of the sun, the moon, or any 
other celestial body, when it is on the meridian. 

The height of the pole above the horizon is equal to the latitude of the place. 
This may be ascertained by observing the greatest aud least elevations above the 
horizon nf the pole star, at any other star which never sets. Half the sum of these 
elevations is equal to the height of the pole, or the latitude. 

' When wr takr our measurement of the latitude of any lelestial body, (which ic 
affected by menus of an instrument which measures angles ) we must previously 
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know how for that celestial body la from the celestial Equator. The distance of any 
celestial body from the celestial Equator, is called its declination and is north or 
south, according to the situation of the body. If the declination be of the same 
kind with the latitude, we must substrnct it from the height of the body when ou 
the meridian ; ami if it be of the opposite kind, we must add it ; the difference be- 
tween the result and 90 degrees, is the latitude In every method when our obser- 
vation requires to he accurate, we must make other currectious ; us. we must allow 
for the dip or he ight we are above the mean mii face of the earth ; for the half 
diameter of the body, if we take the outside 01 limit of it instead of the centre ; 
for the rej ruction t or bending of J lie light on passing through the atmosphere ; and 
for the parallax, or dillerenre of position in the body, as seen from the surface of 
the earth, mid from the centre. All these nutters lire, however, ine.erted and ex- 
plained in thu tables dial are used by seamen and others, who have occasion accu- 
rately to find tile latitude. 

For common purposes, all degrees oflatilndc may be considered ns of the snma 
length; but as in reality, the earth is a little; lluMened towmd the poles it takes a 
passage over rather a larger space there, to m.ike the. same angular distance, 

The LONGITUDE of a place is much more difficult to find than the latitude, be- 
cause here we have no point lived by nature from vvlueh to begin. We are, there- 
fore, ii!»lu« d to take the meiuli.iu of mhui* p.u ticiilar place as a first meridian; find 
the Ion i n. les of other places by observation, and count them from that. It is 
indilh 1 1 "lit what place we take, and, theictore. Ilritish geographers and sailors take 
the meridian of the Royal Observatory, utOieenwich Most other nations reckon 
from their chief city; hut it would be much more convenient it the lirst meridian 
were the same with all ; at least it would stive the trouble of ndding or substract- 
ing the difference . Thus, in reducing French longitudes, which are reckoned from 
Paris to English, 2 W 2D’ 24” must be added, if they are east; and the same must be 
aubstraclcd if they are west. 

The geueral method of finding the difference of longitude is, to find the 
difference oj tune between the two places. The sun, by the motion of which time 
is usually measuied, appaiently comes fiorn tin; east Consequently, if must be 
noon, or auy other hour at the easternmost place, before it is at the westernmost. 
The difference, as has been stated, is 15 degrees for ari hour, four minutes of time 
for a degree, fifteen minutes or longitude toummufe of time, or, undei the Equator, 
about 5 IU yards for a second of tnn • TIics,- numbers are near enough tor pur- 
poses of explanation hat for all purposes of com nitation, they require to corres- 
pond with the accurate period of the revolution of the earth upon its uxis. 

When the celestial bodies are visible, it is always easy to find the exact time 
at the place of observation, whether that place be on land or at sea; and, therefore 
if it were possible to coovcy the exact time at the first meridian over the world! 
the longitude would be easily found. 

A watch, or chronometer, as it is called, that goes at a perfectly nniform rate, 
may so far answer the purpose, but there is no absolute check upon it. If there be 
two or tlnee, the average of them is a little more to be depended on, but even that 
gives no absolute certuiuty. 

'There are several other methods : — the eclipses of the sun, the eclipses of the 
safell ites of Jupiter, the distance of the sun and moon and the distance of the 
moon from certain known stars. These can all he computed beforehand; and 
they are inserted in. the nuutical almanacs, for tbe b. u^ot of seamen. Rut eclipses 
of the sun happen very seldom; tbe eclipses of the s i. llih-s of Jupiter canuot be 
observed at sea, inconsequence of the motion of the ship; the method niosfly 
resorted to is derived from observing the distance oi the moon fiom a star. Those 
distances are marked in the nautical almanac, with the times at Greenwich ' when 
they take place, and by making the proper correction for refraction , parttUax 
and the other circumstances mentioned the longitude may be found by the difference 
between the time at which they are observed, and that stated at the fust meridian 
Thus* a { any position of tbe moon and a star be stated in the nau'ical almanac to 
take place at Greenwich at 12 at night, and if, after all corrections, the same bo 
found to take place at 4 in the morning, the place of observation will be in bU 
decrees east longitude nearly. Such are tbe principles, but the details are too 
dubtfte for being noticed hete, *

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VIL — VENTILATION & HOUSEHOLD CLEANLINESS. 

We are all thoroughly aware of the necessity of breathing; and the agreeable 
freshness and reviving influence of the pure morning air must convince us. that ttie 
breathing a pure atmosphere is conducive to health ; yet we as carefully exclude 
the air from oor houses as if its approach were noxious Intending to shut out 
the inclemencies of the weather only, in our oare to guard ourselves from the ex- 
ternal air, we hinder that renewal of the atmosphere which is necessary to prevent 
its becoming stagnant and unfit to support animal life. 

Few persons nre aware how \ cry necessary a through ventilation is to the 
preservation of health. We preserve life without food for a considerable time, 
out keep ns withoat air for a very few minutes and we cease to exist. It is not 
enough that we have air, we must lia ve fresh air ; for the principle by which life 
is supported is taken from the air during the act breathing. One fourth only of 
the atmosphere is capable of supporting life; the remainder servos to dilute tho 
pure vital air, and render it more tit to he respired. A full grown man takes into 
his lungs nearly a pint of nir each lime lie breathes; ami when at rest, he makes 
about twenty inspirations in a minute. In the lungs, by an appropriate apparatus, 
the air is exposed to the action of the Iduod. which changes its purer part, the vital 
air, (ox v gen gas,} into fixed nir, (niihonic .a id gas.) which is not only unlit to sup- 
port animal life, hut is absolutely destine ti\<; of it. An ndinirulde provision of tho 
Great Author of uatnra is here visible, to pi event this exhausted and now poisonous 
air from being breathed a second time w In le in the lungs, the air receives so 
much heat as makes it specifically lighter than the pure atmosphere; it consequently 
rises above our heads during the short pause between throwing out tho breath and 
drawing it in again, and thus m cutcs to us a pure draught, By the care we take to 
shut out the external air from our houses, we prevent the escape of the deteriorated 
air, and condemn ourselves to. breathe again and again the same contaminated, 
unrefreshing atmosphere. 

Who (hat has ever felt the refreshmg effects of the morning nir can wonder nt 
the lassitude and disease that follow Vie continued breathing of the pestiferous 
atmosphere of crowded or ill ventilated apartment f It is only necessary to observe 
the countenances of those who inhabit close rooms and houses, the squalid hue of 
their skins, their sunken eyes, and their languid movements, to be sensible of the 
bad effects of shutting out the external air 

Besides the contamination of the air from being breathed, there are other mat- 
ters which tend to depreciate its purity ; these aie the effluvia constantly passing 
off* from the surface of animal bodies, and the combustion of candles ana other 
burning substances. On going into a bed room in a morning, soon ofter the occupant 
has left his bed. though he be in perfect henlth, and habitually cleanly in his person, 
the sense of smelling never fails to be offended with the odour of animal effluvia 
with which the atmosphere is charged. There is another cause, perhaps, still more 
striking when a person, fresh from the morning air inters a coach, in which several 
persons have been close-stowed during a long night. He who has once mnde the 
experiment will never voluntarily repent it. The simple expedient of keeping 
down both windows but a single half-inch would prevent many of the colds, and 
even fevers, which this injurious mode of travelling often produces. Outside pas- 
sengers, though they may suffer a little more from cold and wet. generally escape 
these every-day complaints of those who pay double their fare. If under where 
the windows are immoveable, and the door is never opened hut wdiile some one is 
passing through it! On entering such a den of tilth, the nose is Saluted by a stench 
so horrible, as to make nnv person, unused to it, recoil and pause before he ventures 
in ; but the Wretched inhabitant has his sense of smelling so blunted that lie does 
not perceive that which every breath he takes, be inhales a poison, which is sapping 
the vigour of his body, and destroying the energies of his mind. • 

Can we wonder that, with such absolute neglect, all the diseases of persons so 
situated should be of a dangerous character? or that the mind .should he dispirited, 
and that (he man should fly to drams for relief from the burthen which he finds to 
be weighing him down? 

It may be taken as a wholesome general rule, that whatever produces a disa- 
greeable impression on the sense of smelling, is unfavorable to health. That sense 
was doubtless intended to guard us agaiust the dangers to which we are liable from 
vitiation of the atmosphere. If we have, by the same means, a high 8e nce of

gratification from other subject*, it ought to excite our admiration of the beneficence 
of the Deity, in thus making our senoes serve the double purpose of affording us 
pleasure und security ; for the latter end might just as effectually have been answer- 
ed by our bring only susceptible of painful impressions. 

To keep the atmosphere of our houses free from contamination, it is not suffici- 
ent that we secure a frequent renewal of the air— all matters which can injure its 
purity must bo caiefully removed The linen of beds should not be allowed to 
remain unchanged till it has lost all appearance of ever hating been white, or of 
ever having had any ueqiuiinlance with the washing tub. The contents of chamber 
vessels should not be left in the house nn instant, if it be possible, and certainly not 
in the room of a sick person ; every moment they remain they fill the air with a 
filthy odour, which is little less than poisonous to all who breathe it. 

Those who have but one apartment in which they must, of necessity, perform 
nil the domestic duties, should lie careful to remove all matters that are offensive 
in smell ; as cabbage wafer, dirty soapsuds, Jfcc ; they should indeed, if possible, 
avoid washing in the room they live in. For the same reason, drying clothes in- 
doors should be avoided. 

Flowers, in w'atrr, nnd living plants, in pots, greatly injure the purity of the 
nir during the night, by giving out large quantities of an air, (earbonic arid ) similar 
to that which is separated (loin the lungs by breathing, which us before staled, is 
highly noxious. On thi* account I hey should never be kept in bed rooms: there 
are instances of persons, who have iicaiitionsly gone to sleep in a close room, in 
which there hus been a large growing plant, having been found dead in the morning, 
ns elfectually suffocated ns if there luul been a charcoal stove in the room. 

A constant renewal of the air is absolutely necessary to its purity: for in all 
situations it is suffering, either by its viLui part being ubsorved, or by impure 
vapours being disengaged and dispersed through it. Ventilation, therefore , re - 
eotves itself into the seettriny a constant supply of fresh air. 

In the ronsti iielum of houses especinHv in (hose built for the poor, this great 
object has been too generally overlooked, w hen, by a little contrivance in the ar- 
raugemeut of windows and doors, a cm tent of air might, at any time la* mndc to 

i iervade eveiy room of u house of any dimensions. Rooms cannot be well vent i- 
nted that have no outlets lor the air ; for this icason there .should be a chimney to 
every apartment. The windows should lie capable of being opened, and they should, 
if possible, be situated on the side of the room opposite to. und furthest from the 
fire-place, that the air may traverse the whole space of the apartment in its way 
to the chimney. 

Fire plnr.es in lted-rooms should not be stopped up with chimney-boards. The 
windows should be thrown open for some hours every day, to carry otf the nnimal 
effluvia which ure necessarily separating from the bed clothes, and which should be 
assisted in their escape by the bed being slinkeu up. and the clothes spread abroad, 
in which state they should i enidin as long as possible; this is the reverse of the 
usual practice of making the bed. ns it is called, in the morning, and tucking it up 
close, as if with the determination of preventing any purification from taking place. 
Attention to this direction, with regard to ailing the bed clothes and lied after being 
slept in, is of the greatest importance to persons of weak health. Instances have 
been known in which restlessness und an inability to find refreshment from sleep 
would come on in such individuals when the linen of their beds had been unchanged 
for eight or teu days, lu one ease of a gentleman, of a very irritable habit, 
who suffered from excessive perspiration during the night, and who had taken much 
medicine without relief, lie observed that, for two or three nights after he had fresh 
sheets put upon his bed he had no sweating; and that, after that time he never 
nwoke, but trod be was literally swimming, and that the sweats seemed to increase 
with the length of time he slept in the same sheets. By not permitting him to sleep 
in tin same sheets or nightclothes more thun twice without their being washed, he 
iustautly lost this debilitating affection. 

Various means are had reeourse to at times, with the intention of correcting 
disngiceuhlc smells, nnd of purifying the uir of sick rooms. Dill using the vapour 
of v iuegai through the air, by plunging a hot poker into a vessel containing it; hom- 
ing aromulic vegetables, smoking tobacco and exploding gunpowder are the means 
«isilally employed All these are useless The explosion of gunpowder may, in- 
deed, do some thiug, by displacing the an within the reach of its influence; bat 
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then, unfortunately, an air is produced by its combustion, thnt is as offensive , and 
equally unfit to support life as any air it can be used to remove. These expedients 
only serve to disguise the really offensive condition of the atmosphere. The only 
certain means of purifying the air of a chamber which is actually occupied by u 
Nick person, is by changing it in such a manner that the patient shall not be directly 
exposed to the draughts or currents. 

Chemistry lias furnished the means of purifying the air of chambers in which 
persons have been confined with contagious diseases, so as to destroy the noxious 
power of the effluvia generated in such situations, and thus of preventing the dis- 
ease from extending. This will be accomplished by attending cm fully to the 
following directions: — 

Close on the windows and doors of the room intended to he purified, except 
the one by which you propose to retreat, and make up the aperture of the chimney 
or fire-place, except for about un inch or two at the bottom. Having put three 
table spoonsful of common salt, (muriate of soda,) rubbed fine, into a shallow dish, 
place it upon the floor of the apartment,— if with a few hot cindri.s beneath it. the 
better ; and than pour, at once, upon the salt, n quarter ol a pint of strong oil of 
vitiiol (sulphoric acid) ; retiie, and close the room for forty-eight hours. Imme- 
diately the acid is poured upon the salt a pungent vapour, (chlorine,) is given out 
freelv, which is extremely unpleasant to bieuthe, and very destructive to most 
metallic surfaces. It is on this arcount that the operator should leave the apartment 
quickly, and that all the iron and brass furniture should he previously removed* 
This vapour continues forming for many hours, mid diffusing itself completely through 
all parts of the room, effectually destiny* tin* matter oil which infection depends : 
at the expiration of about forty-eight hours, the room may he entered, the doors and 
windows thrown open, and a lire made in the chimney, in order tliut the apartment 
rnny be perfectly ventilated. It may then be safely occupied. The above quantity 
of salt, fee. is quite sufficient for a chamber of the usual size ; for a much larger 
room, double the quantity, divided into two vessels, should be used. The merely 
offensive odour of sick rooms, or of any other npaitments, may be readily correct- 
ed, by placing in them plates containing the chlorosodiuc solution of Labaraque , 
which is now well known in this country. 

But no fumigation w ill be of any avail in pmifying stagnant air, or air that lins 
been breathed till it has been deprived of its vital part ; such air must be diiven 
out, when its place should be immediately supplied by the fresh, pure atmosphere. 
The readiest means of changing the air of an apartment is by lighting a fire in it, 
and then throwing open the door and windows ; this will set the air in motion, by 
establishing a current up the chimney. The air which has been altered by being 
breathed is ussential to vegetable life; and pluuts, aided by the rays of the sun, have 
the power to absorb it. while, they themselves, at the same time give out pure vital 
air. The process, going on by day the reverse of that described before, as taking 
place during the night, is continually in operation, so that the purification of the 
utmospheie can only be prevented by its being preserved in a stagnant state. 

In the country, there are other circumstances which require to be attended to 
besides cleanliness in the house, and the free admission of the air into it at all 
times. Care ought to be taken that nothing be allowed to exist very near the house 
that enn injure tne purity of, or produce humidify in, the atmosphere: heaps of 
putrifymg vegetables, dunghills, pools a.ul ditches of stagnant water, privies and 
open drains, furnish a constant supply of the exhalations w hich produce fever. In 
hot seasons, especially, every breeze in such neighbourhoods must carry poison with 
it. These things are much too common before the doors of cottages, and even of 
large houses. Those who build houses for the poor would do well to choose situ- 
ations sufficiently elevated to allow the waters to be druined olf with facility: with- 
out this, they (hast stagnate and putrify to the danger of the health of the 
inhabitants 

VIII.— NATURE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 

The term Chropolocy is made up of two Greek words, 0 kronen , u time, n 
and Logos , literally u word,* or “ description so that the simplest definition of 
its meaning is, the STORY op time,— or the narrative of the succession of recorded 
events, in their proper order, noticing the portions of time that elapse between 
them. 
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A« the pant is our only safe guide for the present, and onr only Qdeful key to 
the future the story of tune, or the consideration of events, in the order in which 
they happen, becomes a matter of th* utmost importance. Even to our merely his- 
l<iririil knowledge, that is, our knowledge of the events themselves, and without 
any reference to the comparison of them together, chronology is important ; because , 
without that, our knowledge is not correct. But when we wish to turn our his- 
torical knowledge to a practical use by reflecting upon the causes and results of 
111111110 actions, chronology heemnes indispensable. The great practical use of past 
events is the effects that the antecedent event has upon the consequent ; and if 
we mistake the order of succession, (and where we navi* no information we are 
more likely to be wrong than right ) we are in a worse condition than if we had no 
information whatever, — we are in a similar condition to a nun travelling along the 
road from London to T).i\er. in order to arrive at Liverpool, — farther from the 
object we wish to arrive at, than if we had not moved at all. 

Now. men seldom take the first step in any art or science, until they arc 
goaded on hy necessity : and as the use of chronology is philosophical, and thus 
does not appear till men begin to compare the forumr events with the latter, and 
draw conclusions it esunot li ■ known among very illitci ate odious, and could not 
lie known in the early ages of the world The mcmniie.s of the inhabitants of the 
South Sea Islands d ) not extend backwaids above an age or two ; and even then 
they aie vague, not agreed ah ml the events themselves or informed as to the 
intervals between them. Of the recorded events of the early ages, of the world, 
the iufoinntion is so very uncertain that the most acute und laborious inquirers 
iuto the subject are at variance. ; 

Before the story of time oau be known ivc must know something of time itself 
we must know how to co mi jure two pm lions or peiiods of it, so ns to be able to 
sav either, that (hey arc of equal length, or that the one is longer than the other, 
and how much longer it is In older to do this we must lix upon some standard 
of which the length is known; mid ns wo raunnt keep a portion of time by 
ih to apply to otlu r portions as we do a standard pound for weight, ora standard 
bushel fordiy measuic, we must have recourse to some event which we have ica- 
hoii for believing does not take up a longer period at one time than at another, — 
such us the rotation of the eaith noon its axis, the revolution of the moon round the 
earth or that of tin earth rouud the son Of the absolute equality of any two 
portions of time, wh ilevor uny be the event liv which they are measured, we ne- 
ver cam be certain , because we c moot 1) * in possession of two of them at Once so as 
to compare them together. If \vc can Jim l no other difference between the events, 
we have no reason to believe that tie* tunes in which they happen are of different 
lengths; and thisuegatlve proof is sfl that we can get. lousing the measures of time 
we observe the same method 11s with other measures. If the period be less than a 
day. we mention tie* number of hours or parts of an hour, tint are in it; if it lie of 
moderate length, such as the life of a man. we count it in ears ; oud if it be long, 
we count it in centuries or Imndicds of ears. 

Though to all nations, the various lengths of the dav, ns arising from the rota- 
tion of the earth ; of the month, as arising from the 1 evolution of the moon ; and of 
the year, as aiisiug from (ho resolution of the earth, be each dependent upon the 
same cause - and though as Hi ■ other circum fauces of those causes— the spaces 
over which those bodies puss, d > not veiy much the same day, or month, or year, 
still they must b" of the same length to the people of all nitions, and there cannot 
b« much dirteronce between oik* and another ; yet diil'crent nations have had ditfer- 
ent. modes of reckoning them. Some of these (inferences are pointed out in Art. I. 
“ On the Calendar.” 

When a nation came to such a degree of inform ition and importance, as that it 
felt a desire of recording the events of its own history, it generally began with 
some great event, as 11 fixed point or cporif, for winch it counted the i:u v or succes- 
sion of portions of time, all presumed to be equal, and each equal to that which the 
nation happened to take for a standard. Tin day heiog th* portion with which peo- 
ple are most familiar, and also the one of which the appearance is the most striking 
—light and darkness being the greatest of all contrast -most nations made the day 
the absolute measure; but as the day is rather short for measuring long intervals, 
they generally hud periods of so many days, and of so many times these again, cor- 
responding w ith, or rather having sotut resemblance to, our Weeks, mouths, and 
years. 
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As an exact number of times of the rotation of the earth is not contained iii 
the revolution of the moon, and as an exact number of times of either this rotation 
or this revolution is not contained in the revolution of the earth, eras which are 
reckoned in terms of either of these fixed periods, do not agree with each other. In 
other words, as days, lunar months, and year, are not e\eu parts or multiplies of 
each other, two eras which are counted, one in so ninny times of one of these, and 
the other in so many times of unotiier. cannot be made to ngieo. so ns to point oat the 
time at which any event happens, without making coircrtjon for the fractional differ- 
ences. The period of time in which those fractional difiercuces amount to an unit 
of the shorter measure, is culled a cycle.— See Art. II. 

Those nations among whom the Christian religion hns been disseminated, have, 
eversince its introduction, abandoned all eras sa\e that w huh begun at f hr birth 
of our Saviour. This is called the Christian 15 ha ; mid when the date m number 
of the year is spoken of in a solemn or foiiual manner, the woids Anno Hutmni, 
or the contraction A. D., meaning u the year of the Lord” are prefixed to the num- 
ber, to distinguish it from other eras. When we count from tin* birth of our Savi- 
our backward, we either put II C.. “before Christ,” nr Anno ante Christum t 
A. A. C , which is the same. Event* a»e sometimes dated from the creation of thn 
world ; and the term Anno Mundt, A M., that is. w year of the world,” prefixed 
to the date ; bat as opinion is divided as to the precise date of the creation, in terms 
of the Christian era, the commence meut of that era is considered as the preferable 
epoch. 

To find the distance of any event— if it be before the birth of our Suvionr. odd 
the date of it to the date of tho year ; if utter, substract : the sum iu the first 
case, as the difference in the second, is the time from the present date, or the 
distance of the event. 

As the eras of the nations of antiquity hnve become obsolete, and as the prin- 
cipal events in their histories have been reducud to the respective years of tho 
Christian era, either before or after the birth of onr Saviour, those eras arc needed 
only by those who read the w ritings of anticiuity ; and, therefore, it is not neces- 
sary, in the present case, to detail, them There is, however, one era which is used 
by a very large portiou of the moderns, the Hejira, or era commences at the epoch 
of the flight of Mahomet from the city of Mecca to that of Median, which took 
place in the 022d yeur of the Christian era. The Muliometan yeui is regulated by 
this event. 

PRINCIPAL ERAS. 

Creation of world.—' There have been as many as one hundred and forty opinions 
on the distance of time between this event and the birth of our Saviour 4 . 
Some make it as small as 3016 years, and some as great a&L(i4'24. The chrono- 
logy which is usually given with the authorized version of the Bible, places 
the event iu the 4004th year before the commencement of the common era. 

The Olympiads.— The first year of the first Olympiad begins in the summer of the 
776th year before the common era ; the first year Of the second Olympiad, in 
the summer of the 772 d year, and so on. • 

The foundation of Rome,'— The 753d year before the commencement of the com- 
mon era according to the calculation usually adopted. 

The Birth of Christ. — This is probably to be dated in the 4th year before the 
commencement of the common era. 

The Hejira.— Commencing on the 16th of July, in the 922d year after the com- 
mon era.

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A confederacy between the Nabobs of Onde and Allahabad to Mine on 
Bengal; they invite the eldest son of the Emperor Alum Girtojbin their 
enterprise. Patna attacked, but the confederacy dissolved by the trea- 
chery of the Nabob of Oude, who seizes on Allahabad. Attacc on Patna 
consequently withdrawn. . The Mogul Prince, left powerless, receives a 
gratuity in money from Clive, and retires. 

1760 February: Colonel Clive sails for England. The Mogul Prince again in- 
vades Bahar, and on his march receives intelligence of his father’s death. 
He assumes the title of Shah Alum 11. 

February U : Shah Alum defeated by Colliaud, and the Bengal troops un- 
der Meeran, son of Mir Ja flier 

March: the Emperor avoids the enemy, and boldly enters Bengal leaving 
them behind him After many vicissitudes the Emperor is finally defeat- 
ed (January 1761) by Mqjor Carnac. and concludes a treaty with the Eng- 
lish, bv which he confirms their Subahdar in his dignity, and agrees to re- 
ceive 24 lacks per annum as revenue (about 240,000/.) 

July: Mr. Vansittart succeeds Clive as Governor of Bengal. Mir Casim, 
son-in-law of Mir Jafher, receives the power of the Subandarship, Jalher 
still retaining the title . 

September 27 : Treaty with Mir Casim, by which the revenues of Burdwan, 
Mid nn pore, and Chittagong are assigned to the Company. 

Mir Jeftier resigns the Subandarship. 

Almost all Hindustan at this time in possession of the Mahrattas, joined by 
the othpr Hindu states or of the Mahometans headed by Ahmed Abdalli. 
the Afghan Prince of Eastern Persia. The supremacy of the Abdalli 
Afghans decided, and the Mahratta power broken by the great battle of 
Paoiput (January J761). in which the latter were routed with horrible 
daughter The Afghans recognise Shah Alum as the Great Mogul- 

]761 January : Shah Alum defeated at Putna by Major ’ amac. Treaty with Shah 
Alum ; the Emperor to acknowledge Mir Casim as Subahdar, who engages 
to pay him 2^|ppke per annum. 

1763 February 10: Treaty of Paris, by which the French recover Pondicherry 

and the other forts which they possessed in 1740. 

Company’s servants determine on war with the Subahdar to support a claim 
made by them to exemption from internal duties on their own private 
trade, tnc Subahdar having abolished all internal duties in order to pro- 
tect the native merchants from ruin, in consequence of this claim, which 
had been oppressively enforced. 

June 25 : Mr. Ellis surprised and took Patna ; but while his soldiers were 
engaged in plunder, they were attacked by the Subahdar’s troops, and 
made prisoners. Subahdar takes Cossimbnzar. 

July: English treat with Mir Jaflier. agreeing to restore him on condition of 
his exempting them alone from internal duties. 

August 2: Mir Casim defeated flies to Patna. 

September 5 : Pass of Oodwa forced. 

October : Mongir taken. Casim murders his English prisoners. 

November 6; Patna taken. Mir Casim seeks protection of the Nabob of 
Oude. 

February 11: a serious mutiny broke out in the English army: quelled by 
the severity of Major Munro. who arrived from Bombay in May. 

1764 October 23 : Battle of Buxar, in which the Allies were defeated, the power 

of the Nabob of Oude was broken, and the Emperor thrown on the pro- 
tection of the English Emperor established in the dominions for the Su- 
bahdor of Oude. English receive Ghazeepore. 

1765 January: Death of Mir Jaffier at Calcutta, his son, Nujeem ad Dowla, made 

Subahdar: the military affairs of the country taken by the English into 
their own hands. 

May 3: Lord arrives at Calcutta, with the titles of Governor and 
Commander-In-Chief Orders from Court of Directors that no servant of 
the Company shoald receive presents above the amount of 1000 rupees, 
without the consent of Council, and that all presents exceeding in amount 
4000 rupees should be paid over to the Company. 

May 19: rt&bob of Oude (Sqja Dowla) throws himself on the generosity of 
the English, who restore him to his dominions, except Corah m Allhhn* 
bad, and which are reserved to the Emperor. 
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August 19: Imperial grant issued, constituting the Company Dewannee (or 
Receivers of Revenae) of Bengal and Orissa. 

[&. B* This grant gave the Company the virtual sovereignty of these exten- 
sive countries } 

1766 January 1 : Double Batta* abolished ; a serious mutiny arises in conse- 

quence ; subdued by the firmness of Clive ; many officers cashiered. 

May 8: Death of Nujeem ad Dowla, nominal Subahdar of Bengal} succeed- 
ed by his brother, Syeff ad Dowla. 

November 12: Treaty with Nizam Ali, the Subahdar of the Deccan f by 
which the Northern Circars were granted to the English for an annual 
payment of & lacks ; the Eoglish to assist the Subahdur with troops. The 
Subahdar procures the aid of the English against Hyder Ali, who, from 
a subordinate rank in the service of the R^jah of Mysore, had raised him- 
self to the throne about 1761. 

1767 January: Lord Clive sails for England ; Mr. Verelst succeeds as President. 
May 6; General Court of Proprietors vote a dividend of 1*2J per cent. 

which is rescinded (June 24) by an Act of Parliament, directing that fu- 
ture dividends should be fixed by a ballot, in a court called for the purpose. 
September: the English troops, who supposed themselves in alliance with 
the Nizam, suddenly attacked by him and Hyder Ali; a treaty having 
been surreptitiously concluded between them agninst the English. 
December: Allies beaten by the English nenr Vellore. 

1768 February : the Nizam concludes & tteaty with the English, giving up Carna- 

tic Balaghaut, and reducing the annul tribute for the Circars. English 
attack Hyder Ali, ond take some important places. 

September: Hyder Ali, offers peace, refused by the English. Hyder re- 
trieves all his losses, and 

1769 January— enters the Carnatic, lays waste Madura and Tinnevelly, and plun- 

ders the whole country. 

April 4 : Hyder marches to Madras and forces the English to conclude a 
treaty of alliance with him, stipulating a restitution of conquests. 

April. Act passed (9 Geo III c. 24); allowing the ^Company to hold the 
territorial revenues of India for five years, and to pay 400,000/. per annum 
* into the Exchequer; appointing Mr. Vansittart, Mr. Scraffcon, and Col. 

Ford, to proceed to India as Supervisors, with the power of Government. 
Supervisors Sail for India. Ship lost, and never heard of after. 

December 24: Mr. Verelst resigns the Presidentship. Succeeded by Mr. 
Cartier. 

1770 A terrible famine in Bengal ; one -third of the inhabitants supposed to have 

perished. - 

March 10: Death of Subahdar of Bengal, Syeff ad Dowla. Succeeded 
by his brother. Mnbarek ad Dowla. a minor. 

July: arrival at Madras of Sir John Lindsay, with full powers to treat with 
native Sovereigns, independent of the Company. Sir f John favours the 
pretensions of the Nabob of Arcot against the Company. 

771 War between Hyder Ali and the Mahrattas; both parties solicit the aid of 
the English, who resolve on remaining neuter. Nabob of Arcot joins the 
Mahrattas. Lindsay endeavours to urge the English to join the Mahrattas 
against Hyder Ali. 

September 2 : Lindsay succeeded by Sir Robert Harland, who also endea- 
vonr to urge the Presidency to war against Hvder. 

October 27: Peace signed with the Rajah ofTanjore, on whom war had 
been made to gratify the Nabob of Arcot 
December 25: Shah Alum, the Great Mogul, who had been residing under 
British protection at Allahabad, eaters Delhi as Emperor under a Mah- 
ratta escort : he is compelled to join them against the Rohillas, whom they 
defeat. 

1772 January : Sir Robert Harland and the Nabob, finding the Presidency resolv- 
ed on maintaining a strict neutrality* prevail on the Mahrattas to retire by 
large payments of money. 


* An allowance tu Officer* in the Held. 

t This prince is usually called by the English the Nizam of tbe Deccan, or simply the Nizam. 
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April 13: Warren Hastings succeeds Mr. Cartier as Governor of Bengal. 
The Company who had held the Dewunnce for seven years, hut exercis- 
ing the functions in the name of the Subahdar, now declare themselves the 
Receivers of Revenues. 

July: Mahrattns make peace with Hydrr Ali Company's Funds deranged. 

July 8: A deficiency of above 1,000,000/. declared. 

July 15 : A Loan from the Bank of 400,000/. 

July 29: an additional Loan of 200,000/. 

August 10 : State of the Company’s rifl’nirs laid before Government, repre- 
senting the necessity of a loan of 1,000,000/ at least. 

December 22: Mnhrntta* enter Delhi, and force the Emperor to cede to 
' them Allahabad and Corah, which states were, however delivered by his 
deputy into the hands of the English. 

1773 Rohilcund ravaged by the Mahruttas, and defended by the English nnd the 

Nabob of Oude 

September: Nabob of Oude agrees with Mr. Hastings to pay forty lacks, 
and a monthly allowance for the English troops, on condition of receiving 
aid to exterminate the Kohillas, and to annex their territories to his. Al- 
lahabad and Corah sold to the Nabob of Oude for fifty larks. Payment 
of his pension of twenty-six lacks withheld from Shall Alum, in conse- 
quence of his being under Mahratfa protection. 

War declared again with Tanjore, at the request of the Nabob of Arcot. 
Tanjore token and the Rajah dethroned- Dncli expelled from Negapet- 
nam, which was theirs by purchase from the Rajah of Tanjore. 

Two Arts of Parliament were passed in June, one lending the Company 
J, 400,000/. at 4 per cent, restricting the dividend to 6 per cent, foregoing 
the annual payment of 400,000/. until the debt he discharged, and continu- 
ing the retention of territorial possessions until the expiration of the 
Charter. 

By the other Act the Constitution of the Company was entirely changed, 
nnd fixed mainly as at present. By the former Constitution every proprie- 
tor of Stock had the right of voting in General Courts; this Act disqua- 
lified nil persons whose Slock was below 500/,; made no change iu the 
right of holders of Stock from 500/ to 1000/ ; gave an additional votd 
to propiietors of from 1000/. to 3000/. ; two additional fiom3'»00/. to 6000/., 
and three fioin 6000/. to 10,000/, instead of re electing the whole number 
of Directors every year, six only went out by rotation, in lieu of whom 
others were elected. 

A Governor General was appointed to reside in Bengal, and the other Pre- 
sidencies were made suboidinate to Bengal. The first Governor-General 
(Mr Hastings) w as nominated by the Act to preside for five years The 
nomination was to be subsequently in the Directors, subject to the approba- 
tion of the Government. A Supreme Court of Judicature was instituted 
at Calcutta, with Judges appointed by the Croivu. All territorial corres- 
pondence to he laid before the Ministry 

1774 April 23: the English, in execution of the bargain with the Nahab of Oude, 

attack and defeat the Kohilla army The Nabob, who had kept out of the 
battle, plundered their camp, and butchered nil who could be found: the 
country laid waste, villages burned, and people massacred, for three days, 
without effectual opposition from the English. 

December 12 : A force left Bombay, with the intention of taking possession 
of SaUette and Ressein, w hich was effected on the 2.4th. 

1775 March ,5: Treaty between the Presidency of Bombay and Ragoba. a deposed 

Peisbwa of the Mahrattus, by which Ragoba agreed to cede Salsette and 
Bassein, and the Mahratln share in the Revenues of Broach and other 
places ; the English agreed to aid Ragoba in the recovery of his anthority. 

May : An army sent to aid Ragoba, which gains considerable advantages. 
Supreme Government (at Bengal) disapprove the negotiation with Ragoba, 
and order the treaty to be cancelled. Ragoba, abandoned, retreats almost 
alone to Surat. The Supreme Government endeavour to make the same 
stipulation at Poonah (the Mahratta capital), which they had condemned 
at Bombay, but after a long interval (3d June, 1776), succeed in obtaining 
Salsette only. At the same time letters were received from the Court, 
commanding the Supreme Government to co-operate with the Government 
of Bombay, and applauding the treaty with Ragoba. 
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May 21 : Treaty with the Dew Subahdar of Otide, Asof ad Ortwin (son of 
Sujrtli I)ow la, who died in January), guaranteeing to him the possession of 
Corah and Allahabad ; the Subahdar gives up the territory of Ifcimres to 
the Company. 

May 30 : Warren Hastings accused of receiving large bribes ; among others, 
one from Munny Begum, a concubine of the late Mir Jaffier, who had been 
appointed guaidian to Mu bare kud Do wla, in preference to others whose 
claims were more forcible- The guard innsli ip taken from the Begtttn. 

December 11 : Lord Pigot takes the office of Governor of Madras. 

177G March 11 : Warren Hastings accused by Rajah Nundcotnar, the Foujdar of 
Hoogly, of receiving biibes to a vast amount. Nundeomar prosecuted by 
Hastings and Mr. Vunsittart for a conspiracy to force a native to write a 
petition against them ; the conspiracy was not proved. A few days alter, 
Nundeomar was accused of forgery, condemned, mid (August 6) bnuged, 
amidst the tears and shrieks of his countrymen ; forgery not being u capital 
oflence by the laws of India. 

April 11 : Restoration of the Rajah of Tanjore proclaimed at Madras. 

August 22: Lord Pigot suspends* two Members of Council, in consequence 
of violent disputes as to the person to whom the charge of restoring the 
Rajah should he entrusted. 

August 23 : The suspended Members, with some others, declare themselves 
the Government, and protest against the Acts of Lord Pigot. Lord Pigot 
suspends nil those who signed the piotest. 

August 21 - The suspended Members arrest Lord Pigot, and commit him to 
prison, where he died (April 17lh, 1777) 

1777 Mr. Hastings, by an authorized agent, tenders his resignation of the Govern- 

ment. The Court of Directors accept his resignation, and choose Mr. 
Wheler to succeed him. 

June 19: Intelligence of, Hastings’s resignation reaches Calcutta, where 
great confusion arises from Hastings’s disavowal of his resignation. Su- 
preme Court support Hastings in lus resolution to retain the Government. 

November : In consequence of great complaints from Bengal, of the en- 
croachments of the Supreme Court, who endeavoured to extend their 
jurisdiction over all classes of natives, though legally restricted to the ^ ser- 
vants of the Company, the Directors appeal to the> Ministers for relief. 

1778 Hastings procures the re-appointment of Munny Begum to the gunrdianship 

of JVluharek ud Dowla, which was, however, agaiu rescinded by order of 
Court, the following February. 

July: Inconsequence of intelligence reaching India of the war between 
Frauce and England, Chanderuagore, Masulipatam, and Carical were tuken 
from the French. 

August 8 : Preparations made to attack Pondicherry by land and sea. Au- 
gust 10, Combat between French and English Meets, in which the former 
were defeated, and compelled (August 21) to leave to cogst, 

October: Pondicherry surrendered, and the fortifications demolished. 

1779 January 4: A body of English march towards Poonah, in pursuance of a 

treaty (November 1771) with Ragoba, with the intention of suppoiling 
ltagoba. The expedition put under the command of a civil committee, 
who were soon circumvented by the Mahr-atlas, and forced to sign a treaty, 
by which they agreed to deliver up ltagoba, and to relinquish all the ac- 
quisitions made since 1756. 

January 30: An English detachment from Bengal, finder General Goddard, 
arrives at Burhampoor, after a journey of nearly ten months ; leaves Bur- 
hampoor on the fitn February, and arrives at Surat on the thirtieth. God- 
dard in vain endeavours to negotiate with the Mahratta Government. 

The Government of Bengal notiiy to the Zemindars, &c. that they are not 
subject the jurisdiction of the Supreme Couit ; and forbid the Provincial 
Chiefs to aid most with military force. 

1780 January 2: Goddard crosses the Tapti and takes Dobhoy (January 20), and 

Ahmedabad (February 15). the capital of’ Guzerat. 

April 3: Goddard defeats Scindiah, the Mahratta Chief, and takes posses- 
sion of a great part of the country. 

June; Intelligence received at Madras, of the warlike preparations' of Hy- 
der Ali, who exasperated at the demolition of Mahe (a post in possession 
of the French, within his dominions, taken March 19, 1/79), had made an 
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alliance with the Mahrattas, and assembled a large army, officered by 
Frenchmen, and provided with arms from Europe. 

August 25: English army, under Sir Hector Monro, march from Madras 
% to oppose Myder AIL 

1781 September 10; A detachment, nnder tlte command of Colonel Baillie, attack- 

ed and taken prisoners by Hyder. 

September II : The English retreat, and arrive at Madras on the thirteenth. 

October 31: Hyder Ali takes Arcot. 

November 5: Sir Eyre Coote, with a detachment of infantry and artillery, 
arrives at Madras. 

January 17: Army march nnder Sir Eyre Coote. After several months* 
inactivity he defeats Hyder Ali near Porto Novo (July 1), and returns to 
Madras in November. 

February 20: Establishment of the Board of Revenue. 

June 22: Lord Macartney arrives as Governor at Madras. Sadras, Pulicat 
and Negapatnam taken from the Dutch. 

July 7 : Warren Hastings sets out on a tour to the Northern Provinces. 

August 14: Hastings arrives at Benares, where he puts the llajah Cheyte 
Sing under arrest, for alleged delay in thp payment of large and irregular 
demands made upon him by Hastings. The Rajuh is defended by his sub- 
jects; a skirmish ensues and the Rajah escapes. 

Cheyte Sing formally deposed, his nephew, a minor, placed on the mus- 
nnd, and the ad ministration of the country taken into the hands of the 
English. 

September 19: Treaty of Chnnar signed between the Snbahdar of Onde and 
Governor Hastings : by which the Nabob was relieved of all his debts 
to the Company, on condition of his seizing the property of the Begums, 
his mother and grandmother, and delivering it up to the English: this 
treaty enabled the Subahdar take possession of the lands or Fyzoolla 
Khan, a Knhilla chief, who had escaped the massacre, and who had set- 
tled at llmnpnor. under guarantee of the English. On this occasion the 
Nabob mude present to Mr. Hastings of 100,000/. 

October 24 : Office of Judge of Sadder Dewunnee Adawlut (Court of \ppeal) 
ollererl hy Hastings to the Chief Judge of the Supreme Court (Sir Elijah 
I rnpey). with a salary of 000 rupees per annum. After this, we hear 
of no more dispute* between the Supreme Court and the Company’s Go- 
vernment. The House of Commons recall Sir E. Impey. in May following. 

November 9 : BiJgegur, where the family of the Rajah of Benures resided, 
taken by capitulation ; the capitulation violated by the English and the 
Princesses of the Kigali's family ill treateih 

December 2: The Revenue’s of the Nabob of the Carnatic assigned to the 
Company for five years, with the reserve of a sixth for his private expenses. 
The Company to recognise his independence as Nabob, and to aid him io 
recovering a portion of his territories in the possession of Hyder AIL 

The Charter was renewed this year by Act 21, Geo. III. o. 65, to continue un- 
til March, 1794. The Company to pay down 400,000/., and to be allowed 
a dividend of 8 per cent ; three-fourths of any surplus to be paid to the 
Government. All political dispatches to be first communicated to Minis- 
ters ; who are to decide in all questions relative to peace and war. 

1782 January 7: Major Abington, besieged at Tellicherry by a very superior 
. number of Hyder’s army, makes a sally and drives away the besiegers 

January 12: Nabob of Onde, after much reluctance, with the aid of English 
troops, takes possession of the Begums’ palace. Two old domestics of 
the Begums tortured, to induce the Begums to part with their money. 
Above 500,000/. paid, but the ill treatment continued, with the hope of 
eliciting more money, until December, when it being found unavailing, the 
servants were set at liberty. 

February 11 : An English fleet, under the command of Admiral Hughes, ar- 
rives at Madras, after taking Trincomalee; is followed by a French fleet 
under Admiral Suflrein, with whom he has a short conflict on the 17th. 

February 12 . Calicut taken. 

February 16 and 18: Colonel Braithwaite, with an army of less than 200 
. men, of whom 100 only were English, attacked on the Coleropn, by Tip- 

K ‘i the head of 20,000 men. aided by Lally with 4060 Europeans, 
wite defeated, Tippoo treats his prisoners with great humanity, 
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February 19 : French fleet lands 2000 men for the assistance of Tippoo* 
who take Cuddalore, 3d April. 

April 12: A severe bnt indecisive combat between the two fleets. * 

May 17: Treaty between the Supreme Gov eminent and the Mahraltas, by 
which Rassein. Ahmedabad. und the other acquisitions were ceded to the 
Mahrattas, who agreed to allow no nation bat the English to have inter- 
course with them. 

1782 May 23: A Report received from the Select Committee of the House of 

Jpommons, to whom the Petitions from Bengal against the preteusions of 
The Supreme Court* had been referred ; in pursuance of which a Bill 
passed the House, exempting the Governor and Council, us well as the 
Zemindars, and all revenue matters, from its j urisdiction. 

August 31 : Trinromnlee taken by the French lleet. 

September 8: Conflict between the fleets ; English have the advantage. 
September 28 : Sir E>re Coote takes oil'ence at the conduct of the JVIadrao 
Government, and leaves the army. 

October 15 : Admiral Hughes, notwithstanding necessity for his aid, leaves 
the coast, abandoning Madras to famine. Twelve hundred persons weekly- 
die at Madras, for several weeks. 

December: Death of Ilyder Ali. Tip poo Saib establishes himself on the throno 
of Mysore evacuates Arcot, and retires from the Caruutic, to settle I ho 
affairs of his kingdom, and to resist an invasion of the Malabur coast by 
General Matthews. 

1783 General Matthews takes Bednore. Annnpore, Onore, and Mangalore, with 

a vast treasure, which he refused to divide, notwithstanding the distress 
of the army from want of pay. Bombay Government supersede General 
Matthews, and appoint Colonel Macleod commander. 

January 13: Supreme Government, who had .approved of the assignment of 
Carnatic revenues made by the Nabob to the Madras government in De- 
cember, 1781 now order the assignment to be returned ; previous to the 
receival of the order at Madras, letters arrive from the Court of Directors, 
approving of the assignment and commanding the Supreme Government to 
aid the Madras government. Hastings disobeys tlie orders of Court, and 
repeats his commands to restore the assignment to the Nabob. Lord Macart • 
ney refuses to obey the order. 

February 14 • Letter from Court of Directors received, directing an inquiry 
into the conduct of Hie Begums, and commanding that their estates be 
restored, in the event of nothing being proved against them. Hastings 
opposes the inquiry. 

March Bussy, at the head of a French detachment lands, at Cuddalore (on 
the Coromandel coastl General Stuari, who succeeded Sir Eyie Coote 
as commander, being ordered to march to Cuddalore (200 miles), refuses 
to obey until the 2lst of April, when he sets ontat the rate of two miles 
and a half per day. He nrrives at Cuddalore about the beginning of June, 
attacks the place on the J3th, and is repulsed by the French .with very 
great loss. The Madras government soon after arrest General Stuart fur 
repeated acts of disobedience, and send him to England. 

April 9: Tippoo finds the English army under Macleod in a state of great 
disorder; all parlies disputing on the division of spoil taken. 

April 30: Tippoo takes Bednore by capitulation, which he violates, and 
imprisons the garrison like felons. 

In pursuance of the tieaty of Versailles, Pondicherry and Cnricof, with tlm 
former possessions in Bengal, were restored to France. Trineoiiitileo at 
the same time restored to the Dutch. 

Mr. Fox’s Bill for abolishing the Courts of Directors and Proprietors, and 
for giving to the Government the power of choosing Seve n Commissionem, 
who should be invested with full powers to govern India, and tv appoint 
to all offices, whether in India or England, with powei of remov al, passed 
the Common* with a great majority, but was rejected by the Lords.

id Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, shall be tried by a jury 
of BiitKh subjects, resident in the town of Calcutta, and not 
otherwise ; and whereas it is expedient, that the light and duty of 
sei ving on juries within the limits of the local Jurisdiction of the 
several Supreme Courts at Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, should 
be further extended, be it enacted by the King’s most excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice ami consent of the Lords Spiri- 
tual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament as- 
sembled, and by the authority of the same, that all good and suffi- 
cient persons resident within the limits of the several towns of 
Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and not being the subjects of any

WHEREAS it is expedient that oilier person* besides the cove- 
named servants of the United Company of merchants of Englaud CiH«ni 0 r *einfoi* 
trading to the East Indies, or other British Inhabitants of the East rrntto autliorlMj 
Indies, should be capable of being appointed to the office of Justice iiJj'uJtTis <3“ 

ol the Peace within and for the towns of Calcutta, Madras, and tlw Peuce. 
Bombay; be it therefore enacted by the King'* most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Sprituil 
and Temporal and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, that in the manner prescnbed by 
law lor the nomination and appointment of persons now eligible

An act to declare and settle the law respecting the 
liability of the real Estates of British subjects and 
others, situate within the jurisdiction of his Majes- 
ty’s Supreme Couits in India, as assets in the 
hands of Executors and Administrators to the 
payment of the debts of their deceased owners.

Whereas some doubt has arisen whether, and to what extent, 
the real estates of British subjects nml others, (not being Ma- 
hommedans or Gentoos) situate within, or being under the juris- 
diction of his Majesty's Supreme Courts of Judicature in India, 
are liable, as assets in the hands of Executors and Adminis- 
trators, to the payment of the debt^ of their deceased owners, 
aud whereas it is expedient that such doubt* should be removed ; 
he it theiefore, and it is hereby, declared and^enacted by the 
King’s most excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and commons, 
in the present Pailiament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, that whenever any Bntudi subject shall die seized of 
or entitled to any real estate, in houses, lands, or hereditaments, 
situate within, or being under the general civil jurisdiction of 
his Majesty’s Supieme Courts of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal, Fort Saint George and Bombay, respectively, or when- 
ever any person (no being a Mahomemdan or Gentoo) shall die 
seized of or entitled to any such real estates situate within tho

bis death, such Executor or Administrator shall and may be 
charged wnh the full amount in value of such real estate, a* 
aforesaid, not excedding the actual net proceeds of such estate, 
when told by the She ifT, at assets in the handa of inch Eucr 
tor er Administrator to be administered.

persons in their life time.

Victoria I, Cap xlvii. 

An act to repeal the prohibition of the payment 
of the salaries and allowances of the East 
India Company's officers during their absence 
from their respective stations in India.

1. Civil Servants proceeding to the Cepe of Good Hope,

If the salary of office be not more iliari 500 rupees per mensem, 
no deduction dull be made for the tir**i year; ami if it be only so 
much more, that i he prem. nbed deduction at the rate of one-rig Inti 
would reduce the allowance drawn to le-i than 500 rupees per 
mensem, only so much shall be deducted as will reduce the salary 
drawn to GOO rupees per mensem. Afiei the fi rst ymr, a deduc- 
tion of one-eighth shall be made from the salary of the officers 
referred to in this rule. 

*Z. After the close of the second year, when the salary of 
office ceases, civil servant'* who may obtain an exten-iun of 
leave, will draw the subsistence allowance of tin ir iank only, 
but no such servant, aWrnt on leave on account of sickness, 
shall draw a les* allowance as a civil seivnnt out ol employ, than 
that of a junior merchant, viz. $a. Us. 224 per m« n-em. 

3. The maximum period for which any civil servant shall be 
allowed lodmw the salary of office or any part ihetvof.H two yean 
from the date of embarkation, and the offices of servants who may 
not return within that penod, will be varant and liable to be fill- 
ed by tresh appointments. Civil servants who may so overlay 
the period of two years, provided they obtain an extension of 
leave on account, to the satisfaction of the Government to which 
they are attached for the delay of their return, (dull, as above 
provided, receive the subsistence allowanceof a servant of their 
rank, subject to the exception a hove -specified in favor of junior 
servant; but if they continue absent in disobedience of an order 
to return or without sufficient cause shown, that allowance also 
will be forfeited. 

4. Civil Servants absent on leave on account of sickness duly 
certified, if they proceed to England without returning to their 
presidency, may, as herciofore, apply to be admitted to furlough 
by the Honorable the Court ot Directors, and the furlough wid. 
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is such case*, take effect from the date of leaving their presi- 
dency, consequently, the allowance* of office that may have 
been drawn by themselves or by their agents after their departure, 
must, in that casic, be re-adjusted, and the difference re* funded. 

5. Civil Servant desiring to avail themselves of the benefit 
of the act above referred to, and to draw their allowances while 
absent on account of sickness under the above rules, will be 
required to give security in such amount as may be required by 
the Government for the re-fund of any excess that may be diawn, 
cither by agents at the presidency or by themselves, in case of 
their proceeding to Europe on furlough, or otherwise, coming 
under retrenchment. 

6. No second leave will be granted to any Civil Servant who 
has been absent beyond sea for two years, until three years after 
the date of return from sea ; but if a Civil Servant u compelled by 
sickness to proceed to sea again within this period, after havijig 
been absent less than two years, he will be allowed to complete 
(hat period, drawing the proportion of salary allowed for the re- 
maining time, as if the leave had been continuous, 

S1IL1TAHV 0HICLHS IIOI »l>-r. CIVIL SITUATIONS. 

7. Military officers employed in the civil department* and 
drawing a civil allowance, are entitled, in common with officer* 
holding staff situations in the military department, to draw the 
military pay and allowances of their rank while absent at sea, on 
leave under medicia! certificate, aud likewise one-half of the 
difference between such allowances and the civil or staff pay of 
the offices to which they stand appointed. 

8. The above allowances are to be drawn for a total period 
not exceeding two years from the date when the vessel m which 
such officers embark may leave the presidency or other port of 
departure; and the civil situation held by any officer who shall 
not return within that period, shall be considered vacant, 

9. The rules for furnishing medical certificate* and for re- 
gulating the loims and manner of drawing military allowance* 
during absence on leave, have been laid down in General Orders 
in the Military Department. 

10. The C ivil Auditor will pass the bill* of officer* oq leave 
beyond sea under medical certificate, for the portion of their civil 
salary which they are permitted to draw by those rules, in like 
manoer, as is provided for Civil Servants proceeding to sea on* 
medicia 1 certificate. Iiut it is hereby provided, that civil allow- 
ances shall not be drawa by a military officer uader this rule, 
after the date of departure beyond sea, unless security shall have 
been previously given in such amount as may be filed by Go- 
vernment, 

ECCLESIASTICAL DEPARTMENT. 

11 Chaplains proceeding to any place beyond aea for the 
benefit of their health under the rules prescribed for officers of the 
Ecclesiastical Department, shall, in respect to the proportion of 
allowances to be drawn during the period of absence, as also in 
respect to the conditions and period for which such allowances 
are to be drawn, and likewise id respeetto the allowances tube 
drawn in case of their not returning within two years, be subject 
to the same precise rules as Civil Servants proceeding to any 
place beyond sea on nek leatfi* 
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12. The following rule* b eve been established for memberi of 
the Pilot Service, under the sanction of tbe Honorable Court of 
Directors: — 

13. Memberi of the Pilot Service, who«e state of health may 
require a voyage to sea or who may on that account desire to leave 
the presidency, shall submit application for the same through 
the Master Attendant to the Marine Hoard, forwarding with the 
application a certificate from the Manne Surgeon, or A»M«tai)t* 
Surgeon, the Manne Hoard uiay giant leave for any period not 
exceeding three months, and the party availing himself of it, may 
draw, while absent on auch leave, his entire pay and allowances 
without deduction. If the leave solicited, exceed the period of 
three months, the medical certificate must be countersigned by a 
Member of the Medicial Hoard , nnd the sanction of Government 
will be required to enable the Pilot to pioceed to the Cape or 
elsewhere, under the following rules : —

16. Members of the Pilot Service absent at Cape or else- 
where, under the rule for such absence above stated, will be re* 

r ed to return to India at the end of six months from the date of 
r leaving Calcutta, unless they forward to the Marine Board a 
renewed certificate from the Colonial Surgeon or other principal 

* These allowances are to be aabjeot to the subscription to the 
Pennon Fundi, 
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medical officer of the place where they may l>e residing, staling 
that prolonged residence is necessary for complete recovery. 

17. A Member of the Pilot Service absent tinier the above 
rules may, provided he forwards renewed medical certificate* 
every six months, as required in the proceeding rule, continue ab- 
sent from India fora total period not exceeding two years, draw- 
ing during absence the allowances slated, either through his 
agents at Calcutta, or by bill signed in the presence of a Magis- 
trate at the place where he may be residing, and certified to be 
•o signed oq the date specified. The bills nrjy be drawn in du- 
plicate, and will be payable to thq order of the pilot, provided, 
however, that no pilot shall be allowed to benefit by this provu 
sion, unless be shall givo secunty to such amount as may be pre- 
scribed by Government to cover any re-funds to which he may 
become liable in case of proceeding to Kurope or of over-ieceipt 
by agents. 

IB. Any member of the Pilot service who shall be absent be- 
yond sea fora period exceeding two year*, shall, from thodale of 
the expiration of die two years, be considered ns suspended from 
the service. It will remain to be decided upon Ins return at any 
subsequent date, whether he shall be restored or not, accoidiug- 
ly as he shall be able to sansiy the Marine Board and Govern- 
ment, that he used all possible exertions to return wi hin the time 
fixed, but failed to do so from causes beyond his control. 

19, Under the authority of the provisions contained in the 
latter part of clause 1. Act I. Victoria, cap. 47, tl is further 
provided, in respect to all the above classes of officers, that if 
they embark with the permission of Government, at any other 
presidency than their own, or at any other place or port in India, 
provided, that it be not more distant from their station than the 
poru of their own presidency, the date for the commencement of 
the operation of the above rules for sick leave beyond sea, shall 
be that of actual embarkation at such place or port, and not that 
of leaving the frontier of their own respective presidency, and the 
same privilege in respect to the date of leaving India, will be 
granted to officers of the several services referred to embarking 
at other presidencies or places in India not more distant from 
their station than the ports of their own presidency, with the leave 
of Government previously obtained for the purpose of proceeding 
to Europe on furlough, or of reining from the service altogether. 

20. In the above rules no provision is made for the case of 
servants of the classes mentioned resigning the service after leav- 
ing their presidency with the permission of the Government m 
consequence of sickness. The case of such persons has been con- 
sidered by tbe President in Council, to require a new rule, which 
under the terms of the act requires to be submitted for the con- 
firmation of the Ilon'ble the Court of Directors before it can take 
effect. It is accordingly declared, that the secunty to be given 
by servants as the condition of their drawing allowances while ab- 
lest from their presidency, must provide for the case of such re- 
tirement, and the servants must bind themselves to re-fund the 
whole of the allowances so drawn, in ease of their resignation and 
'departure for Europe, without previous return to their presidency, 
provided, that the new rules to be established, should require 
such re-fund.

CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

Act No. I., Datid Ja many 3, 1838. 

I. It ii hereby enacted, that from the 1st February, 1838, all Regulation* of 
the Bombay Code, parsed before the year 8271 and now iu force, with the 
exception of Sections I., II., ami 111 , Regulation VI., 1827, and of Clause 2, 
Section VI I., Regulation IX., IttOO, and of Sections XIV., XVII., XX., XXI., 
andXX\., Regulation I., of 1805, and of the whole of Regulation* 1 1 1 H 10 
and VI., 1814, shall be repealed. And it in further enacted, that Act No. 11. of 
183G, shall likewise be repealed, except in so far as it repeals any Regulation of 
the Bombay Code. II. And it is hereby enacted, that Chapters 1., II., IV., 
VI, VIII., and I X., of Regulation XX., 1827 of the said Code, together with 
the Appendices A, B, C, E, 1, II, .!, K, of that Regulation, also Regulation II., 
1831, Regulation XIII., 1831, Regulation 1., 1832, Regulation IV., 1833 ami 
Regulation IV., 1834 of the said Code, and all such parts of any Regulations of 
the aaid Code as prescribe the levy of Transit or inland Customs Duties, or aa 
require the payment of any fee whatever on account of any vessel which may 
enter any port in the territories subject to the Bombay Presidency, and likewise 
the provisions of any kind contained in those or in any other Regulations, for 
filing the amount of duty to be levied on goods imported or exported by sea at 
any place within the limits of the Bombay Presidency, or the drawback payable 
on the same, shall be repealed. 

III. Provided always, that nothing contained in the two preceeding Sections 
of this Art, shall be construed to prevent the levy of any Town Duly, or of 
any Municipal tax, or of any toll on any bridge, road, canal, or causeway, for 
repair and maintenance of the same ; or of any tee for the erection and maintenance 
of light bouses- 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that Duties of Customs shall be levied on 
goods imported by sea into any place in the territories subordinate to the 
government of the Presidency of Bombay, after the said 15tii of January imxi, 
accoiding to the rates specified in Schedule A annexed to this Act, and with 
the exceptions specified therein, and the said Schedule with the notes attaclud 
thereto, shall be taken to be a part of this Act. 

V. And it is hereby further enacted, that duties of Customs shall he levied

Audit is hereby enacted, that patnmarx, dhoniei, hotel I os, and other 
small craft from the Maidive or Laccadive t«lauds, or from the native port* of 
Kattywar, Cutch and Sonde, shall b** treated io the ports of the Bombay pre- 
sidency like tbe coasting cialt of the Bnti-h territory, provided that they conform 
to such special regulations a* to the pla< e nl anchoring and mode of landing nod 
shipping goods as may be made by tbe Governor in Council of Dombuy tor such 
ve«#el* in the several ports of the Bombay presidency. 

LIII. And it is hereby e a acted, that no drawback shall be allowed on 
goods shipped on such ualive craft as are described to tbe last preceding 
section of (his Act. 

JL1V. And it is hereby enacted, thdi goods exported in the same vessels, if 
manifested for re-export, shall uot be subject to import or export duly, and if aoy 
goods brought to aoy port in any vessels be transhipped in such port, they shall 
in all cases be subject to tire same duty as if they had been landed and passed 
through the Customs House for re-exportation tu the vessel iato which they 
insy be transhipped. 

LV. And it is hereby enacted, that no transhipment shall be made of any 
goods except under special order io writing from tbe Collector of Customs of the 
port and an o dicer of Cu>tom« shall in all cases be deputed to superintend the 
removal of the goods from vessel to vessel. 

LVI. And it is hereby enacted, that at every port subord mats to the Bombay 
presidency, the pert of Bombay excepted, an anchorage fee shall be levied once 
at each port according to the burthen on all country craft above the burthen 
of (100) one hundred msunds, at the rates herein under specified. 
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I, VII. And it i» hereby enacted, that in all cases in which, under this Act* 
poods are liable to confiscation, the Collector of Cuitemsof the place where 
those poods may be shall be, competent to adjudge such confiscation.

•evere, it shall lie lawful lor turn to mitigate the same to the extent of the levy of 
double duly: and if the said officer shall a* judge eoulwaiioti, it shall further 
be lawful for him to order tint Horn the proceed* of the -ale of ilic goods, a 
proportion, not exceeding one-half, shall he distributed in rewards amongst such 
officers as lie shall deem emitted theieto, andinsucii proportion as lie may di- 
rect to ea< h respectively. 

LX. Ami it is hereby provided, th u all officers of Customs shall, us hereto- 
fore, be amenable to the civil i ourts t »f the presidency or island of Bombay by 
oction lor damages on account of any exccu ixe acu done in their otficia I capa- 
eily at the suit of the parlies mjuied by such arts. i'ruvib**!, however, that no 
autt shall lie against ti»e Collei lor of Custom- or other officer for any judicial 
award iu a matter of Customs passed under the preceding section of thin Act. 

L\l. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever intentionally obstruct* any ulb* 
ccr hi the exercise ut any puwersgiven by this Act to such allied, s'mII be pu- 
nched sv nil iHipM*onmt>ut lor a term not exceeding six months, or tine not exceed- 
ing one thousand rupee «. or both. 

LMI. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever, being an officer appointed 
under the authority of llu* Act, shill accept, or obtain, or attempt to obtain 
from any poison any property as a consideration for doing or forheanng to tin any 
official act, shall be punished with inpmontnenl for a term not exceeding two 
years, or tine, ot both. 

LX 111* And it is hereby enacted, that whoever, being an officer appointed 
undei the authority of tins Act, practises or attempts to piactise any naud for 
the purpose of injuring the Customs revenue, or abets or connives at any sm It 
fraud, or at any attempt to piactisc any such fraud, shall be punished with 
imprisonment lor a term not exceeding two years, or hue, or both. 

LX IV* And it is hereby tuacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
Council of Bombay, by an order in Council, to transfer any of the powers given 
to a Collector of Customs by this Act to any other functionary, and to make 
any rule consistent with law for the carrying of this Art into effect, and to 
establish *uch bunders and appoint such officers as lie shall think fit, and lo fix 
tales of wharfage and of rent (o lie paid fur goods deported or suffered to he in 
i lie godowus ot the Custom House.

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SALT MANUFACTURING REGULATION. 

Act No. It. Dated January 5. 

I. It ii hereby enacted, that from the 1st day of February 1838, salt shall 
not be manufactured at any place within the territories subject to the authority 
of the Lieutenant-Governor of the North Western Provinces, the districts beyond 
the right bank of the Jumna river excepted, unless the person conducting the 
inanufac turn shall, before preparing works for the production of such salt, give 
notice in writing to the Collector of the Hislticl in which the place of manufacture 
may be equated, of his intention to manufacture salt therein. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that upon rermiug Mich notice as is prescribed 
in the preceding section, the Collector of the district shall, by an order under his 
seal and signature, depute one or more officers, who shall be siati-med fur such 
time as the said Collector slull think proper, at every such place uf manufacture, 
and shall have prwer to lake account of the salt manulactuced and «torcd, and to 
prevent the lemovai of the sail until the Government duty thereon shall have 
been paid. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that every proprietor of salt works within the 
North Western Provinces, at which an officer shall be stationed as above provid- 
ed, shall pay to the Collector the wages of one officer at the isle oi ten rupees per 
mensem, for so long as such officer shall be icuitied for the supervision ol the 
works ; and if the Collector shall see fit to employ more than one officer to watch 
•oyaotof work-*, nr to employ one officer receiving larger allowances than ten 
rupees per month, the wages of such extra officers, or the extra wages of such one 
officer, shall be defrayed by Government. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that if any salt works be found producing 
lalt, of winch notice has not been gtvcu in the manner prescribed by the first 
•action of this act, such works shall be destroyed, and auy salt stored thereat 
•hall be aeized ami confiscated. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be the duty of every party under 
direct engagements with Government for the land revenue, either as a proprietor 
or farmer, and of every proprietor of lakluraj UmL, upon whose zemindaree, 
farm, or lakhiraj estate, there shall be any works producing salt, of which 
works notice has not been given in the manner pi escribed by the first section of 
this Act, to give notice ot the same in writing to tho nearest public officer of 
Police or land revenue wirfim ten days from the date on which the works were 
find prepared, and every Mich proprietor, farmer, or propneior of lakuaj estate, 
who shall knowingly omit to give such notice, shall forfeit a sum net exceeding 
600 rupee*- 1> every such sail work. 

VI. And ii is hereby euucted, that the Magistrate or Joint Magistrate of any 
city or district shall be competent to receive end determine all charges on ac- 
count of things done in contravention of this Act. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever aflers my resistance to anr 
Officer appointed under the authority of this Act, in the extreme of the lawful 
powers or such officer, shall be punished io like manner as if ilia resistance bad 
moo offered to the ordinary process of a Collector.

fpmeherry, such Joint Criminal Judge shill esarcise, within hts jurisdiction, all 
powers of Joint Magistrate, as defined in the Madras 
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PUNISHMENT OP PERJURY IN THE 8UD0SR ADAWLUT Of 
BOMBAY. 

Act No. IV. Dated January 29* 

It is hereby enacted, tint if it shall appear to the Court of Sadder Adtwlttt of 
Bombay, that any person hat been guilty of perjury, in any matter depending in 
that Court, that Court may immediately commit the offender to custody, add 
transmit lum to the lillah Court nearest to the presidency, in order to bil being 
brought to trial before the Session Court of the tillah in which such Court il 
situated ; ami sued person slull be dealt wtih in the same manner, as if the per* 
jury had been comimted wttluu the limns ol the local jurisdiction of such Cottft 
of Session. 


BENGAL BONDED WAREHOUSE ASSOCIATION. 

Act No. V., Dated March 14* 

I. Il is hereby cnaciu I, (hut tlio peisoui whom names appear in the 
Schedule No. I, hereunto annexed, shall, from the 14th day of March 1838, 
foun a corpnr tie IkkI> tor the warehousing of good 1 *, cither in bund or other* 
wine, by iii« Udine of the hengtl Bonded Warehouse A*sorulion. 

II. Aud w is hereby euicted, that the said Association shall sue and be 
sued by n» corporate name, and shall use such common seal as the Directors of 
i hr -aid Association shall, from tune to tune, appoint, and may acqum , may hold 
absolutely, may hold byway ot pledge, and may transfer, any dubiription of 
property whatever. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, tint the sum of 10,00,000 rupees subscribed 
for the purposes of t tie -aid Assocnlion by the persons hereby incorporated, shall 
be die Capua! Mock of the said Association, and shall be divided*into 2,000 
shares of 500 ruoees each, and that everyone ot the persons hereby incorporated, 
shall have one share ol such capital stuck, for every 600 rupees, which such 
person shall have subscribed. 

IV. And it is heteby emeted, that the directors of the said Association, shill 
cause tlie names, additions, au I plates of residence of the proprietors of sliaroe 
in the said capital stock, and the number of shares held by each proprietor, to 
be registered in a book, and the said share- shall hi such book be numbered 
beginning from No. 1, and such book shall be kept at the office of the slid 
Association, and shall there be open to the inspection of all persons during the 
usual hours business. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that a certificate signed by three Directors of the 
said Association, shall be delivered to every proprietor uf the said Capital Stock, 
and that it shall be at the option of every proprietor of several Shares to receive 
one certificate for all the shares of such proprietor, or one certificate for each of 
those eh ues, or several certificates, each of which may be for any number of those 
•hares. 

VI. And it nlhereby enacted, that any share or shares of the said capital 
slock, may Iks transferred by indorsement made on the certificate for such share or 
shares by tne proprietor of such share or shares, or by the attorney of such proprie- 
tor duly authorised thereunto; provided always, that such indorsement shall 
•pecily the name of ihe party to whom the transfer is made; and provided also, 
that no such lodoisemeot shall be effectual to transfer any such share or sliaroe 
until such indorsement shall bjvn been registered in a registry, to be kepi for that 
purpose at the office of the said Association, and until a note of such registration, 
and of the dale thereat, shall have been made on the back of the indorsed certil* 
cate, under the band of au officer appointed for that purpose by tha Directors «f 
the said Association 

V I I. And ti is hereby enacted, that every proprietor of a slnve of tha eaifl ca- 
pital stock, who shall ecu* to be a proprietor of each stock, shall cease to be a 
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member of the corporation created by this Act; and that every perton who shaft 
become a proprietor of the stid capital stock, shall become a member of the cor- 
poration created by this Act ; and shall, in reaped of hi« share or shares of the said 
capital stock, lie under the same liabilities under which an original proprietor of 
the said capital stock would be. 

VI H. And it is hereby enacted, that the business of the said Association, shall 
be managed by six Directors; and that Francis Macnaghten, Joseph Walker, 
Jasper Ouieley, Richard Howe Cockerell, Alexander Colvin, Joseph Willis, and 
James Church, Esquires, shall be the first Directors of the said Association. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that every Director of the said Association, may 
be removed by a general meeting of the proprietors, and that every future Director 
of the said Association shall be elected by such a general meeting. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that a rotation among the Directors of the said 
Association, shall be settled by lot, so that two of the said Directors may go out 
of office on the Monday following the 15th day of May in every year, and that 
on the Monday following the 15th day of May in every year, a general meeting of 
proprietors shall be held, at which two Directors shall lie chosen, and that no 
Director going out by such rotation, shall be capable of bung re-elected, till the 
Monday after the 15th of May, in the year next following, 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that if any Director of the aaid Association 
•ball cease to be a Director, otherwise than by the operation of the rule of rota- 
tion aforesaid, the Directors of the said Association shall, with all convenient 
speed, after such public notice as is hereinafter directed, call an extraordinary 
general meeting ol the proprietors, for the purpose of chuting a successor, and 
inch successor shall come into the same place in the rotation aforesaid in which 
the Director whom he has succeeded was. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that no perton shall be capable of being a 
Director oPtha said Association, who shall not be a proprietor in his own right 
of fifteen shares of the capital stock of the said Association, which shares shall 
have been registered in his name not less than three calendar months before his 
election. 

XIII. And it is hereby enacted, that no person shall be capable of beings 
Director of the said Association, unless he be resident within the territories sub- 
ject to the presidency of Fort William in Bengal. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that ordinary general meetings of the said 
proprietors, shall bo held at least twice in every year, that is to say, on the 
Monday following the 15th day of May, and the Monday following the 15th day 
of November, and that at every such ordinary meeting the Directors of the said 
Association shall present a report in writing of the state, of the affairs of the said 
Association, and a balance sheet, and that such general meeting may declare a 
dividend out of the profits of the said Association; provided always, that no 
dividend shall be made which shall diminish the capital of the aaid Association. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that any ordinary general meeting of the said 
Association, may adjourn itself to a future day, and may, on the day to which it 
•ball have so adtourned itself, resume its proceedings, and transact any business 
which it would nave been competent to transact on the day when it originally 
assembled. 

XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that extraordinary general meetings of ibe said 
Association, shall be held according to such rules as may be made Car that pnrpose 
in the Bye-laws of the said Association ; provided always, that no such extra- 
ordinary general meeting ahall be held without a previous notice of not less than 
fourteen days, which notice shall be published in not less than two newspapers 
printed at Calcutta. 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that at general meetings of the proprietors, 
evslj election and Question shall be decided by a majority of votes; and that 
no proprietor shall be allowed to rota unless ha be possessed of two or more shores 
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of the otpital stock of the said Association, which dura* shall have Uti 
registered id bis name not less than three calendar months before. : 

Will. AqH it is hereby enacted, that at such gene ml meetings, tto propria* 
tor shall have more than eight voles, and that the proprietors shall vote accord* 
mg lo the following scale.

And it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Association, 
shall have authority to expend the money of the said Asocial ion for the purpoae 
of purchasing and electing warehouses, and of warehousing and bonding goods 
therein, and to make aud fulfil contracts for the said purpose, and to appoint and 
remove such servant* a< may be necessary for the said purpose, and generally lo 
manage all the concern* of the Haul Association, subject to such rules as may be 
laid dowq id the Bye-laws of the said Association, and to keep the seal of the said 
Association, and to use the said seal in the affairs of the said Association, pro- 
vided always tint the said -eal shall never be affixed to any instrument except in 
the presence and by the consent of three Directors, who "lull sign their names OH 
every such instrument in token of their presence and consent. 

XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of tho said Association

employed under him, not betog a Covenanted Servant or Commissioned Officer or 
the East India Company.

HF.FERING OF SUITS TO PRINCIPAL SUDDER AMEENS, & c .

PUNISHMENT FOR PERJURY, 

Act No XX YU I. Dated Nov. 5 

It is hereby enacted, that where any person or persons shall be convicted at 
•tty Ses«iou of 0)tr and Terminer and Goal Delivery that shall be 
holden for any of the presidencies of Fort Will, am, Fort St. (Jeoree 
, the presidency or Island of Bombay, or for Prince of Wales Island' 
Singapore, or Malacca, of the crime of perjury, it sh^l be lawful Jor the Court' 
before which any person shall be so convicted, to order and adjudge such person 
to be transported to such place as the Court shall direct, for life or for any term 
of years, or to be imprisoned for any term not exceeding four years with or without 
hard labour and with solitary confinement for such portion or portions of the said 
term, as such Uurt shall think fit, not exceeding one month at a time or three 
months within the period pf one year. Provided that it shall not be lawful for 
any such Court to order the transportation of any person, being a native of the 
East Indies and not bwn of European parents, to the Eastern Coast of New 
South Wales or any ofibt Islands adjhcent thereto. 
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NEW SALT REGULATION. 

Act No. XXIX. Datid Not. IS. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the first day of December 1833, Sections 
L1X., LX. and LXI. Regulation X. 1819, of the Bengal Code, shell be 
repealed. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that when information shall be given to any 
Salt Agent or Superintendent of salt chokies, that contraband salt hat 
stored in any warehouse, dwelling house, or other place-situated in the 
tract of country in Bengal or Orissa within which the transportation 
of salt without ruwana is not lawful, and such Suit Agent or Superintendent 
of Balt chokies shall deem the information credible, and desire to act tbereup* 
on, he shall require the same to be given to him in writing, or shall take the do* 
portion of the informant, as may be most convenient, so that the following particu- 
lars shall be placed on record in his office. Fust, the name, profession and place 
of residence of the informant. Second, the place, that is the name of the town or 
village, and description of the house, warehouse or other place where the salt 
may be stated to be in store. Thirdly, the name of the person to whom the house, 
warehouse, or other place belongs, or on account of, or by, whom the salt la there 
stoied. Fourthly, the quantity and description of the salt, and the grounds for 
believing the same to be contraband. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that if the contraband salt bo stated to be instore, 
exceed in quantity one maund or Indian mun,it shall be liable to seizure in man- 
ner following ; that is to say, the Salt Agent or Superintendent of chokies, having 
before him the written statement or deposition of an informer, given in or taken 
down as above prescribed, shall, provided the place of such store be not too dis- 
tant, proceed in person, together with the informant, summoning by written notice 
the nearest police darogha or other officer in charge of the police thana or station, 
to attend likewise, and witness the pioceeding. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that for the purpose of making seizure of salt in 
store so informed against, it shell be competent to any salt agent or superintendent, 
having a police officer in company, to break open the door of the bouse, warehouse 
or other place in which the salt may be stated to be stored, if, upon reqnistion duly 
made, the door be not immediately opened by the owner or occupant thereof. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that if the salt agent or superintendent shall not 
be able to proceed in person to make a seizure of salt, in manner above provided, ho 
shall send along with the informer one or more confidential officers of his publicist*- 
blishment, not being under the rank of a jemadar of peons, giving to such officer or 
officers his warrant ordering and authorizing the seizure, aod sending notice as above 
prescribed, for the police darogha or other police officer to attend ; and the officer 
ao deputed, shall have power to act in like mauner as is provided»for the agent or 
superintendent in person ; provided that the door of no bouse, warehouse or other 
place, shall be broken open to make a seizure of salt except in the presence of a 
salt agent or superintendent of chokies, or of an officer eo specially deputed, and of 
aq officer of police. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the head officer 
of any salt chokee or aurung for the manufacture of salt, and for any assistant to a 
salt agent or superintendent to receive information of salt exceeding one mund in 
quantity being in store in a louse, warehouse or other place in the manner prescrib- 
ed in section II., and to act thereupon ae provided in sections III. and IV. of thie 
Act for the salt agent and superintendent, provided that the place of store describ- 
ed in inch information ba situated at a 1 distance of Bore than three kos from tbn 
station of a salt agent or superiqtendent of chokies, or from the place where the 
salt agent or superin i end ent may be. 

Vu. And it is hereby enacted, that if the darogha or person in charge of any 
pohee thana or station, receiving notice to attend at * seism of salt in store, ui 
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above prescribed, shall not attend, or attending shall refuse to act io aid of the 
seizure, or shall in any way wilfully frustrate the object of the search and seizure, 
such daroghu or other officer shall, on representation of the facts by the officers of 
the salt department, and on conviction of the same before the Magistrate of the 
district, besides being dismissed from office, be liable to a fine equal to the amount 
of fine thlt would have been leviable on the owners of the salt, if it had been 
seized according to the information laid. 

VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever it shall be necessary to break 
open any house, warehouse or other place to effect a seizure of salt, the rules and 
precautions prescribed in regulation XX. of 1817, and section X. regulation VII. 
of 1799, of the Bengal Code, for breaking into a house for execution of process of 
distraint, shall always be observed by the police officers in attendance ; provided, 

* however, that the responsibility for the Act, and the determination whether tore- 
ouire the door to be broken open or not shall rest with the officers of the salt 
department only. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever a seizure of salt in any store 
in any house, warehouse or other place shall be made by a salt agent or superin- 
tendent of chokies, the circumstances which attended the seizure shall be recorded 
in an official proceeding to be placed on record in the office. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that if the seizure be made by an officer of tha 
■alt department, other tlun an agent or superintendent of chokies, such officer 
•hall report the circuinstioces within twenty*four hours to lus official superior ; 
and the police officer in attendance shall likewise report the occurrences at the tune 
of seizure to his official superior. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that no salt found in store in any hou«e or ware- 
house, shall be deemed to be contraband, or shall be liable to seizure, unless, when 
the search is made, there shall be lound more thereof •than one mnuncl or Indian 
mun, and the owner or person in charge shall be unable to account satisfactorily 
for the manner of its being in bis possession. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever salt shall be seized as contra- 
band, because tfnaccompauied by any ruwana or other protecting document, the 
person or persons conveying, or having in charge the same, shall be apprehended ; 
and all officers who are empowered to seize salt under the provisions of regulation 
X* 1819 of the Bengal code, shall likewise be competent^ arrest the parties found 
with or having the salt in possession. 

XIII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful -for the salt agent and 
superintendents of chokies, and other officers who may be duly empowered to sieze 
•alt, to stop and search any boats or vessels of a build adapted for sea navigation, 
that may be found within the limits described in section XXX III. of this Act ; 
and if salt shall be found thereon, not accompanied by the uecessary ruwana or 
other protecting document, to detain the vessel with the crew thereof, and to take 
them for adjudication of the case to the nearest accessible station of an officer em- 
powered to adjudicate cases of contravention of the salt law. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, in modification of section XXXVI. regulation 
X. of 1819 of the Bengal Code, that if any person shall be found in the Act of 
conveying salt without ruwana, or other protecting document, exceeding in quan- 
tity five seers of 80 tol&hs to the seer, within the tract of country in Bengal or 
Orissa wherein the uansporation of salt is prohibited unless so protected, or if 
several persons be found carrying salt so unprotected, in gangs or companies, 
which salt shall exceed in the whole quantity five seers for each person in such 
gang or company, every such person shall be subject to the penalties prescribed by 
regulation X. of 1819 aforesaid, and by this Act, for the illegal possession and 
transportation of salt. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, in modification of section CXXI. of Regula- 
tion X. 1819 aforesaid, that any person of persons, who may be convicted of 
smuggling salt without ruwana, singly or in gang, and sentenced to pay a fine* to 
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Government on account of salt so smuggled or attempt*# (b be smuggled, shall, 
if the fine be not paid, be liable to imprisonment in the criminal or Foujdaree jail, 
for a period notexceediog six months, in commutation of such fines. 

XVI. And it is hereby enacted, in further modification of section CXXI. of 
regulation X. 1819 aforesaid, that any person, who may be sentenced under lec- 
tions XXXI., LX VIII. and LXX. of the said regulation, to imprisonment in 
addition 10 fine, for the offences described in those sections respectively, shall in 
like manner be liable, as above provided for persons convicted of gang smuggling, 
to undergo such punishment in the foujdaree jail : and cases of the kind describ- 
ed in the said sections, shall be adjudicated, in like manner as cases in which 
fine only is adjudged : and the warrant of the officer, adjudicating any case under 
this or the preceding section of this Act, shalbbe authority for the magistrate, or 
other person in charge of the foujdaree jail, to hold the person described therein 
in confinement in such jail, as may be specified and required in the said warrant, 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that when any person shall be convicted of 
gang smuggling, or of any of the offences described in sections XXXI., and 
LXX. of regulation X. ot 1819 aforesaid, after having been previously convicted 
of a like offence, he shall be sentenced, in addition to the penalty attaching to 
such offence, to impugnment in the foujdaree jail for a period of six months, and 
a like punishment of six month* imprisonment shall be incurred, in addition to the 
pum-hment which may be inflicted for a first offence, upon every subsequent con- 
viction after the second. 

XVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for any salt agent to 
proceed for the recovery of any balance that maybe due lo Government within 
the year, upon any contract made for the manufacture of sa It in the limits of hit 
agency, by the processor distraint ; and for the demand and levy of the sume, to 
exercise the powers vested by the regulations and Acts of the Government in 
zemindars and sunder farmers, being subject to like restrictions, and with the like 
remedies to any parties aggrieved thereby. 

XIX. And it is hereby enacted, that if any person shall, by threats or by vio- 
lence, prevent the lawful arrest of any person by an officer duly authorized to seize 
•alt, or shall procure his release after arrest, or if the party found with the salt in 
possession, or any other persons, resist any such officers, they shall severally and 
respectively be liable to the punishment prescribed in section LVI. of regulation 
X. 1819 of the Bengal Code. 

XX. And it U hereby enacted, that if any officer making an arrest upon account 
of salt smuggling shall neglect to carry the person arrested to the proper officer of 
the salt department, or shall delay to report the arrest to his superior, or shall release 
or connive at the escape of the person arrested, every such officer shall, on convic- 
tion of any one of the above offences, besides dismissal from office, be liable to be 
sentenced for the same to a fine not exceeding 200 rupees, amhto imprisonment 
not exceeding three months ; and the sentence may be adjudged by any officer 
competent to adjudicate a forfeiture of contraband salt, and, in case of noo-pay* 
xnent of the fine, to a further imprisonment not exceeding three months, at the dis- 
cretion of the officer deciding the case. 

XXI. And it is hereby enacted, Chat whenever any person ma y be arrested by 
an officer of the salt department, or by any other officer of other departments, duly 
empowered to make a seizure of salt, the person making the arrest shall be bound 
to carry the party arrested direct to the officer of the salt department, who may be 
competent to try the case ; and no person so arrested shall be released, until the 
case shall have been brought to judgment in the manner provided by law. 

XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that if any officer of the salt department hi 
convicted before the Magistrate of any district, of having vexatiously and uooeeeo- 
sarily seized the goods of any person on the pretence of seizing or searckpiig for 
salt, or of having vexatiously and unnecessarily arrested any person, or of having 
•topped and detained any boat uaneccaearily and without authority, or of havin| 
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detained toy beet leagef tan ie Dteesstry forth* purpose of seirch, overmuch 
officer shall, besides d uMm\> be pwnished with imprisonment nut exceeding six 
months, and with fine not exceeding 200 rupees, eominttiable, if not paid, toe 
further imprisonment not exceeding «x months, 

XX1I1. And it is hereby enaeted, in modification of section CXXII. regula- 
tion X. of 1819 aforesaid, that if any person shall wilfuly and malicioasly give 
false information in respect to there being illicit salt in store in any house or ware- 
house, tod so procure that such house or warehouse shall be searched tc the injury 
or vexation of the owners thereof, or of any other person or persons whatsoever, 
auch false informer shall, on conviction of the offence before aayMagistrate.be 
liable to imprisonment for two years, and to fine not exceeding 500 rupees, at the 
discretion of any Magistrate by whomthe case may be tried, and, in case of the 
■on .pay meat of the fine, toimprisonment for a further period of six months. 

XXIV. And it is hereby enacted, that when parlies shall be convicted of the 
illegal possession ortransportation of salt, and shall be liable tu the penalty of five 
rupees per maund as prescribed in section XXXVI. regulation X. ol 1819 of the 
Bengal Code, the fine shall be at the said rate according to the quantity of salt seiz- 
ed, whether less or more than one maund, and each one of the smugglers in com- 
pany, or parties to the fraud ou the revenue, shall be liable to the whole 
fine. 

XXV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the Governor 
or Dupety Governor of Bengal, to vest with the power of adjudicating cases of con- 
travention of the laws for protection of the Revenue derived from salt, any assis- 
tant to a salt agent, or uncovenanted supeiimendent ol salt chokies, who may 
•eem to him qualified ; and such officers, when invested with such powers, shall 
exercise them subject to the same rules and restriction* as covenanted salt agents 
and superintendents of chokies j provided that no officer adjudicating cases of 
Contravention ol the salt Roveaue laws, shall receive any part of the rewards that 
may be decreed or otherwise benefit directly by the adjudication of such 
cases. 

XXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that cases arising out of this Act, shall be 
tried in the same maimer as is prescribed m regulation X. of 1819 of the Bengal 
Code for other cases of contravention of the laws lor the protection of the Revenue 
derived from salt , and the officer - adjudicating the case shall be guided by the 
provisions of sections C. to CX VI. of that regulation ; and the Judge ofthe city 
or zillah shall be bound to proceed in respect to persons sentenced to any fine or 
other penally under the provisions of this Act, in the same manner, subject to the 
modifications and additions hereinafter provided, as is preset ibed in respect to 
persons convicted of the offences and tried before the authorities specified and pro- 
vided by the said regulation. 

XXVII. And it is hereby enacted, in modification of clauses XXXII. and 
XXXlll. of regulation X. 1819 ofthe Bengal Code, that ii shall be the duty of 
•very party under direct engagements with Government for the land revenue, 
either as a proprietor or farmer, and of every proprietor of lakhiraj lands upon whose 
semindaree, farm or laklnraj estate there shall be any works producing salt, other- 
wise than under contract with a salt agent or on account of Government, to give 
notice of the same in writing to the nearest public officer of police or land Revenue 
or ofthe salt department, within ten days Irom the date on which the works were 
first prepared ; and io hke manner it shall be the duty of every person employed 
in the collection of the land revenue of any muhalon the part of Government, or 
of the Court of wards, or of joint proprietors, to give like notice in respect to salt 
manufactured Oil the lands under their management ; and every such proprietor, 
farmer, proprietor of lakhiraj estate or manager, who shall knowingly omit to give 
such notice, shall be liable on conviction before the Judge of any aillah or city to a 
fine of 500 rupees, for every khaltfree or salt work established on bis lands j and 
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such knowledge shall not be required io be tstabHsbetf^tfireet jw<*f,btt^4*ty be 
inferred from circumstances al the discretion of the Jurfg* deciding the tab* ; and 
any fine that may be adjudged under thw section, shall be recoverable by distrese 
and sale of the goods and chatties of the offender, or by process of execution talon 
out by any salt agent or superintendent of chokies in the tiRoner provided fords- 
crees of the civil court, 

XXVIU. And it is hereby enacted, in modification of section LX IV* regii* 
lation X. of 1819 aforesaid, and in addition thereto, that when there may be no 
direct proof of the unauthorized removal of sail from any golah or place of Go* 
vernment store, sufficient to convict the parties concerned therein of theft within the 
provisions of the said section, the officer or office is who may have been entrusted 
with the charge of such golali, or pUce of uJwrument store, shall, nevertheless, bo 
liable tor the offence of embezzling the salt of any store in their cuMody, tlte outturn 
of which shall, according to the accounts kept of receipts and deliveries, exhibit 
a deficiency for which he or they may not duly account. And the officer m charge 
of aoygolah or salt store shall, in like manner, be deemed guilty of embezzlement 
if he has made away with, or shall not produce the true account of such store ; and 
any person against whom the offence of embezzlement shall be established under 
this section, shall be liable, on conviction before the Mi gut rate of tile city or dis- 
trict, to be punished by fine and imprisonment under the general powers vested in 
thezillah and city Magistrates. 

XXIX. And it u hereby enacted, in addition to the rules contained in sections 
CXI., CXH. undCXUL. ol regulation X 1819 of the Bengal Code, for the ad- 
judication of cases of contravention of the laws enacted for the protection of the 
revenue denvcd from salt, that if the attendance of the parties charged with such 
offences cannot be obtained by reason ol their failure to attend m person or by 
vakeel, after being served with a summons, or by reason of llieir evading process, 
the officer adjudicating any such cane shall issue notice for the attendance of the 
parties accused in the manner prescribed in section Cll. of the said regulation ; 
and if the patties do not attend in person or by vakeel within the time fixed by such 
notice, the officer adjudicating the case shall pass judgment thereon, under the snid 
last mentioned section, in like manner as if the parties accused were piesent j and 
the officer so adjudicating any case exparie, may, at any time after such judgment, 
i-vsuehis warrant for the apprehension of the persons convicted for execution of the 
sentence, in the manner provided in regulntion X. of 1819 of the Bengal Code, and 
in this Act, foresees in winch the parlies were present ; and further may at any 
time sue out process for levying the amount of fine aUjudged, from any Civil Court 
competent to execute its own decrees in the manner and from prescribed for the ex- 
ecution of the decrees of such civil court under section XXX. of this Act. 

XXX. And it is hereby enacted, that when the officer holding proceedings in 
any case exparte, as above provided, shall refer the case to the Judge of any city 
or zillah, in consequence of the amount of fine being such as the said officer is not 
competent finally to adjudge, the judge of the city or zillah, to whom such case 
may be referred, shall issue such orders and institute such* proceedings as are an- 
thonzed by sections CXI. to CX1L1. of regulation X. of 1819 of the Bengal 
Code, in like manner as if the offenders were sent over with the case or were pre- 
sent to be heard in their defence j and whenever any fine may be adjudged by the 
zillah or city judge, the same may be levied on the application of the salt agent 
or superintendent of salt chokies, under the rules m force for the execution ot the 
decrees of civil courts. 

XXXI. And tt is hereby enacted, in modification of the rules contained in sec- 
tions CtX.and CXIL of regulation X. of 1819 of the Bengal Code, whereby the 
power of final adjudication by salt agents or superintendents of chokies, in cases 
of the contravention of the laws enacted for the protection of the salt Revenue, is 
restricted to cases in which the quantity of salt proposer! to be confiscated shall not 
•acted twenty uuunds, or the fine adjudicated shall not exceed 50 rupees, that 
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tW jdiffmeat of any nit agent or superintendent of chokies, or of any other o fleer 
varied by Government with like junsdtction to such cam, shall be final in all cates 
whereto the salt adjudgedto be confiscated shall not exceed eighty maunds, aud the 
fiim imposed a pon the .defendant, shall not exceed 400 rupees. Provided how- 
ever, that every such ^Fdgment may, under section CAVIL of the said regulation, 
be brought by petition before the Hoard of Customs, Salt and Opium, and be rever- 
sed or amended by that authority.

. Act No. XXXI. datb#Drc£N!&& 3. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that so much of a statute made and" passed hi 
the 9ih year of the reign of Ilia late Majesty King George the Fourth, entitled 
au Ait lor improving the adinmiotiation of criminal |u«tueia the East Indies, ae 
relates to any peison who unlawfully and maliciously shall administer Of 
attempt to administer to any f eison , or shall enu^e to ha taken by any person, 
auy poison or other destructive tlutuf > or shall unlawfully and maliciously tt* 
te npt to drown, suflotaii, or strangle any person , or shall unlawfully and 
rnaliciou ly sheet at uiy person , or shall, by drawing a tugger or in any 
other iiunmi, attempt to di* harg** any kind of lorded arms at any person; 
or ‘'hall unlawfully and miliciouslj stab, cut or wound any person, with 
mH.ni , in iny of the cases aforesaid, to murder such person and so much of 
the s ud Act as relate* to any person who shall unlawfully and maliciously 
shoot at any person , or shall by drawing a trigger or in any other manner attempt 
to discharge any kind of loaded arms at any person, or shall unlawfully and 
maliciously slab, cut or wound any person, with intent, in any of the $ases 
aforesaid, to maim dish e urt, or umahle such person, or to do some other gnev*

the Court in its discretion shall seem meet, not exceeding one month at a time, or 
three months in any one year. 

XXX VIII. Anti it is hereby enacted and provided, that it Bhall not he lawftil 
for any Court, under the authority of this Act, to order the transportation of any 
person beins a native of the. East Indies, and not born of European parents, to 
the Eastern Coastof New South Wales, or any of the Islands adjacent thereto. 


POWER OF JUSTICES IN CRIMINAL CASES. 


Act No. XXXII., Dated December, 10. 

I. It is hereby enacted and declared, that all powers whatever in criminal 
cases, which by virtue of any law now in force, may be exercised by two 
Justices of the Peace within and for the provinces, districts, and countries of 
Bengal, Behar, and Orissa, and within and for the Presidency of Fort William 
in Bengal, and places thereto subordinate, may bo exercised by one such 
Justice. 

I I. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for any one such justice 
to isKue a warrant ot distress for the recovery of arrears of assessment accruing 
under the Act of Pailiamenl 33 George 111. Cap. 52, and every such warrant 
*hall have the same force as if ic w^e under the hands and seals of two such 
Justices.

LEAVE or ABSENCE* 





„ 4ih1v. Application* for leave not coming within Rule 2, must.be aubmitted to 
I. ^Government by tho Commissioner, with his opinion in favor of or against com* 
pliance with the application, and in either case he will invariably state the ar- 
rangement he would propose for the conduct of the duties of vacant office, if the 
application should be santnoned by Government. He will alsoonauch occasions 
stale, whether any and what previous leave has been granted to the applicant, with* 
in the official year by himself. 

6thly. If an officer should have been absent from his station within the year, 
on lick certificate, or on leave granted by Government with or without such certi- 
ficate, the ('ornmnsioner is not authorized to grant leave beyond the number of 
days to complete the one month. 

6thly. The (’oimm^ioriHr will be careful to report to the Civil Auditor, in 
Cvey ci«e, the dates of granting leave, of its commencement, and of the resumption 
by the offi< er of Ins dutus, as aUo the arrangments u birh he may make for the 
charge of the vacaut office dunng the period of leave given. 


Gentral Department, the 29th April 1835 

The flon'ble the Couit of Directors, have been pleased to authorize the period 
of leave of absence to Civil Servants on sick certificate, for the purpose of pro* 
seeding to theCipe of Good Hope or to other places be>ond sea, to be extended 
once, but only once, in each c ise from eighteen months to two yeBr«, the allowance 
of the party to be subject to a deduction at the same for the last twelve of the 
twenty four months, as is now fixed for the last six of the eighteen months. 

2d. Civil Servants will not be allowed to go to Amenoa or to oilier places beyond 
the limits of the Ka'llndn C ompanv’n charier, and retain their offices, or to draw 
any Indian allowances upon tlu.tr it* urn. 1 he Hon’ble Court have been pleased 
to pennit their going to Ameiica, and their receiving the allowances prescribed un« 
der the luilough regulations 

3d. It is also hereby notified, with reference to an application made to Go* 
vernrnent iu 1813, from ctrltm Bengal *»ervants ibsent at the Cape of Good 
Hope, fo« permission to draw their allowances dunng their absence, that the 
Mon'blfe Couri have not complied with that request, being pretludel by law from 
authorizing the pavment of Indn allowances, to any servant dunng his absence 
within the limits of the chauer.

Resolution. — The llon’blethe Governor General of India in Council, is pleased 
to resolve, that the following Rule be adopted iu modification ol the 1st paiagraph

Rule.— Civil Servants employed in the Behar province, who may, refraining from 
trailing themselves of the annual leave for one month, on account of private affairs. 
Without deduction from their allowances now permitted to civil officer’s, shall 
fee allowed, after the second )ear of uninterrupted service, a leave of two months 
^Without deduction fiom allowances, on account of the first month of such leave, 
•p as to enable them to visit the presidency, on account of their private affairs ; 
tnd,lo like manner, servants employed under theAgra presidency, shall beallowed 
a leave of three months after the third year of uninterrupted service, with a simi- 
lar exemption from deduction on account of the first month of such leave ; pro- 
vided, however, that such leave shall not be granted except upon sufficient cause 
being shown to the satisfaction of Government for the servant so absenting himself 
, nor unless the Government shall be able to provide for the discharge of the duties 
of the applicant without inconvenience.

DEDUCTION l ROM SAI ARIES. 

Government has established the following rules, in respect to the deduction to 
be made from the salaries of persons absent from their stations, whether on at* 
♦count of bad health, or on account of their private affairs, likewise on other points 
connected with such absence. 

A deduction ot one sixth, except in the case below stated, to be made from sala* 
nes or authorized emoluments of all civil servants compelled to leave their stt\ltooe 
on account of sickness during the whole period of their absence. 

1 his rule, however, is not to apply to Zillah or City Registers, or to other in* 
dividual* whose allowances may not exceed 500 rupees per mensem, i t is ooC 
intended to make any deduction Irom the salaries of civil servants holding such 
appointments, when absent from their stations, on account of bad health. 

in cases in which the salaries, or authorized emoluments, of uvil servants, ei* 
ceed the ^urn staled under the foregoing head only in such a small degree, that a 
deduction at the rate of one sixth would reduce the remaining proportion below 500 
ruptes per mensem, it is the intention of Government, that the deduction should 
not be earned to the full extent of one sixth, but merely so far as will leave to tht 
individual the monthly sum above mentioned, of sicca rupees 500. 

A deduction at the rate of one-sixth to be made from the salaftbfl or authorised 
emolument!} of all civil servant*, stationed within the division of Bareilly and 
Benares, or as they areordinartfy denominated the Western Provinces, who miy, 
with the sanction of Government, be absent from llieir stations on account of their 
private affnrs, during any penod not exceeding eight weeks in the year. 

A deduction of one sixth to be made from the salaries or authorized emoluments 
of all civil servants stationed in the Lower Provinces, who may, with the sanction 
of Government, be absent from their stations, on accouot of their private affaire, 
during any period not exceeding six weeks in the year, ' 

A deduction of one-tbird to be made from theealanee or authorized emolument! 
of civil servants, who may be abseut from their nations, on account of their pn* 
ante affairs, (sod not on account of sickness,) fb a period of time respectively 
exceeding those specified under the two foregoing heads, numbeted tcsortftggig 
Ibe rules contained under these beads may apply to the cases. 

DEPUTATION ALLOWANCE TO CIVIL SERVANTS, »/ 
Deputstion allowance is gran.ed to civil servants in conformity with

Iq section 30, first line, the words “ Registrars or Acting Registrars of Ztllah or 
City Courts" are to be substituted for the words,*' Registrars to Provincial Courts/* 
which appointments have been abolished. 

The words '* Joint Magistrates," are to be aided in the margin of Section 28. 

Under the foregoing modifications, the case of an assistant officiating as regia- 

or joint magistrate, or aa magistrate or as Judge and magistrate, and of a register 
Officiating a* joint magistrate, or as a Judge and magistrate, will come within the 
provisions of section 22. 

The following addition is to be made to the 7lh article of the printed rules.— In- 
dividuals who may from " ill health.be unable to perform their duties, and who 
nay “ in consequence, be compelled to deliver overcharge of their o dices to an- 
other person, shall be subject to the specified deductions, although they may not 
* actually leave their stations." 

The following revised scale of deductions to be made from the allowances of ci- 
vil servants proceeding to sea, or beyond the limits ef the presidency to which they 
belong, for the benefit of their health, under the prescribed certificates, is authoriz- 
ed by Government, and is to take efiect from the 1st ot May, 1822. 

Civil servants proceeding to sea, or beyond the limits of the presidency to which 
they belong on certificate of ill-health, it alneni fora period not exceeding two years, 
to be subjected to a deduction of 1 > 1 Gth from their allowances If nece*eaiily ab- 
sent for any longer period beyond two years, and not exceeding two and a half 
years, to be subjected to a deduction l-lftih for such additional period, and if the 
term of absence shall exceed two and a half year-, the whole of the allowances of 
the absentee to cense fiom theexpuation of that period.

In rcfeience to the resolutions passed by Government, on the 1st March, 1817,

With the exception hereafter staled, a deduction of 1 - 8th to be made from sa- 
laries and allowances not exceeding 2,000 rupees per mensem, for one year, and 
of l»6th for the next six months, after the expiration of which period the allawance 
. only of a servant out of employ is to be granted, 

On salaries and allowances exceeding 2,000 rupees per mensem, l-6th for one 
year and l-4th for the next bix months. Thereafter the allowance of a servant out 

employ is to be granted. 

The exceptions above alluded to are those contained in the 8th and 9th clause of 
the regulstions established in March 1817, with such modifications as may be re- 
quired by the foregoing rules. 

In the first of thoee clauses it is stated, that no deduction is to be made from al- 
lowances which do not exceed 500 rupees per mensem ; and by the second it is 
provided, that in cases in which the salaries or authorized emoluments of civil 
aerv ants exceed 600 rupees per mensem, only in such a small degree* that a de- 
duction at the prescribed rate would reduce the remaining proportion below 600 
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rupee* per memeeni, the deduction ehnll be etrtied only 10 (tr u erttt Itm It An 
individual the monthly sum of 500 rupees* 

We direct, that these rules of exception have effect during one year only : that 
for the next ah months, a deduction be made at the rate of 14Mh and that met* 
after the inmviduil if a factor or writer, receive not, as mother cases, merely 
allowance of servant out of employ which, in that event, would amount OQiy to 
162 rupees per mensem, but the allowance of a junior merchant out of employ* 
viz. 224 rupees per mensem

whether on account of bis private affairs or sickness for a period not exceeding 
one month in the year, shall not be subject to any deduction from his authorized 
allowances If, however, the absence of such servants sh ill exceed the term of one 
month m the year, a deduction of I shall be made from his allowsnces for the pe- 
riod of such excess, except incases of certified ill health, or provided for by the 
rules in force.

The Resolution of Government, of the 17th February, 1829, reduced the allow, 
anreg attached to the several office* held by covenanted civil servants ; but the 
Court of Director* resolved, that the allowances of none of their civil «ervants, 
tinder the rank of Member? of Council, (with the exceptions of the Political Re- 
sidents at foreign Courta, the Judges of the Sudder Adawlut, the < hief Secretary 
to the Government, and Senior Members of the Revi nue Hoards and the Hoard of 
Trade,) ought to exceed R*. 50,000 per annum, and they directed, that this may, 
from and after the receipt of this letter, (viz. 20th October, 1329,) be regarded as 
the established maximum to which (excepting in the offices above enumerated,) 
the total personal allowances of civil servant, whether employed in the Territorial 
or Commercial departments, and whether paid by a fixed salary or by commis3ion, 
shall, in all cases, be invariably restricted.

be exempted from that part of (he regulation contained in the General Order of 
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the 8th June, 1826, which* requfre*]the officer to relinquish one-third of the value of 
hit* comrnis-ion to the Crown, unri shall be allowed to receive the full value of such, 
commission, in the same manner as officers oil full pay, * ho having purchased 
the commissions, or having served twenty yeais, are .desirous of selliog out for the

His Majesty has further been pleased to command, that this advantage ahull be

the secretary at War, that anch officer hai in consequence of hia wound, lost a.

severe injury in action, fully equal in every respect to the loss of a limb, he may 
be recommended to His Majesty for a pension at the rate filed in the anneaed 
scale, for the rank held by bun when he was wounded, and commencing ono 
year after the wound was received ;the continujnce of which shall depend upon 
subsequent examinations before the Military Medical Hoard, 

3rd. If the officer shall have lost moie than one limb or eye, he may be re- 
commended for pension for each limb or eve so lost in action. 

4ih. If ihe wound received by an officer in action shall be so severe in its 
permanent effects as to be nearly equal but not fully equal to the loss of a limb, 
such officer may be recommended foi a gratuity of eighteen months full pay of 
bis regimental rank, or staff appointment, held by into when wounded ; in which 
case no pension shall at any subsequent time be granted to him under this re- 
gulation. 

5th. If any wound received in action shall be certified to be severe and dan- 
reruns, but in its permanent effects not equal to the loss of a limb, the officer 
geceivmg sue Ik wound may, in consideration, of* the expense attending the euro 
thereof, receive a gratuity, varying according to the nature of the case, of trorn 
three to twelve months’ full pay of the regimental rank, or staff appointment held 
by him at the lime he was wounded. 

6th. If an officer shall have held a pension for a wound received in action 
for a term of five jears, anil -dial I have been examined, twice at the least, before 
a Hoard of Army Medical Officers, he may be recommended for the permanent 
continuance of such pension ; but if the officer, before the expiration ol the term 
of five years, shall have so lai recuvcreiUliat his wound or injury is not fully 
equal to the loss of a limb, then he shall cease to receive such pension, and shall 
have a gratuity of full pay according Id the degree of his injury, as laid down in 
article 5. 

7th. If within the period of five yeais after a wound hai been received, an 
officer does not apply for the pension, or applying for it, the wound shall not 
have been proved lobe fully and permanently equal to the loss ot a limb, such 
officer’s claim to a pension shall not at any subsequent period be entertained. 

8ih. No gratuity or allowance for any wound shall be granted after the 
lapse of five years from the tune the wound was received. 

9th. No pension lor the loss of one eye, from a wound received in action, shall 
be granted, unless the actual loss of vision shall have occurred within five years 
after the wound was received, and be solely attributable to such wound. 

10th. As a general rule, the pension shall be granted according to regimen- 
tal rank ; but in cases in which officers with Hrevet rank shall have been employ- 
ed at the time they were wounded, in discharge of dulie* superior?© those attach- 
ed to their regimental commissions, the pensioas shall be given accoidiug to the 
Brevet rank. 

11th. These peosions being granted as a compensation for the permanent dis- 
ability sustained by wounds received in action, may be held togethei with any 
other pay and allowance to which an officer may be entitled, without any de- 
duction on account thereof.

ORDER AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS. 

General Order, Hon+Guardt, 18th June, 1835, No. 520 

Some cases having lately occurred, in which soldiers have drawn their bay- 
onets upon each other, and also upon other persons who happened to come in 
contact with them, whilst quarrelling in the streets and in public houses. The 
General-commanding-in-chief desires, that the soldiers of the army may here- 
minded, that they are armed for the protection of their KiDg and country, and for 
the support and execution of the laws, when lawfully called out for these pur- 
poses ; that they wear their side arms as an honourable distinction of the pro- 
fession to which they belong ; that they are not to use them in private broils* 
or even for their own personal defence upon such occasions ; and, that it i« the 
duty of the soldiers to avoid resorting to places in which such broils are likely to 
take place, more particulaily when dressed as soldiers with their side arms. 

The General commanding -in-chief is determined to put an effectual stop to 
ao dangerous and disgraceful on offence, by the punishment and degradation of 
every soldier who shall, hereafter, be convicted of it. 

To this end Lord Hill desires, that commanding officers of regiment depdts, 
will bring to summary trial, for unsoldier-like and disgraceful conduct, every 
man who shall be reported to have drawn, pr attempted to draw, hie bayonet for 
the purpose of using a against another person in auy case of dispute, affray, or 
interference. 

His Lordship further desires, that every soldier convicted before a court- 
martial of having u-ed, or attempted to use, his side arms, in any of the cases 
herein contemplated, may, in addition to the punishment awarded by the court, 
be degraded on the public paiade, in front of the regiment or depdt to which lie 
belongs, by being there stripped of his bayonet, and bayonet belt, and proclaim- 
ed by the commanding officers as a man unworthy to be entrusted with the care 
of bis bayonet expect in the ranks, under the view and command of his officer. 

In all such cases, the offender shall be stripped of Ins side arms by the pio- 
neers, in order to enhance his degradation. He who is thus degraded, shall not 
be suffered to wear his bayonet or bayonet belt, expect upon duty, for one year 
from that date of his degradation ; during which time he shall be denied every in. 
dulgence to which the good soldier is entitled, and shall march to church, in the 
ranks, without side arms. His name shall, moreover, be posted up in some con- 
spicuous place in the Barrack room of the company to which lie belongs, on the 
Barrack gate, and on the doors of the Guard House, and Canteen. 

The General Commanding- in-chief feels confident, that these measures will* 
with the zealous co operation of all classes of officers, and the vigilsuce of the 
Non-cominisMoned officers, soon rescue the array from the stigma which a few 
unworthy individuals would attach to it, by resorting to a hue and unmanly ex- 
pedient, heretofore unknown amongst British soldiers. *

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STANDING ORDERS. 

FOR THE BENGAL NATIVE INFANTRY. 


I— DUTY OF OFFICERS IN COMMAND AND CHARGE OF 
COMPANIES. 

1. It is on the officer! holding the command and oh arge of companies, that 
the conduct, efficiency, anil character oft native corps mainly depend ; and 
it will be generally found, that in corps where there is a pioper and high sense of 
duty in the officers of this rank, tho men are well behaved, smart, aud soldier-like, 
whether on 01 off duly. But to ensure this feeling, or to give rise to it, whether 
it is wanting, the officers commanding companies must be vested with sufficient 
authority, to encourage meric and check irregularities, without being under the 
necessity of referring on every trifling occasion, to the commanding officers. 

2. Officers commanding companies, may grant indulgence to deserving men 
of their companies, to a certain extent ; they may grant leave for one or two days 
excepting at muster ; but this leave is on no account to extend to a later hour than 
tatoto-beatmg. All applications for the indulgence of leave to a greater extent, 
will require the sanction of the commanding officer, and must be made through 
the officers in charge of companies. 

3. Officers in command of companies, are responsible for the general appear* 
ance and cleanliness of their companies; and to enable them to ascertain that 
their orders on this subject are attended to, there will be a private parade of com* 
pa nies once a week, at sun -set. This parade is solely for the inspection of tbe 
officer commanding companies. All deficiencies in the appointment, or clothing 
of the men, with the causes that led to them, be reported, for tbe commanding 
officer's information, through the quarter-master. 

4. Companies are to be permanently divided into four sections, with a proper 
proportion of non-commissioned officers to each ; and the European officers will 
endeavour to forma chain of lesponsibility throughout the whole, causing the 
commanders of sections constantly to bear in mind, that their credit, as smart 
officers, worthy of further advancement, will depend on the soldier-like appear- 
ance of their section. To carry this into effect, io most native corps, will require 
time and much attention ; but when once effected, it wilt be productive ol the 
best results. An officer, however, must not rest satisfied that nis orders are at- 
tended to, merely because he has given them ; he will have many obstacles to 
overcome in introducing this regulation, and he should make it a point of seeing 
bis sections paraded occasionally, under their non -commissioned officers, before 
falling in as a company. A roll of each section is to be kept by the non-com* 
missioned officer, end no alteration to be made in it, without an order from tho 
officer in command ol tbe company, 
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5. The officers commending companies, ere responsible for Ihe p&fmmi of 
their companies ; for the clothing, arms, accoutrements end regimental appoint* 
moots in use, and for the repair of arms. 

6. 'They are authorised to enforce the executionof all orders and regulations, 
relating to the intenor discipline and economy ot their companies, by ordering 
those men, who neglect or disobey them, extra duty, or puuishment drill not ex- 
ceeding four day*' guard, or ten da) s' drill. 

7. '1 hey will occasionally visit Ihe men of their companies, who may be in 
hospital, and ascmtain, by personal nnjuuy, d they are (unshed with eveiy thing 
necessary (or sick men, this essential pari of an olfirer’s duty, should be particu- 
larly attended to, in unhealthy Mtuntions; nothing being so gratifying to the na- 
tive soldier, as to perceive that ins officer i* interested in his weltaie. 

8. 'Ihe following books are to lie kept in each company. 

One for copies ol muster rules ami pay abstacls. 

Cue book (or family remittance bills, 

A toll of native officers and men, with a list of their nearest relations in the 
order of succession, opposite each man’s name. 

One for the long roll of the company. Tins hook is to lie made out in strict 
confoimi’y with orthography used in the general roil of the battalion. 

A registei of geneial leave. A register, containing distinct statements of the 
proceeds of • states of deceased non-commissioned officers and sepoys. 1 ln.se regfe* 
lers are to be nude upon the 31st of December ol each year, when copies 
are to be sent to the regimental office, for the purpose laid down in general 
orders of the 19th May, 1307. 

A book for entering the date and subject of all orders, affecting their duty, as 
officers commanding companies. 

A character book. Tins book will he confined to the naicks, drumers, and 
privates of the company, and it will be tbe doty of the ofhcei commanding the 
company, to enter in it, every incedent ralcul itcd to make known the general 
character of individuals belonging to his company. 

9. The character of the native differs ao materially from that of the European, 
that it icquires time, and attentive cb^eivation ol the mud minute cncurn- 
stances, connected with the behaviour of the men, on all occassions, and in all 
situations, to enable the European officers to form a coirect opinion of their fitness 
for promotion; but by strict attention to every part nt their conduct, ami a care- 
ful entry ot every particular of a favorable or unfavorable nature, in iho behavi- 
our of individuals in this book, it will become a public lecord ot the greatest use- 
in preventing the promotion of unworthy individuals, and in encouraging tbe 
cxeiiioDs oi the active, intelligent, and deserving *oldier. 

10. Without some record of this kind, ao officer, who has not been long in 
command of a company, and who is called upon to recommend a naick, or a 
private for promotion, has seldom the means ot ascertaining ihe character of his 
men; lie is under the necessity of applying to the native officers, or pay havil- 
dtr, a mode of obtaining the required information, which is considered calculated 
to produced pernicious consequences. 

11. It will be the commaniog officer’s duty to pay and to exact attention to 
these records, and to have every particular of a man’s conduct so fully inserted 
as tq leave little room for doubt or dispute- 

12. These books will be inspected by the commanding officers, on the 1st of 
May, August, November and February. 

13. Any injury that may occur to the arms, accoutrements, or appointments, 
of companies, or any deficiency in them, with all the information the officer may 
be able to obtum of the cause of Ins* or injury, is to be immediately reported to 
the quarter ma>ter, for the commanding officer's information, to eoabie him to 
comply with the directions contained in general orders. 

14. Officers commanding companies will personally disburse the pay as soon 
as practicable after the receipt of it ; andjor this purpose* ^hey will have their 
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companies marched to their' quarters, io their uniform and aide •»«*, tad again 
taken back to the lines, by the senior native officer present. 

15. The men on guard are to be paid by their officers when releived j knd 
excepting in cases of extreme urgency, the officers are expected to see every man 
in then companies receive his pay in their presence. 

16. Whenever a casualty may occur, the coat and pantaloons in wear, era to 
be <ent into store, to be again issued, under the orders of the commanding officer, 
to recruits. 

II.— GENERAL REMARKS FOR THE EUROPEAN OFFICERS. 

1. A ready and cheertul obedience to all orders Iroin superior officers is the 
fir*! principle of military discipline ; if, therefore, a subaltern should chance to 
command on any parade, or duiv, nil junior officers employed on the same duty, 
are expected to pay as much deference to Ins orders, as if they were acting 
under a Field Officer. Subaltern Officers commanding platoons at drill or ex- 
erase, may order extra «lr il I not exceeding four d.i\s, to any man of their platoon, 
who is awkward or inattentive ; and when inspecting guaid-, may order any man 
who is duly, one day sexlra guard ; but it they think moie than four days’extrn drill, 
or one davs’s guard, necessary, they will report the circuniiiauce, lor the mlorma- 
iion and orders of the commanding officer. 

2. In reprimanding men, for any n regularity, all passionate or abusive terms 
are to be avoided. 

9. Every officer is excepted to attend to the dre**, appearance, and behaviour 
of the men ol the corps on or off duty ; and whether their they belong to his own 
company or not 

4. Officers shall also take notice of all guards and sentries of the regiment, 
and report any neglect that comes under their observation ; they should he equal- 
ly ready to bring into notice any remaikable instance ol attention; they should 
watch over the general Character of the corps, and embrace every oppoiiuniiy of 
evincing the interest they take in iU reputation, by checking irregularity and 
neglec', and encouraging diligence and attention to duty, in the individuals be- 
longing to It. 

5. 1'hey should endeavour to become acquainted with the character and ge- 
neral behaviour on duty, ol the native commissioned, non-commissioned officers 
and privates of the corps but particularly of their own companies. The frequency 
of commands and escorts, under European officers, affords many opportunities of 
acquiring this information. 

6. They should themselves, attend to the complaints of tl)e men, and not 
allow this duty to devolve on a native officer, a Itavildnr, or a servant. The offi- 
cer, who permits this part oihis duty tu he performed by another, deprives himself 
of the best opportunity of securing the respect and attachment of ihe;native soldier. 

7. It should beunpre-sed on the young officer, that grievances, which to Imn 
may appear frivolous, are of serious import, when connected with the religious 
prejudices of the men ; and that, eveo when the redress of such grievances is 
impracticable, it is still in his power to li-ten with patience to the soldier's state- 
ment, and to convince him, that his feelings have not been disregarded. 

8. All officers, on returning from detached duty, are to make a general report 
of the conduct of the native commissioned officers and havildars belonging to 
their detachment ; and in case of having any neglect, or any unsoldier-like con- 
duct to notice, a full detail of every particular, connected with the individual’s 
behaviour, is to be entered into. 

9. There are al«o many poiots in the performance of a non-commissioned 
officer's duly, which show attention and smartness ; this will be noted, in a gene- 
ral way, io this report. 

10. All young officers, on first joining a corps, are to attend the drill, until 
perfectly acquainted with tbe drill of the recruit and company, mounting guard, 
manual aod pliotoou exercises, marching and standing salute wiu a sword. An 
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officer'! fitness for joining the rank* of hit regiment, i* to be ascertained by Kis 
drilling and commanding a platoon in his commanding officer's presence. 

11. They should be posted, at first, to the company of some old officer, who 
will take every occasion to point out to them, the manner in which the interior 
duty of a company is conducted, and explain to them the nature and use of the 
different hooka which are kept, and of the reports which are required. They 
will also, after they have been dismissed the drill, he sent on command, under 
another officer, to learn that part of their duty, l or two years after they join 
they are to attend all Courts of enquiry, Couils martial, and Committees, which 
may be held in the regiment, to learn to the manuer iu which those duties are 
conducted. 

12. No officer to have the command or charge of a company, until he shall 
have done regimental duty for two years, and not then, unless he has acquired a 
competent knowledge of llmdoostanee, without which, his intercourse with the 
native soldier will he earned on in a manner unsatisfactory to both ; nor will the 
officer acquire over the soldier the influence which it is o! importance lie should 
possess. 

13. Native commissioned or non-commissioned officers, attending to make 
their reports, are not to be detailed. The hours for making the common reports 
of a coips, aie to be fixed, and all officers are to be ready to receive (hem at the 
proper hour. 

14. Native officers attending at an European officer’s quarters, on duty, 
which may require their being detained, aie tube furnished with a chair, and 
treated with the couite<y due to their situations. 

15. No officer should detain an orrieily who may be sent to him ; being on 
duty, be is immediately to be sent back to his post. 

Hi. Officers allowed ordei lies, arc to use them on public duty only; what- 
ever duly a soldier is on, he should be stnclly confined to it, and the most scru- 
pulous exactness demanded, paiticuldily from an ordeily. 

17. Officers when sick, aie to In* reported sick by the suigeon ; and while in 
the sick report, are not to appear in public places, or public parties. 

18. Office'* proceeding dn leave, aie to lodge u memorandum of their address 
in the Adjutant's office. 

19. In closing the«e general remark* for officers, it may be necessary to im- 
press on the minds ot the young and inexperienced, how much depends in a 
native corps, on the conduct of the European officers. An attentive body of 
officers will ensure attention from the men ; and indifference of the performance 
of duty, on the part of the European officers, will be followed by carelessuess and 
negligence, on that of the native ol ail ranks. 

20. Matteis purely regimental, such as an admonition, or a reprimand given 
to an officer, or punishment inflicted on men of the corps, ought never to be made 
the subject ol conversation among strangers, or out of the regiment ; these con- 
versations often give rise to exaggerated mis-statements, affecting the character 
of individuals, and the credit ol the regiment. 


III.— THE ADJUTANT. 

]. It ought to be the anxious wish of every commandant of a regiment, that 
no officer, who has not the requisite qualifications, should be recommended for the 
situation ol adjutant. '1 he officer holdiug this appointment, ought to possess 
considerable knowledge of the Hindostanee language ; to be well acquainted 
with the habits, customs and prejudices of the sepoys ; to have great command 
of temper ; to be completely master of the drill, in all its parts ; and, above all, 
to feel pleasure in the performance of his duty. 

2. He will regulate the details of all duties, that they may fall as equally as 
possible upon all. 
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3. Tbe correspondence relative to the discipline and organization ofthe corps, 
and all standing orders and instructions, as to tbe proper inode of executing its 
various duties, will be\ept in his office. He is responsible for the due circulation 
of orders of every description. 

4. All official returns and reports, excepting such as appertain particularly 
to the Quarter Master’s department, are lobe made out under bis inspection : 
he is also thd channel of communication with the commauding officer, on all 
points of duty. 

6, When the corps is ordered to he underarms is, lie will have it properly told 
off, aod ready at the hour specified : he is to examine all detachments previously 
to their being delivered over to the officer appointed to command them, and he 
is responsible for the general cleanliness and appearance of all guaids inarched 
off from the battalion parade. 

6. He is to have the particular direction of the duties performed by theses 
jeant-major ; he is to attend all drill.-, and be particularly careful that there* 
emits are trained iu strict conformity with the regulations. 

7. When recruits are posted, or sepoys transferred to companies, the Adju- 
tant is to send a descriptive roll, carefully copied from the regimentul register, to 
the officer commauding the company to which the men are posted. 

8. The following books to be kept by tbe Adjutant ; 

One battalion register, or long roll. 

Oue register of the estates of deceased native officers. 

One general register of estates of deceased non-commissioned officers 
and privates. '1 hi* register is to contain meiely the name, rank and company, date 
of decease, balance of cash and appropriation of the balance ; all other particu- 
lars being in the company registers. 

One book for public letters. 

One register of regimental Courts Martial. 

One register of general leave. 

One book for copies of monthly returns. 

One book for copies of casualty lists. 

One book for copies of present estates. % 

A character book for native commissioned officers, and for non-commissioned 
of the rank of havildar. 

9. He is to submit to the commanding officer daily, a morning report ofthe 
corps ; also a weekly report of the punishment drill, specifying the names of 
the men ; the companies to which they belong, by whom they were sent, for 
what crime, and for what period. He will send all recruits, with a roll, for 
examination by the surgeon, previously to their being enlisted. 

10. The greatest attention is requisite, in keeping the character book ofthe 
native commissioned and non-commissioned office* s of the corps. * The nature 
of the entry, when unfavourable, is to be always explained to tbe individual con- 
cerned. 


IV.-TIIE INTERPRETER AND QUARTER MASTER. 

1. The Quarter Master is responsible for the stores belonging to the regiment, 
and for the correctness of the returns and reports he may submit for the signature' 
of the commanding officer. 

*. He will piepare indents, aurvey reports, and all pipers connected with the 
stores of every description, in use with the regiment ; and all correspondence on 
these subjects is to be addressed to him, for the commanding officer’s information. 

X He will submit, every Monday, to the commanding officer, a report of 
the clothing, stores, and ammunition under his charge, accounting for the differ- 
ence between the present and ihe last return. 

4. He will go through the hues, at least twice a week, and see that they are 
kept clean, and that no encroachment# m made on the street# by the erection of 
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tatiet, or screen* of any kind ; be will also prevent the Goorghat from digging 
put or gutters in the streets. A place should be assigned to these men, in rear 
of each wing of the corps. 

6. He will aUo direct his serjeant to go through the lines daily, and see that 
orders sre strictly attended to. 

6. The following hooks are to be kept by the interpreter and Quarter Master. 

A book (or copies of all idents, returns and suvey leports. 

A book for copies of the muster rolls and pay abstracte of his establishment. 

Tlipse books are to be submitted quarterly, with the other books of the regi- 
ment for the commanding officer's inspection. 

7. Any deficiency in ilie arms, accoutrements, appointments, ammunition, 
or camp equipage of the corps ; lie is to report to the commanding officer, with 
such information as he may have been able to obtain, as to the cause of the toss 
or injurv. 

8. He is to furnish every officer proceeding on esmmand, with a written 
statement of the public stores of every description, sent with his detachment. 

9. Of the duties of interpreter, the explanation of all orders in plain language, 
is one of the most important. If this be done carelessly, or unintelligibly, the 
veiy object of publishing these orders will be defeated ; for if they are not 
distinctly understood hy the men, they cannot be attended to, or obeyed. 

10. The intepreler will al-o consider it Ins duty, to make out pennons of all 
kinds for the men. Any native commissioned, non-commissioned officer, or se- 
poy, leqmnng a petition to be prepared, is to apply to the officer commanding 
his company, who shall give him a letter to the Interpreter, mentioning hu re- 
quest. 

The Interpreter is to sign all petitions, as examined, and submit it then to the 
commanding officer, for signature. 

12. All petitions are to be copied into a book, to be kept for the purpose, in 
which the dale ol their dispatch by dawk is to be marked. 

V.-IHESUtl>EON. 

1. This officer should bear m mind, that lie is not less amenable to the orderi 
of the officer coinniandingpthe corps, than any officer in it ; and that, although 
any inletference in his medical treatment of the sick would be improper, and is 
unauthorised, yet, all other points connected with the rules already laid down by 
the regulations ol the service, lor the management of the hospital* of native 
corps, sjtc cognizable by the officer at the head of the regiment, who ts responsi- 
ble tor their due observance by all placed under bis orders. 

2. The readiness of the men, when sick, to resort to a well-regulated hospi- 
tal, will afford satisfactory proof of the attention paid to the patients. On the 
olhei hand, to an hospital badly managed, or indifferently attended to, the men 
will never willingly go. It is not to the use of Europe medicine that the sepoya 
have any objection ; hut they are shrewd and observant, and soon discover 
whether they aie propeily treated, and whether the surgeon is interested m their 
reeovery. 

3. Any private interference of the native dact&ri in the supply of bazar 
medicim*, od, bandages, or any (lung used in the hospital, is to be strictly 
prohibited. 

4< I lie establishments, which are ample, are to be confined to the hospital 
duties, and are not to be used for private purposes. 

5. A portion of the legunental bearers is to be alwayein attendance at the 
hospital, to assist the sick. 

6. An acquaintance with the Hindoostaoee, so necessary for every officer 
employed with • native corps, is particularly so for the surgeon; without it, 
it is impossible for him to perform his duty iq an efficient or satisfactory manner. 

7. A full and ample supply of hospital cost, of the prescribed stse.ii to be 
always kept taady ill cantonments ; and when in camp, the sick are to be 
furnished with a proper quantity of good, dry straw. 
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6* Men discharge*! from hospital in a weak slate, should be teeecMMttded to 
be gxcpsed duty, for at many days as the surgeon may deem advisable ; end 
at the expiration of that time, if not sufficiently recovered, • further extension 
is to be granted, on the surgeon's recommendation. During the time a man 
may thm be excused duty, he is to be returned convalescent. 

9. Tbe Musuiman or Brahmin cooks, allowed by the Government fo f the 
sick, are to he of a description of men approved of by the sepoys, and from whose 
hands they will eat. The Hindoo water carrier, should also be a per sou of the 
same description. 

10. Men sent to the hospital, should be accompanied by the orderly havildar, 
and a note should be sent to the surgeon, by the officer commanding the com* 
pany.in the following form : — 

" Sir,— Be pleased to receive into the hospital, Annund Sing, sepoy of the — 
company, for the cure of his disorder. 

A. B. Captain, 

[Date.] Commanding — eampanu* 

And on the man's discharge, the surgeon is to furnish him with a certificate 
to the following effect : 

" Annund Sing, sepoy of the — compsoy, is discharged from the hospital, 
the — of — 

C. D. Surgeon . 

N. B. He should be excused from duty for — days. 

VI. — TIIE OFFICER OF THE DAY. 

1. The officer pf the day has the general charge of the guard, mounted in 
the corps, and is the person to be applied to, in the first instance, on any occur* 
core in the lines requiring the presence of an European officer. 

2. He will march off the battalion guards in the morning, and visit them 
in the evening, at or before sun-set ; and oay particular attention to tbe dress 
ami appearance of the men, and to their conduct while on duty. 

3. He will order the native officer of the day, to vi-nt them at noon and 
about midnight, and to be particularly careful to report any neglect. 

4. He will visit the hospital, and see that the men are furm-hed with proper 
rota ; that the hospital and its immediate vicinity are clean, and free from filth 
of any kind. 

5. On visiting the hospital, lie is to pass leisurely through it, and to ascer- 

tain by personal inquiry of the men, whsther they have any cause lor complaint 
or are id want of any thing. This is an important part of his duty in visiting 
the hospital, which is not limited to merely riding up to it, and ascertaining the 
Dumber of sick fiom the non-commissioned officer on duty. ^ 

t>. A memorandum is to be inserted at tbe foot of the officer's report, stating 
the hour at which the hospital was visited, and that the necessary questions 
were asked, with the complaints, if their be any. 

This officer is on no account to quit tbe lines of bis corps,, but to be ready, at 
atV times, to receive reports, and to proceed to the lines whenever his presence 
may be necessary. In ail cases of fire, not ooly in his own lines but in those of 
any o’.htr corps, he will invariably proceed to the spot, sod will be ready to afford 
all the assistance in bis power, towards tbe preservation of public or private 
property. 

VII. — THE SERJEANT MAJOR. 

1. The Sergeant Major is under the immediate order of the Adjutant, whose 
principal assistant be is, and U whom alooe he is responsible : lie is charged, in a 
secondary degree, with the responsibility which rests upon that officer, in all that 
relates to the drill, the examination of men paraded for duty, and to the disci- 
pline, generally, of tfoutive efficers and lepoys j it is through hie., that the 
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Adjutant generally conveys to the corps, the verbal tod occasional order of the 
commanding officer. 

2. All verbal orders given through the Serjeant Major of the regiment, are 
to be obeyed aa promptly, as if they were circulated in the regimental order 
book, if any officers shall apprehend that there was a mistake in an order thus 
issued, he is to bring it under the commanding officer's or Adjutant's notice, that 
it may be corrected ; but he is not himself to stop it* execution. On service, it 
may be often necessary to convey to themeu, orders of the greatest consequence 
in this manner. 

3. As this non-commissioned officer lives in the lines with the men, he must 
necessarily be soooner informed of any irregularities they may commit, than any 
Other European in the regiment \ he should, therefore, be very attentive to their 
behaviour, and particularly so to that of the native commissioned and non-com- 
missioned officers ; and he should not fail to report any occurrence that may come 
to his notice, calculated to effect the discipline of the corps. 

4. He will parade all guards, and see that they are clean and dressed according 
to order. After guard mounting io the morning, he will attend the drill, and 
assist in its supenuteudence. 

5. He will aUo attend drill in the evening, whenever 20 files, or upwards, of 
old sepoys are at drill. 

6. He will instruct the young non-commissioned officers in their duty, and 
take opportunities of examining the older ones, to ascertain whether they are ac- 
quainted with theirs. 

7. He will be careful that men ordered puuishmeat drill, he not permitted by 
the orderly havildars to evade the order. 

8. Ho should invariably wear the uniform furnished by Government ; and 
if permitted to wear a rajgv, it should be perfectly plain, with a badge on the 
armor shoulder similar to ihat^furmshed by Government. 

9. He is to be strictly prohibited from receiving presents from the natives of 
the corps, at 1 11 nst mas, or at any other holiday. 

10. The Serjeant Major h never to ba spoken to harshly before the men: 
if, alter having been once or twice admonished, be should not reform, he is no 
longer fit lor the situation. 


VIII.— THE QUARTER MASTER SERJEANT. 

1. The Quarter Master Serjeant is to assist the Quarter Master, in the Care of 
the stores ; be is to see that the parado is cleared and clean, and the flags for exer- 
cise are always ready, and pitched according to orders. 

2. He will go through the lines, once every twenty-four hours, and see that 
the orders respecting them are duly atteaded to : he will, in the first instance, 
point out any deviation from the orders to the orderly havilder of the company, 
m which it may occur ; and if not immediately remedied, he will report it to the 
Quarter Master. 

3. As this non-commissioned officer acts, in some measure, as drill Serjeant, 
he must take an opportunity of performing these duties, at such hours as will not 
interfere with Ins attendance at drill. 

4. The Quarter Master will never, but in ca«e*of the most urgent necessity, 
employ him dunn^dnll hours ; and whenever such necessity occurs, which can 
be but seldom, it is to be intimated to the Adjutant. 

6 The toilers respecting dress, laid down for the Serjeant Major, are equally 
applicable to the Quarter Master Serjeant at well as the prohibition of the use of 
harsh lauguage to him in presence ol the men. 1 

IX.— NATIVE COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

!. It is to this class of officers, that officers commanding companies mbit 
look for correct information, respecting the conduct of the men in the linos.

2. They ire eo often delichedon duty, with mill ptrtit* of tip <Mf»» thil 
much of the efficiency of the regiment will depend on them* 

3. They shohld bo confined to the duty of their rank, in the performance of 
which, they should receive the most decided support, sod (heir just authority 
should be upholdeo by the European officers as much at possible. 

4. It is, however, to be clearly understood by all, that the native officereaVe 
as much subordinate to the European officer commanding their company, as any 
men in it ; sod that they are possessed of no distinct or separate authority, which 
io the ^lightest degree renders them independent of the officer commanding the 
company. 

5. They should not be permitted to interfere with men, wishing to make any 
complaint or reference to their European officers ; they may accompany the men, 
but should not enier into any previous investigation; audit should be fully 
explained to them, that any attempt, on their part, to suppress a complaint, or 
prevent a sepoy from going to liii European officer, would be considered us 
disobedience of orders, and dealt with accordingly. 

6 The privilege of communicating the wishes or request of the men to the 
coraminding officer, is to be confirmed to matters connected with their religious 
prejudices and ceremonies. 

7. 'Hie practice of making the native officers the medium of communicating 
orders of Government to the men, is to be strictly prohibited. Any thing to bo 
explained to a company, is to be always done by the officer commanding the 
company, who is the channel of explanation on these occasions. 

8. All meetings of native officers, and their instituting an investigation 
into alleged complaints, or sending lor and examining individuals, is to be 
strictly prohibited. Those implicated in such proceedings, are to be brought 
immediately to the notice of the Commander-In-Chief. 

9. The native officers are to suppress all disorderly conduct, tnd to report to 
the officers of their companies, any discontents or irregularities that may come to 
their knowledge. 


X.-NATiVE OFFICER OF THE DAY. 

1. The native officer of the day is to visit the guards and hospital of the 
regiment, under the orders of the European officer ol the day. 

3. He is to go through the lines once during the day, and about half an 
hour after tattoo- beating, when he will repress all disoiderly conduct, and dis- 
perse any assemblies of men ; taking care to report particularly to the European 
officer, the most tiiiiing occurrence, in any way anfecting the regularity of (ho 
corps. 

3. Should any meeting of native officers, or others, for the discussion of 
matters connected with their duty as soldiers, take place in, or near the tines, he 
will report ii immediately to the European officer of the day, with such circum- 
stances connected with the meeting, as he mav be able to learn : any neglect of 
du'yonthis head, will be deemed a disobedience of orders, and dealt with 
accordingly. 


XI.— NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

1. Non-commissioned officen rank according to the dates of their appoint* 

nients. » 

2. Naicks appointed to act a*"juvildars, are to be ranked above all other 
naicks ; and sepoys appointed lance naicks in regimental orders, are to be obeyed 
as naicks. 

3. It is desirable that a laoce naick be appointed to every company, the duty 
being in general very heavy oo the uakka; and this appointment would also be 

be means of discovering their 6ine*d for promotion to the permanent rank.

4. Non-commimioned officers ought to show a good example ; to be particular 
in the performance of every duty, smart aqd clean in their dress, always recollect- 
ing,* that upon their conduct and soldierlike appearance, much of the credit of 
the corps will depend. 

6. When on duty, they are not to permit any irregularity, neglect, or deviation 
from orders whatever. 

6. They are to exact, when in the execution of th^ir duty, the promptest obedi. 
ence from inferiors, immediately con6nmg, (when alone on guard or detached.) 
and in other situations, reporting, every man who disputes their* orders, or who re- 
plies to them in a disrespectful manner. 

7. A Non-commissioned officer who is found to have connived at any irre- 
gularity or neglect of duty, can never be considered as tru^t-worthv ; hi-* further 

f iromotion should, therefore, be stopped, and such other nolice taken of the neg- 
ect, as the nature of the case may seem to requird. 

8. Non-commissioned officers, though not on duty, are to check irregularities 
and neglects which are prejudicial to good order and discipline, and to be parti- 
cularly careful not to permit any assemblies of men, in or near the lines, at un- 
seasonable hours, or for the discussion of any point* connected with the service ; 
and should any irregularity of this description, or discontent of any kind, come 
to their knowledge, they are to report it without loss of time, to the officer com- 
manding their company. 

9. In whatever company or portion of the corps, the discontent may show 
iself, on its coming t» the knowledge of a non-conumsMoned officer, lie is to re- 
port it immediately.* 

10. The havildars at the head of sections, have a very favourable opportunity 
of evincing their fitness for further advancement : no man, w : ho may be found 
indifferent to his duty, in this, or in any other rank, should ever be promoted. 

XII — PAY HAVILDARS. 

1. The pay havildars are lo assist the officers of companies, in keeping the 
pay accounts ; to take charge of the spare arms and accoutrements, or other 
•lores of the company, and to keep them in good order. 

2. They are to take regimental duty, but not to be sent on general duties, or on 
command, unless it be with their companies. 

3. They should not be put on guard a day or two before or after muster, or on 
pay day, or the day after. 

4. The appointment of pay havildar it not confined to havildars or naicks, 
although they should be preferred, when peifectly competent. Hut the nomina- 
tion tests with the officer commanding the company, who is responsible for the 
pay of the men, and for the correctness of the accounts ; and whine interest, as 
well as duty, it will be to take care, that the office is held by an individual, wbo 
ia in all respects qualified and trust-worthy. 

6. The appointment of a pay havildar is to be notified in regimental orders, 
and he is notto be removed by an officer who has (he occasional and temporary 
"Charge of a company, without the sanction of the commanding officer. 


* Afo/e.— The greater number of non-commiMinoed officers have great aversion to making 
tbeae reports, from an apprehen.ion, that should they fail in proving tie facts on wbkb they 
•‘re grounded, they would be punished. It should, therefore, be clearly understood, that if 
there appeared sufficient grounds for the suspicion of what was reported, that it was not 
entirely without fouadatios, nor the effect of iftaJiceor Hally i tbe reporter would be consi- 
dered io have done bis duty, and to be entitled to commendation. 

In native corps, from tbe frequency of detached commands and guards, non-commissioned 
officers are often removed for weeks, and even months from all controui, or from tbe inspec- 
tion of any superior officer. In no service whatever does so much depend as on this dam 
of officers. . 

it is consequently necfimry, that la promoting thorn, the claim of seniority ihwaSd net ba 
exclusively attended to. 



STANDING ORDERS. U7. 

6. The pay havildar will take care that the arms are regularly marked, and he 

will keep a roll of the company, showing what numbtr, hat been allotted to each 
man in.it* . 

7. The arms and accoutrementiofihe different companies, are to be marked 
with a distinguishing letter i A, for the lat grenadiers, B, for the tat or light com- 
pany, C, for the 2d company, and D, E, F, G, H, I# *od K, for the otlitr atvsn 

Every aet of armiani accoutrement* la to be marked wish a nupaber(l, 3 
3, &c.) in addition to the letter. Tlie practice of marking the name* of men upoa 
their arraa and appointment* will thus be rendered unnecessary, and ie to be pro* 
hibited. 


XIII.— ORDERLY HAVILDARS. 

] . These men to be on duty for a week. 

2. Tuey will cell the roll ol their companies at the parades, and report the 
names oi all absentees. 

3. They will aUo tell offlhcir companies, lob-divitions, sections, double files 
and threes, taking care that every man know* hi" place and duty ; they will then 
examine the diess oi the men, with their arms and accoutiements, and see that 
every thing i* according io oidei ; alter which, the company is to be reported to 
the senior native otlicei present, who will immediately make his report to the Eu- 
ropean officer. Should the Jailer not be oh the paia.lc, the native officer will 
proceed to examine the men, ami ascertain that they are properly loldofi'. This 
is never to be omitted, whether the men parade for exeicioe or not. 

4. The oiderly haviUlais will parade all men furnished for guards or other 
duties by their re-pective companies, and march their details to the parade, deli- 
veung them over to the Serjeant Major, or the lluvtldar Major. They will be 
pariiculaily careful that every man is clean, ihe Units properly fixed, and the am- 
muniiion according to order ; any deficiency in tins respect, it to be reported at 
the tune ol dehvenng the men lo the Serjeant Major. 

* 5 They will prepare the daily repoits of their companies for the Adjutant, 

and for their companies. They will keep the roster ol the men and non-commis- 
sioned officers ; attend to the arms, accoutrements and stores, lodged in the bell 
of arms, and prevent the arms or accoutrements being kept in the huts of the 

IDCO. r . - 

6. They will attend to the streets of their companies, and report any joetten- 
tioa to the orders in loice, to their Captains. 

7. They are to take all sick men to the hospital, and on their - admission, report 
to the officer commanding their company : this they will also do, when a man is 
discharged. 


XIV.— THE HOSPITAL ORDERLY. 

], The hospital orderly is to be a havildar, and to be relieved weekly : neg- 
ligence and irregularities of the worst description, will be the certain consequences 
of permuting a non-commissioned officer to be on this duty permanently. 

2. It will be the duty of this non commissioned officer to attend generally to 
the sick ; and lo aee that none quite the hospital bat such as have the surgeon's 

permission . 

3. He will also take care that the hospital atHndants are present and ready 
to afford their assistance lo the men in hospital* 

4. He will strictly attend to all orders be may receive from the surgeoncy, report 

to the visiting officer the number of men in the hospital# and any circumstances 
connected with the condition of the sick# which may appear to require the notice 
of the commanding officer. »

XV.— DRUMMERS AND F1FERS. 

The drummer* and filers, wheo on general duty, must necessarily be under 
the officer commanding ; but when off duty, they are immediately under the 
orders and authority of the drum or fife major, whichever may be senior. 

XVI.- PROMOTIONS. 

1. The numerous and important duties which fall to the native comamsioned 
•nd non* commissioned officers, owing to the small number of European officers 
usually piesent wiili a native corps, tender it indispensable to the efficiency of 
the native army, that none be advanced to these situations, but men who are in 
every respect qualified for them by superior intelligence, respectability of cha- 
racter, and uniform good conduct. Readme*** in meeting the calls of the ser- 
vice, is to be considered as constituting, in itself, a strong claim to promotion ; 
nor can it be too early imputed on t he young and aspiring soldier, that he may 
with confidence, rely on Ins own exertions for the uotice of his officer, and for 
advancement in the service. 

2. In estimating the comparative merit of native commissioned, non-com- 
missioned ofiireis and privates, who may be candidates for advancement, 
reference is to be made to the character hooks. 

3. When two men appear to be of equal merit, should one of them have 
distinguished himself in the field, and the other have had no opportunity of doing 
so, the one who has thus distinguished himself, is to be preferred. 

4. When two men appear to he equal in point of merit and field service, the 
oldest soldier or “enior officer, is to have the preference. 

5. No non romnxjtsioned officer, who is negligent in the execution of his duty, 
or who is found unequal to Ins situation, is to be recommended for promotion to 
higher rank. 

O'. A lance naick, who, during his period of trial, does not give satisfaction, 
should not be recommended for promotion to the rauk of naick ; and if guilty of 
any neglect of duty, lie should be at once reduced. 

7. Although the native soldiers aie strangers to intoxication from fermented 
liquoi**, stupefaction from opium or bang, m not uncommon among them. Any 
man addicted to habits leading to this state of mental torpor or imbecility, is to 
be considtred disqualified for promotion, 

8. In some regiments, the recommendation of officers commanding companies 
for promotion to the rank of havildar and naick, is not sufficiently attended to. 
It m of importance, that the officer, who has the best means of knowing the 
merit of the men, should be entrusted with some means of rewarding it. The 
officer commanding the company, is to be considered responsible ior the fitnese 
of the individual recommended: his recommendation is to be registered, and if 
to be attended to. When the officer commanding the regiment on full enquiry, 
shall not approve of the man recommended, be will return the recommendatory 
roll to the officer commanding the company, with directions to make another 
selection. 

9 . When a vacancy occurs in the rank of havildar, the commanding officer 
wjll select a naick to replace him from the general list, referring, before he decides 
on the promotion, to the officers commanding companies, for the character of the 
individual. 

10: Vacancies in the rank of naick, are to be filled up from the most deserving 
sepoys, at the recommendation of officers commanding the companies iu which 
they respectively occur. But where two vacancies occur in the same company, 
within two months, the commanding officer will take the opportunity of calling 
for rolls from other companies, and will select some deserving man, who has been 
backward in his promotion, for one of the vacancies, 

1 1 . When any companies are detached from the regiment, and employed on 
actual service, all the vacancies which may occur while they arethni detached. 
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art to be filled op by promotions In the companies in wbitb they occor ; and 
they are at the same time, not to be overlooked in aoy promotione which may 
be made in the regiment. 


XVII.— REDRESS OF GRIEVANCES. 

1. When a non-commissioned officer or soldier, think* he has cause of com* 
plaint, he will make his representation in a respectfnl manner, through the officer 
commanding his company; nnd although, on inquiry, the complaint may prove 
to be groundless, provided ilbe not aUo malicious, he is not be rebuked for the * 
mi* lake lie has committed, Should the complaint be well founded, no delay is to 
take phcein rediessing the grievance complained of. 

2. Soldior* who have any representation to make, are to take an opportunity 
of m iking it when they are not on dutv; hut any man who murmurs, or even 
apt-alt* on parade, or at drill, unless it be in answer to a question put to him by 
asupenor officer, 'hall be liable to punishment. 

3. If any sepoy or drummer considering liim*elf fll-treated by a non com* 
missioned officer, shall in return, make u»e of threatening or provoking words or 
actions or abusive laugiiage, instead of taking the proper mean* of obtaining 
retires*, he shall be liable to pum-liment forilm breach of discipline, although 
on inquiry it inav appear, that t lie non-commissioned officer’s conduct was re- 
prehensible, in the hint instance. Tiustule i* to apply in all disputes between 
any non-commissioned officer and another of higher rank. 


X VIII.— DISCHARGES 

1. Every native soldier, after three years of service, is entitled to his dis- 
charge in time of peace, if his company is not ten men short of its complement, 
on making application for it through the prescribed channel. 

2. The greatest attention is to be paid to all applications for discharge ; and 
no man, who shall have complied his com ranted period of «ervice, is ever to be 
refused, excepting while employed on service* or in the case of expected service* 
as hereafter specified. 

3. Applications for discharges, are, in the fir*t instance, to be made to the 
Europeau officer commanding the company, to which the person applying be- 
longs. 

4. The application is to he reported to the commanding officer of the regi* 
ment, who, in the case of commissioned officers, wiki transmit it to the Ajutant- 
General ; and incase of non-comim-sioned officer* and privates, will either ^rant 
the discharge Immediately, if the occasion appear to be urgent, or defer omit the 
expiration of two months, from the date of the application. 

5. If the corps be on service, or if there be the expectation of service, lie 
will reject the application altogether. 

6. The power of commanding officers to dismiss sepoys, unfit for the service* 
is confined to the cases of men, who from bcdiTy defects, sickness, or accident, 
•re incapable of performing the duties of a soldier, and who are not entitled to 
the benefit of the invalid establishment. In all such cases, the surgeon is to bepr 
testimony* by his signature to the discharge, to the unfitness of the individual for 
performing the duty of a soldier. The commanding officer may aKo dismiss, 
without reference, recruits who, from awkwardness at the drill, are obviously 
unlikely to become smart soldiers. 

7. In all oilier cases of unfitness for the service, or when the commanding 
officer is desirous to have a sepoy discharged, application must be made for the 
sanction of the Commander-in-chief. The applioation to the Adjutaot General, 
is to be accompanied by the original procedings of any Court Martial, or Court 
of Inquiry* which may have been held on the occasion* and by a minute dis- 
criptive foil of *he sepoy. 
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8. All native soldiers convicted of the crime of thdft before a Court Martial 
or a Magistrate, may be discharged the «ervice without a reference to Head-Quar- 
tet*, such persons being considered a disgrace to the military profession. 

9. Native soldier*, to whom corporal punishment is awarded by the sentence 
of a regimental detachment or Biigradc Court Martial, are to be discharged the 
service, if the General or officer commanding the division shall think proper to 
order the punishment to bo inflicted. 

10. When sepoys obtain their dUcharge, they are entitled to every article of 
dress, and the ornament* appertaining to it, except the coat and pantaloon*, due 
for the two years preceding the 1st ot January ol the current year.* Their caps, 
breast-plates, nnd great-coats, should be put chased by the Quarter Master, and 
served out to renuiw. 

11. Commanding Officers are outhorited to discharge drumers and lifers re- 
ceived fiom the Oiphan School, on their application, amt without reference to any 
particular period ot seivu c, provided that they he saii-fied, that the object of the 
application is likely to prove hcnhcial to the individual. They are not to bedis- 
cliuiged as a punishment, except when they may appear incorrigible. 

12. In all oilier its peels, the rules for the discharge of drummers and filers, 
are the same as those lor sepoys.

XIX.— GUARD MOUNTING. 

1 . All guards are to pnade with shouldered arms and unfixed bayonets, with- 
out any intervals between them, the rank open, and the havildars, with pikes ear- 
ned. The officers with tbeirswords drawn, and non-coramusiuned officers, com- 
manding guards, are le be formed about forty paces in front of the centre, in two

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ranks, facing the line, 'whtrii they are to receive the old parole, and Atteh orders 
as may be given to them. .

2. Whenever an officer, senioi to the otiicer on duty, may be on parade, the 
guards will march bv, and salute him ; the senior officer on duty taking post, and 
marching past at their head. 

XX.— CONDUCT OF GUARDS AND SENTRIES. 

1 . The conduct of the guards and sentries of a regiment, with their appearance 
in point ot die*s wiil always indicate the state of the coips, as to discpline and 
interior economy. 

2. The n it ive commissioned and nnn-rommissionul officeis, when on guard 
must therefore pay* lie greatest attention to the conduct ol their men, and care- 
fully examine the dies* ot every ichef, lie tore m Telling u liom the guard-room. 

3. Guaids relieved daily, should never take off their accoutrements, except 
for the purpose of cooking ; and one-half of the guard only is lobe pet mil ted to 
be absent lor tins purpose, at the nnir lime. 

4. From the 2‘2i of March to the 23 1 ot October, all guards lodge their arms, 
between the huuis of 8 in the morning and 5 in the afternoon ; and from the ‘22d 
id October to the 22J of March, the*) lodge tliur arms between the hours ol JO in 
the (u or n i ii g and 4 in the afternoon. I Set wren these hours, they do not turn out 
to any per-on as a compliment, unless < specially entered. 

The otiicer commanding the guard, ami the next Kcnior to him, are never 
to be absent together ; every man is to be present when the arms are taken up in 
the afternoon: and no one is to quit the guard niter sun-pet, except on some 
very urgent occasion, when it is expected, the absence will be as short as pos- 
sible. 

C. All guards are to be ready to turn out and stand to their arms, during the 
night. Guards relieved daily, are «xoected to be ready to do this in the day time, 

7. T»te lehrf** of i*rn'rie* are to Ihs always matched off by a non - corn m iiswion^d 
officer, who w;!l be held re-poiMble, that the orders aic explained to every man 
and under.- tood by him, letoc he ip pooled. ^ 
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8. Itii the duty of all guards to protect, as far as may be iu their power, the 

•tores and property beloogiog to Government, although not actually delivered to 
their charge. * 

9. Sentries are never to put down their arms ; they are, on no account to 
enter into conversation with passengers or others, or to walk about in a sauntering, 
lounging manner j their pace should be the usual quick step. 

10 When an officer approaches a sentinel, he is to stand steady, facing to 
his proper front ; and will present arms to a field officer, or officer of superior 
rank, when lie passes in front of him. If he pass in rear, the sentinel will neither 
face about, nor present arms. 

11. After sun set, guard* do not turn out as a matter of compliment ; but sen- 
tinels will stand steady, with camel arms, and facing to their proper front, when 
officers in uniform approach their post until the evening is so far advauced, that 
they begin to challenge. 

12. They are to enforce firmly the orders given to them, without distinction of 
persons ; the slightest deviation from this injunction, will subject them to severe 
punishment. If opposed or resisted, they will call the guard, or should the occa- 
sion be urgent, use their arms, 

13. The orders for each particular guard, and thefpules respecting the honore 
and compliments to be paid to officers of different ranks, and Lo parties under 
arms, are to be written in the Dobnagree and Persian characters, and hung up in 
the guard room The duties of sentries are to be also fully detailed in the same 
manner ; and although the commissioned or non-conimis''ioned ofiiceis on guard, 
may be unable to lead, they will, in most cases, fiud some mea of the guard 
capable of doing it. 

14. AH guards are to be furnished with a lamp during the night, particularly 
guards entrusted with the charge of pusoners, 

15. Sentries from guards or pirquetsare never to challenge, but when they 
•ee or hear some one approaching their post. The calling out, as is often practised, 
merely because they hear another sentry challenge, is unnubtary, and should be 
atrictly prohibited. 

16. When any one approaches their post at night, they are to face towards 
him, to stand finn in a stale of preparation, with ported aim*, till they have as- 
certained who is coming. 

17. Guards and prequets are always to fall in, in the order in which they were 
marched off from the regimental parade. 

18. Theslighest neglect, on the pail of a sentry, should 1# severely punished. 
It should be clearly understood , that negligence in the performance of thw duty, 
would never be overlooked. Ail the guards and sentries of a regiment should be 
occasionally visited at night by an European officer, who will report in writing, 
whether he found them alert and vigilant. 

19. All guards or escoits, fiom which more than one sentry will be required, 
and having but one non-commissioned officer, are to Ii3ve a lance naick attached 
to them, who will take, in turn with the ha\ ildar, the duty of relieving the sen- 
tries, 

20. Sentries are iu the habit, particularly in the cold weuher, of wrapping 
.up their beads iu cloth ; this practice is to be strictly prohibited. 

XXI.— SKELETON DRILL INSTRUCTIONS OF NON-COMMIS- 
SIONED OFFICERS. 

1, A regular system of instruction is to be established and persevered to. 

2. As many of the non -commissioned officers of all ranks, as can be con- 
veniently assembled, should be paraded two or three times a week, and instructed 
by the Serjeant Major, under the superintendence of the Adjutant, in taking up 
distances, covering, and giving alignments on distant points. At these drills it 
must be, ascertained that the distance ordered, is correctly taken ) if it be not, t be 
error is lo be clearly pointed out, and corrected* 
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3. The datiei of the couerere, in (be different change, of position for • b»t- 
talion, as laid down in the regulations for the field exercise of the anny* should 
also be carefully explained, and every non-commissioned officer occasionally 
examined, that it may be ascertained whether he is acquainted with the duty W- 
quired of him. 

XXII.— CLOTHING. 

1. It is desirable, that every man should have two coats, and thie a little at 
temion will effect. 

2. The old coat is to be worn on fagging duties, such as commands, guards in 
the wet whether, and night guards ; the second coat might always be dispensed 
with on matching at a 1 diet, if the corps moved near the period when fresh 
clothing was due. 

3. The extra co&t should never be considered an incumbrance, as it enables 
a corps to parade sinaitly dressed, on occasions on which mure than ordinary 
atieouou is paid to appcaiance ; and it would never require moie than hackeries 
to tian^port the coats of (he whole, i he expense of which, even if borne by the 
ofticcis, would be lulling. 

4. Toensme, ;i> t.i r aijJMH'ihle, the coats being made up to fit the men, every 
company should lurntslt twQujiiur Master with an indent, detailing the number 
of coals, ol the difieuiit si/i > requned, this can always be dsceitained with the 
greatest exactness in a company. From the company tndeuts, the Quartet 
Master will piepare a geneial one, for the regiment. 

5. Omccis commanding companies will keep a roll of their men, with the 
size coals requited for each man, specified opposite his name. 

6. On ttie receipt oi the clothing, the commiiiee will caiefully examine it and 
will ascertain wi. ether u exactly conospomls with the indent; should it not cor- 
respond with the indent, or should it be, iu other respects, objectionable, a copy 
of thesuivey report is to be tiansmitled to Head Quartos. 

7. Oil the is'me of clothing, a receipt for the number of coats, specifying the 
sizes required for each company, is to be sent to the Quarter Masters, who will 
serve out the coats in couiMiuty with it; and the roll already referred to, will 
eusure their being given to the proper men. 

8. The woollen trowsers are to be indented for and served out, in the manner 
above dire< led. 

9. Many men are in the habit of sleeping in the cold weather, when off duty* 
in their coats and pantaloons, a practice which i*» to be strictly prohibited. 

10. As soon as the white clothing is in use, the best coats aud pantaloons in 
wear, are to be neatly packed and lodged in the bells of arms. 1 his precaution 
will secure them from fire, and the pay havildar should see them opened end 
aired, at least ouce a month tu the dry seadon, and every week iu (lit wot season. 

XXIII.— HALF-MOUNTING. 

1. Commanding officers will consider it their duty to see, that thesepoysand 
recruits are provided with the necessary articles of half-mounting, through the 
ageocy of the Quarter-Master of the regiment, at the cheapest possible rate, of 
good materials ami workmanship, and that no more than the actual amount of 
the cost and charges be deducted from them. 

2. Stoppages for half-mounting, are to be made under the authority of regi- 
mental orders, and the amount stopped, is to be inserted iu the acquittance roll 
of companies. 

3. Officers commanding companies will inform the Quarter Master, by letter, 
of the amount of monthly deposits with the pay master, on account of half* 
mounting. 

4. VY ben a regiment is recruiting, the Adjutant on the 1st of every month, 
will furnish the Quarter Master with a memorandum of the number of remits 
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received, during the preceding month, to enable him to prepare the half-mounting 
required. 

6. Whenever tnrbaiu, great coat*, brcast-pintes, or ‘ knapsack* are required, 
the necessary application is to be made lor the Commander -m-Gluei's sanction 
llirmigli the General officer commanding the division.

17. They are expected to use all the mean* in their power, to prevent oppres- 
sion or any ju*t grounds of complaint, for the inhabitants of the dMiicts through 
■which their detachment* may pass ; and although it is the duty of every officer 
to preserve order and discipline among the hoop* m all situations, yet an alien* 
tionto these essential points hecomesmorc p'liticularly uece^aiy on a march, since 
any excesses committed by the men, mu«t ricce^anly tend t>> excite nlaiin among 
the inhabitants, and consequently cause difficluty in procuring supplies. 

16. Officers commanding detachments or corps, on march from one station (0 
another, are to report to the Auditor General, the day they commence their 
march, and the dale on which they arrive at tho place of their destination.

20. Officers commanding detachments, who may experience delay or difficul- 
ty, from the slateuf the loads, or the want of boats or leme»,or the want of sup- 
plies, should report the circumstances to the officer, uiidci whose orders they were 
detached, that lie bung the subject under the nonce of higher authority, 

21 All olficeis commanding corps an I detachments, are. to repnit the date 
of commencing their ni .rcl), and to continue to report their progiea* weekly to 
the officer commanding the division, district garrison, or field lorce, to which 
they are ordered to proceed.

23. lu all tlie-e reports of progress, the officers should be raieful to mark 
distinctly, the position of their detachments, at 'lie time of making their repoit, 
and if they are encamped at some ob-cme village, they will add its distance 
from a well known town or city, in the neighbourhood. 

24. Officers commanding corps or detachment*, who have to pass through 
a cantonment on their march, are to apply in the regular manner, through the 
staff officei of the post fur pel rnis-ion lo entei it; and the ollicci commanding 
the detachments, is to await on the officer commanding the canionmcnr, (if in* 
senior,) with a report of the present slate of the detachment, as soon a» practicable 
alter bis arrival. 

25. All detachments at fixed stations, are to maintain the same system of 

discipline, with respect or parades, drills, guard mounting, and dress, as may be 
observed with their respective corps. » 

26. As the character of a corps depends greatly on the appefrraone and be- 
haviour of its detachments, the o fli-ers should be particular in causing their men 
to appear clean, and properly dressed. 

27. Panic* marching under mtive commissioned and non com missioned 
officers, are often permitted by them to move in an unsoldier-like manner, the men 
straggling along Me road, impropeily dre*»ed. On this held, officer* command- 
ing legiments will give such directions, to every officer proceeding in < harge of 
a detachment, as may appear suitable to the occasion, and calculated to prevent 
a practice at variance with good order and discipline.

C. 0. C. C. Septemfxr 21, 1025.— The Commsuder-in-Chief is aorry to learn, 
that frequent instances have lately occurred, of officer* passing military stations 
without reporting themseive* ; as the regulations of the army, and the nimrvhm 
forms of the service require Hi* excellency desire*, that all persons concerned, 
will attend to the existing orders on thi* subject, which require the military offi- 
cers, (m well as *urgeon*,or A**i*tant burgeons,) who may arrive ataoy station 
or post, where tfieie are troop*, should report themselves to the commanding offi- 
cer, or public, staff officer of the place. 

2. Such officer* as are prevented by indisposition from waiting upon the com- 
manding officer, mil report their arrival in writing, for hi* information, to the 
Major of Brigade or staff officer of the station, stating whether they are on leavo 
of absence, on sick certificate, on duly, &c. the authority under which they are 
come to the station, and the period they intend to remain. 

3 It i* aUu the duly of officers passing a military itatioo, to call at the Bri- 
gade Office, (or other public staff cfli e of the post, ) that they may learn, if any 
goueial order* have been issued which affect them ; and if they remain any time 
on h ave at a staitun, they ought to do this fioin time to time, to see the general 
order* which have been published. 

4. When tbeiv h a General officer in command of the division, residing at 
any station, the immediate command of wlitoli it exercised by a Brigadier, (a» 
at Barrai kpore or Cawnpote,) officers are to repoit their arrival and departure to 
Alifttafr, as well as to the station Brigade-Major, and to wait upon him as wall 
as upon the Bnagdier. 

5. Medical officers will, likewise, always wait upon the Superintending Sur- 
geons of divisions, on pasting the stations where they reside. 

6. Officer* passing any of the principal stations on the rivevor the forts of 
Monghyr, Buxar, or < liunar, where they do not mean to make any stay, a re ne- 
vertheless to report to the station stall officer, (the Deputy Assistant Adjutant 
General, Biigade Major, or Fort Adjutant,) that they may receive any ordera 
which may possibly be wailing their arrival. 

7. Officers commanding stations and posis, will consider it their duly to ascer- 
tain How long any officers, who arrive within their command, intend to remain ;and 
will uke rare, iftney arc proceeding to join a regiment, that they donut delay their 
journey without some sufficient cause , and if they are on leave, that they quit 
lh« station in sufficient lime to rejoin before the the expiration of their leave, un- 
less a renewed sick certificate, or other sufficient cause, be assigned for prolong* 
iog their nay. 

8. All applications for leave, or extension of leave, from officers at another 
fetation, which are sent, either to their commanding officer, or, (in urgent cases,) 
direnct to Head Quarters, ate to be countersigned, and transmitted by the officer 
com mand iog the station where they are. 
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9. The officer! commanding (he principal stations of the army, will receive 
ina'ructions to forward, on the 1st and Ifjth of each month, a lut of the officers 
who have arrived at the siati.ui, who are remaining there on leave, or duly, and 
who have left it during the preivding fortnight. They are aUo hereby denred to 
bring to the ('uumi.mder-io Chief’s notice, any lustaoce where the pietedmg 
orders may he neglected, 

10. All officers, surgeons, or assUtant surgeon*, who are directed to join any 
regiment or detoclmieut, are to repoVt their progress tmre a week, to the officer 
commanding the corps or detachment, to which they ate proceeding, and ibeir 
progress is tube noted from these reports, m the monthly returns.

Officers who have not served ten years in India, but whose presence in England 
is required by urgent priv ate affairs, may be allowed a furlough for one year with- 
out pay. on furnishing an affidavit of the urgency of the case, in which the circum- 
stance are to he briefly noticed.

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5. Adverting tedbe maojr obsttelee which bee# hitherto pifraied 
» g*—™ 1 retiring fund, and considering it hMiim Wm* 
pi^S toy toast can bn to framed •• lo meet on the one head with ihaftne- 
jM^dbeffreoce of the army, and on thn other with the sauctioi of the Cotta*- 
tk**i hhpf, wo, tare thought it right no longer to rely oa the fewnatiofrof 
such a fond ; but, to far a* we can feel justified in doing it ourselves, to protldo 
the object contemplated in achemat of that nature, without tho aid of coo- 
tribuiiona from our officers, by an enlargement of the retiriog regeltuons $ end 
we have therefore resolved.

NATIVE LANGUAGES, 

QUA CIVIC ATIOVS FOR ItyTBnPRETItlt* AND COJIMHSARUT 01 F!C!IH. % 

C, 0. 0 . G. Fort William, Jan. 9 1837.— The ilonoiable the Court 

of Directors having, in a recent despatch, again expressed their anxious desire 
that a competent knowledge of the native languages should be generally diffused 
among the officers of their army, and having, at the same time, det med it ne- 
ce**arv to prescribe, that a certain degree of proficiency in one or more of those 
languages be in future considered an independable qualification for stuff 
employ, the Right Honorable the Governor Geueial of India m Council, with 
the view of giving effect to the wishes of the Honourable Court, without prejudice 
to the just claims of the many in other respects highly qutlificd officers now fh the 
service, is pleased to publish ihefoiiowmg rules for General information, 

I. No military officer, who is now in the service, or who inay enter it hereaf- 
ter, will be deemed qualified for, or eligible to the commissariat department, or 
the appointment of regimental Interpreter, unless he shall have passed the 
examination in the native languages, prescribed for candidates for the latter situ- 
ation. 

II. No officer, who may enter the service hereafter, will be deemed eligible 
to any staff situation, (except a temporary one during actual service in the hi Id,) 
or civil employ, until he shall have passed* an examination in the llindoostanee 
language. 

III. Notwthstanding that officers now in the service are exempted from the 
restrictive operation of the immediately preceding rule, it lttobe distinctly un- 
derstood, that a competent knowledge of Hindoostanee, though not in their case 
to indispensable qualification for tfoMUualions open to others on the condition 
of passing an examination in that ItdQhgs, will, as hitherto, be always considered 
to confer a strong additional claim to uomtnation to the staff.

made by His Majesty in General Orders dated Horse Guards, 18th of May, 
1831 . 

It if not at present intended, that aoy alteration should take place in the 
dress of other departments of the general staff.

White tiowsers are sanctioned instead ot cloth, in the hot weather; but the 
periods of the^o indulgence are to be fixed by the officer commanding the corps, 
when not prescribed by higher authority . 

A waist-coat of cloth, the coloui of the facings of the corps, with a small edg- 
ing ol Ue J an inch broad, and hi the licit season a waist-coat, is also per mined 
to be worn with the undiess jacket, when otF parades ; but on all occasions, the 
dress jacket i* to be closed. For hot-weather the undiess jacket may be made 
of the lightest suitable mateiials, as dark blue camblet or sdk ; but exactly re- 
sembling the cloth jacket. 

Officer commanding brigades who may desire more detailed directions or an 
explanation of anv part ol these regulations, are to apply to the Adjutant Gene- 
ral, through the olhccis commanding the horse artillery.

notiee that several of the rules laid down iu the orders UJf sf,!? 11 JJJi 

quoted in the margin*, are uot applicable to the present cireniar letter 2*ui 
dress. .These orders are accordingly to be considered as Jauuary iMs. 
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annulled, and in their stead, you will bate the goodness to adopt the regulation 
which is now enclosed, together with the following additional rules i— 

THi red coat will he worn at divine service, at levees, on guards, public held 
days, general inspections, iuneral parlies, general, district and garrison courts* 
martial, and visits of ceremony. . 41 

"The sash is to be worn on all occasions with the red coat, except at evening 
parties, when the coat may bo worn open, with a waistcoat of white linen, With 
small regimental buttons. 

At levees, the buff bather sword-belt is invariably to be worn. 

The frork coat is never to be worn when the regiment is paraded for exercise, 
nor when there is a prospect of the troops being obliged to u«e their arms ; on 
these occasions the shell jacket is the appropriate dress. The frock coat is only 
intended as a common morning dre*s, and to be used on certain duties off pa- 
rade, inspection of bai racks and hospitals, on conns of inquiry and committees, 
io-peclioiiR ot atticles of necessaries, woikmg parties not before an enemy, ami 
fatigue duties, and on the march in the course ot a relief, or oilier ordinary oc- 
casion, with the sash and belt over it. 

The black waist bell is the belt to be worn when required with the frock coat ; 
and when the officer is engaged on duty of any description admitting the use of 
the frock, the sasdi also is to be worn. 

The -.hell jacket is always to be hooked or buttoned when worn on duty. 
When used as an undress, on occasions not connected with duty, il may be left 
open. 

A white linen uniform jacket, with ten small regimental buttons, set on by twos 
in front and two on the collar, may be woi a when the men are permitted by 
proper authority to wear their wluie dress, but this indulgence is restricted to 
ordinary duties and parades, and to private parties. 

Eusign*, until finally posted, are only to be required to provide themselves 
with ilieundresB uniform of the regiment with which ihey*may be doing duty. 

At the presidency, officers are expected to wear the undress red jacket, or blue 
frm k coat, and military cap, whenever they appear abroad or go out for a morn- 
mu or evenings ride. 

iu military cantonments, during the months in which officers arc allowed to 
wear white linen jackets, at their regimental parades, they are also permitted to 
w ear them to their morning or evening rides, or at visits not of ceremony. 

These ieguUuons are not to apply to officers when engaged in any active 
exercise, such as fives, or cjpkel, ot in field sports. 

Coat.— Scarlet, with two raws of uniform buttons, ten in each row, in pairs ; 
the distance between the rows three inches at top, and two inclttfi and a half at 
bottom.

t!«! sides. 

feather.— White, upright hackle, eight inches long with a gilt socket. The 
light infantry officers to wear a green tuft. 

Trowsers. — Oxford mixture cloth, with a scarlet stripe down the outward 
soarn, one inch and a half wide ; or white linen, according to season of the year. 
Boots. — Ankle hoots. 

Spurs.— For mounted officers, yellow metal, with necks two inches and a half 
long including towels. 

Sword.— lull half basket hilt, with the King’s cypher inserted in the outward 
hats, and lined with black patent leather, the giipe of black fish skin ; bound 
with three gill wires ; the blade thirty-two inches and a half in length, one inch 
wide at the shouldei, with round bai k, terminating off to a sbainpre within nine 
inches of the point, and very little curved. 

Scabbaid.— Black leather, with gilt mountings. Biass scabbard for field 
plliceru, 

Swoid-knot. — Crimson and gold stripped, with bullion tassel. 

Belt. — While buffalo leather, with a frog worn diagonally' over the shoulder. 
Field officers to weat a waist bell ol the same matenal, two ruches wide with 
sling*. 

Plate.— According to regimental pattern. 

Sash.— Of ('riinton silk pateul net with fringed ends, to go twice round, and 
tie on the left hip. 

The pendent pait to die one fool in length. 

Cravat.— Black silk, f 

Cloves.— Whue leather. 

Shell Jacket. — Scarlet, with collar and cuffs of regimental facing . a row of 
small regimental bullous down the trout, iq pairs and two on each cuff ; gold 
plated coid shoulder sliaps. 

I'uick-coat. — Blue single breasted, with eight resimental buttons down the 
front, and two small ones on the cuff. Plain Prussian collar ; shoulder straps 
formed ol loops of small gold cord, with a small regimental button. 

Waisl*beli.— Black patent leather, wilj* a sliding wog and snake clasp. 

Forage Cap.— Blue cloth, with a band amf welt the colour of the facing of the 
regiment ; black leather peak. 

Light mtantry officeia to wear a cap of gieen cloth, with a band and welt the 
aame a** the other officers of the corps. 

An oil skin cover may be worn ovegk in wet weather. 

Cloak.— -Blue, lined with scarlet shalloon, walking length : clasp ornaments 
at the bottom ot the collar and ball butioos. it is optional with officers to pro- 
vide themselves with a cloak, 

MEDICAL STAFF. 

Coat,— • Agreeably to the umlorrn of their respective regiments, with thaepau- 
lettes of their correspond. ng ranks. 

Hat,— Cocked, with black silk buttons and loop, and without any feather. 
Waist Belt. — Of a pattern similar to that of the other officers, but of black 
leather to be worn. under the coat. 

Appointments and other aiticles of dress the same as those worn by the other 
officers of tbeir respective regiments, except the abash, which is hot worn. 

In undress, end on all occasions not connected with parade or ceremony, the 
regimental forage cap may bo worn* 
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HORSE FURNITURE FOR MOUNTED OFFICERS. 

Saddle,— Plain cavalry saddle, with holster* j the csntle mounted with brut, 
the hotsiem covered with black patent leather. 

Saddle Cloth. - Of the same colour as the facings of the regiment, two ftet 
ten-inches in length, and one fool ten inches in daplh, with gold lace five-eight he 
of an inch wide, and scarlet edging.

BOAT ALLOWANCE. 

G. G . 0. lfif/t December , 1816 —The Right Honorable the Governor- General 
in Council is pleaded to authorize Otbceis ot His Majesty's service, who become 
supernuim iaiy to the complement attached to regiments, to diaw the half-hntta 
and the house rent, (if not lurm-died with quarters) of their regimental rnuk, du- 
nng the time they may be detained in India - aLo boat allowance from the sta- 
tion at wlucb iheir corps is stationed, to the piesidcncy, when directed by the 
Comma nder-in-C fiict (o proceed by water. 

G G 0. 19ih September, 181 B. — 'I he Most Noble the Gove' nor General in 
Council is pleased to publish ibu following resolutions ot Government, on lhw| 
subject of boat allowance to Officer;-, viz. 

1. \Y henever a regiment or any number of troops or companies of a cores 
move by water, the proportion of otheersof all ranks, regularly belonging to, and 
on the establishment of such regiment, or companies of a regiment, as the case 
may be, will naluially move with their men, and draw, of course, the boat al- 
lowance of their ranks, in addition to their tentage. 

2. If Ifom a deficiency of officers, or oilier cause, tlie Commander-in. Chief 
shall consider it necessary to order any additional officers, of whatever rank,io 
join and do duty with such regiment, or companies of a regiment, His Excellen- 
cy will be pleased to represent i he case to Government, when boat allowance, in 
addition to tentage, will be granted to the requisite number o! extra officers. 

3. In the case ot drafts, detachments or leciuits piocecdmg to join corps by 
water or oi invalids, supernumeraries, or time-expired men, reluming to Fort 
William, boat allowance, in addition to tentage, will be granted, on the re- 
presentation of the (Jominander-iri-Chief, to the following propoilien of officers : 

To any detachment uuder 30 mem, one subaltern, if above 30 and under til) 
men, two subalterns ; and so on m the same piopoition ; with the addition of one 
Captain for every detachment, consisting of not less than three, or more than 
five such Subaltern*' panics. Two Captains for six, and not mpre than eight 
such parties and so on j also with the tuither addition of one field officer for 
every detachineut, consisting of not le»* than three Captains' parties, as above 
detailed. 

4. The names of all officers appointed to do duty with the detachment, as extra 
officer* with regiments, or companies of regiments, proceeding by water, are to 
be specified in General Orders, or division, oi station orders, (as the case may 
be,) lor tbe convenience of more readily auditing their bills. 

6. The Governor -General id Council extends the indulgence of boat allow- 
ance to all Cadets, A-tjstaut Surgeons, and Subaltern officer* on their arrival tor 
the hist time in Bengal, and being ordered to join a regiment ; the eame indul- 
gence is extended to gentlemen, appointed in India to commiii»ion* in llie Ma- 
jesty's army or the local corps ; to oiduance and warrant officer*, and geoerftly 
to persons newly appointed, and for the first time, proceeding to join their corps 
or stations ; but otneer* and others profiling by this indulgence, are to eeasn 
drawing their tentage from the day of their being ordered to embark and join, 
until the expiration of the period for which they received boat allowance!* 
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6. Hi* Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, will tie pleased, to all possible 
cases, to employ individuals of this last description on duty with detachments, 
where extra officers, drawing boat and tent allowances, shall be required, tinder 
the provision* of (he 2 d and 3d clause of the order. This preference will reduce, 
as much as possible, the charge which must be incurred by indulgence now 
granted to ail young officers on their first arrival. 

7 . One medical officer will always be permuted to proceed on doty with every 
detachment of Europeans ; and such officer will be permitted to draw boat al- 
lowance in addition to tentage. 

8 . Whenever the Commander-in-Chief may be of opinion, that the presence 
of a person conversant in the languages 1*4 t^cuiully necessary with an European 
detachment, und th.it none of the officers atiru lied to it, or proceeding to join 
corps on boat allow anec. under the 5 th clause of this order, are competent to the 
duty in question. Him Excellency will be pleaded to recommend any officer 
qitdlifii d to officiate in the capacity of a ling trim ; such officer will be permuted 
to diaw boat ullowance n addition to tentage. 

if. In all other cases, except iIio-hj anove specified, officers di awing tentage, 
ie invariably to piocced at liieir own expense on anv duty on which they may 
i>e seul, unless oideiod specially by water in charge of ti oops store*, or treasure, 
by the Commander-in-riiief, with the sanction of Government, previously ob- 
uined. W hen any p.uiicuUr occasion appears to His Excellency to call for 
pecial indulgence, such case is to be refeied tor the decisi<£ of the Governor- 
jeueral m Council, m the lint uw.mce, agreeably to the practice iu regard 
to all tnatieis creative of expense, unless when the Cominander-in-Chief may 
be in the field, 01 when a piecing emergency shall appear to a general or other 
ofheei 111 command, and to he such as *«ha 11 justify him in ordering boat allow- 
ance 011 his own lesponmbiluy. In such rases, the generator other order shall 
becousideied by the l\»y Master as a sufficient vvairant for immediate payment 
of a boat allowance bill, and the necessity sanction to the Audit Department 
for adjusting the same, will be issued by Government, on the representation of 
ilia Excellency the ('umm.indei -m -Thief. 

10. The regulations now l.ud down, are not to be considered as affecting, in 
any way, half-pay 01 cashioied officers, wbo.-e cases are provided lor by general 
ciders ol Ibili December, )Hlb. 

G. (i. O. 27 *i 11 M Alien, 1819 . — W itli reference to General Order* of the 
19 th ot September last, defining the situations in which officers would be per- 
muted to diaw boat allowance, the Most Noble the Governor-General m Coun- 
cil is pleased to publish the following additional rules : — 

W henever a Lieutenaut, Gurnet, Ensign or Cadet, is for (he fir«t time, perma- 
nently posted to a corps, he will he permuted to diaw the boat allowance oi his 
rank irom the cantonment in which he may be doing duty, to the one where bis 
regiment may happen to be stationed, although he may have been previously re- 
ceiving tent allowance with the corps to which lie had been temporarily attach- 
ed, provided, that piior to his being finally po-ted, lie shall not have been in the 
receipt of full regimental allowances for the term of eight months. 

it i«. to be clearly understood, however, that officers drawing boat allowance 
under this regulation, shall forfeit liieir claim to tentage during the period for 
which boat allowance may be drawn. 

G. 0 • G* G. Acovst 20, 1830. — The Governor-General in Council is pleased 
to revise (he periods, for winch boat allowance has heretofore been granted to 
officers, author ned 10 navel by water, atthe public expense, aud to direct, that 
the following scale be substituted from this date - 

The Military Auditor General, in conjunction with the Surveyor General, will 
prepare, for approval and publication, a similar table, applicable to stations or 
out- posts accessible by water, but not included herein, to be computed with re- 
feience to the time and distances laid down for the routes of the Ganges and 
Jumna,

i din on the Jumna, will cease , ami in luture the boat allowance will b« limit-

corps, will, in fi.iine, be entitled to draw that allowance fioiu their arrival at thu 
MlUluu to which they may have drawn boat allowance.

,L Officers ol the army and navy who propose to piocerd to the Colonies m 
oulei to take advantage ol thi* indulgence, **lu>uld provide themselves with 
ceilihcales Irom tin- olhee of the Gemral Commanding in Chief, or ol the Lords 
Gommi-siouei** ol the Admiralty, shewing that their emigration lias been sanc- 
tioned, and silting ex. u tly their lank, and length ol set vices ; uo docutnenl Loin 
the office ol the Seerctaiy of State n» necevai y . 

4. Oflicers on halt pav residing m ihe Colony vvhtie they propose to settle, 
may be admitted to the pmdeges of military ami naval settlers, without rtfemng 
to t|us country lor testimonials, piovtded they can satisfy the Governor that there 
is no ubjeciioa tu their being allowed the indulgence, and that their return of 
their rank and length ol *>ti vice is accurate . a ud provided, if they belong to 
the navy, that they piouuee their letter ol leave of absence from the Admiralty. 

6. Military chaplains, commisarial officers and officers ol any of the civil 
departments couuected with the army, caunot be allowed any privileges on the 
subject ot laud. Pursers, chaplains, midshipmen, warraul officers of every 
description, atvd officers of any of the civil depai intents connected with the navy, 
must also be cbnaulered as not ijualnied for those privileges. Although mem** 
bers ot these classes may have been admitted formerly and under a different 
state ol cucuiuaUuces, they must now be excluded. 
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6. Gentlemen who haye ceased to belong to His Majesty’s service, cannot be 
allowed the advantages to which they were entitled while in the army or navy. 
It is not, however, propos'd to affect by this rule officers who desire to quit the 
service for the express purpose of settling m the colonies, it is only required that 
when they resign their commissions, they should apply for a certificate from the 
General commanding in chief or from the Lords Commissioners of the Admiral* 
ty that they do so, with the view of emigrating ; and such certificate, if produced 
to the Governor of any colony within oae year from its date, but out otherwise, 
will be a sufficient warrant for allowing the bearer the same advantages as 
officer; still m His Majesty’s service. 

Officers who have sold out within the last twelve months preceding the date 
of linn memorandum, will be allowed the usual privileges, notwithstanding their 
want of the certificate required by these regulations, if they present themselves 
to the Governor of the colony within a year ftom the present date. And all 
officers who have already been recommended by the General commanding m 
chief, will be entitled to these privileges without regard to any obstruction which 
might otherwise be offered by the regulations now established. 

7. Officers cannot be illowed, th:s advantage in the acquisition of land in any 
colon* unless it be their intention to fix their residcuce in that colony. 1 In 
order to ensure the observance of this rule, it has been determined, that tho 
titles to lands obtained by officers who take advantage of the peculiar regula- 
tions existing in their favor, shall be withholdeu for a period sufficient to the* 
colony, for the mere purpose of gaining possession of a portion of land, and 
then departing. Two years is the period for which it hag been decided, that the 
titles shall be kept back : this delay will be sufficient for the salutary object in 
view, and will not constitute any serious inconvenience to the bona fide settler. 

8. By the annexed regulations for the disposal of crown lands, it will be 
observed, that the general sales will take place periodically. But in order to 
prevent inconvenience to officers who may arrive in the intervals between those 
sales and be desirous at once to obtain an allotment, the Governors of the 
colonies are authorized to allow officers to acquire at any time, on payment of the 
upset price, lands which have previously been offered for sale at some genoral 
sale, and not been bought. 

Officers will thus be relieved from delay at the time of establishing themselves 
in the colony. They will also be enabled by this ariangement, which will per- 
mit them to obtam their land at a fixed price, to choose such a quantity as shall bn 
exactly equivalent to the amount of the remission to which they are entitled, 
instead of being liable to be called upon to pay a balance, which must be the 
case if they bid for lands at a sale by auction. 


TEIIMS UPON WHICH THE CROWN LANDS WILL BB DISPOSED OP IN NEW SOUTH WALES, 
VAN DIEMAn’s LAND, AND THE NEW SEITI EMENT OF WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 

It ha* been determined bv His Majesty’s Government, that no land shall in 
future, be disposed of in New South Wales, Van Pieman's Land, otherwise than 
by public sale, and it has, therefore, been deemed expedient to prepare, for the 
information of settlers, the following summary of the rules which it has been 
thought fit to lay down for regulaUog the sales of land in those colonies. 

1. A division of the whole territory into counties, hundreds and parishes is in 
progress. When that division shall be completed, etcb parish will comprize an 
area of about twenty-five square miles. 

2. All the land* in the Colony, not hitherto granted, and not appropriated 
for public purposes, will be put up to sale* The price will of course depend 
upon the quality of the land and it* local situation, bat no land will be sold 
below the rate of 5s. per acre. 

3. All persons proposing to purchase land not advertized for sale, muse 
traasmit a written application to the Governor in n certain prescribed form, 
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which will be delivered at the Sarveyor General's office to all persoos applying , 9 
on payment of the requisite fee of 2s. 6rf 

4. Those persooi who are desirous of purchasing will be allowed to Select, 
within certain defined limits, such portions of land as they may wish to acquire m 
that manner. These portions of land will be advertized for sale for three eaten* 
der months, and will then be sold to the highest bidder, provided that such bid* 
ding shall at least amount to the price fixed by article 2. 

5. A deposit of £ 10 percent, upoo the whole value of the purchase, must be 
paid down at the time of sale, aud the remainder roust be paid within one 
calendar month from the day of sale, previous to which the purchaser will not be 

S it in possession of the land ; and in case of pajroent not bung made wuhm 
e prescribed period, the sale will be considered void and the deposit forfeited. 

6. On payment of the money, a grant will be made in fee-simple, to tho 
purchaser, at the nominal quit-rent of a pepper corn. Previous to the delivery 
of such grant, a fee of foity shillings will be payable to the Colonial Secretary 
for preparing the grant, and another fee of five shillings to the Registrar of tho 
Supreme Court, for enrolling it. 

7. The luud will generally be put up to sale in lots of one square mile, or 
640 acres ; but smaller lots than 640 acres may, under particular circumsfences, 
be purchased, on making application to the Governor, in writing, with full ex- 
planations of the reasons for which the parties wish to purchase a smaller quan- 
tity. 

I. The Crown reserves to itself the right of making and constructing such 
roads and bridges as may be necessary for public purposes in all lauds purchased 
as above, and also to such indegeneous timber, stone, and other materials, the 
produce of the land, as may be required for making and keeping the said roads 
and bridges in repair, and for any other public woiks. The Crown further 
reserves to itself all mines of precious metals.' 1 

With reference to the foregoing regulations, the Right llon’ble the Governor 
General of India in Council is pleased to notify for general information, that . 
officers who, on retiring from the military service of the Last India Company, 
may with to avail tliemoelvesof the advantages now extended to them by their 
Gracious Sovereign, will, on signifying their intention to proceed as settlers to 
any of His Majesty’* Australian Colonies, be furnished by the .Military Secretary 
to Government, at the presidency to which they belong, with a certificate of the 
following form and tenor : —

GOOD-CONDUCT REGULATIONS. 

G.O»G.G. For i William, April 10, -1637.— The following paras, ofami* 
liUry letter No. 12, from the Honorable the Court of Directors, the Governor* 
General of India in Council, under date the I9th October. 1806, and His Ma- 
jesty's warrant therein referred to, are published for general information : — 

Military Deparimtnt. 

No. 12 of 1836. 

Para. I. We have received from the Secretary at War, a copy of His Ms, 
eaty’s warrant " regulating a system of rewards by a distinctive mark of merit 
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and by *' addition* to the rate* of pay and of pension oa discharge* to be obtain- 
ed by the well-conducted idldier.*' 

Bated^th v » copy of this warrant, and delire that yov ’ 

will take immediate measure* for bringing it into operation in 
Ilia Majesty's forces serving in India. 

We alio desire that such of its provisions as may be applicable to the Eu- 
ropean soldiers or our service § vis* those specified in clauses 1, 2, 3, 12, 13, 14, 
At 15, may be introduced without delay into our service. 

4. We ehsll give directions that all soldiers hereafter to be enlisted into ©or 
service, whether for the artillery or the infantry, shall, from the 1 st of Novem- 
ber, 1836, be enlisted on the terms specified in (he above-named warrant, and 
all soldiers now in our service, who may be willing to relinquish the additional 
pay io which they are entitled by length of service, shall likewise be allowed 
the benefit of the abeve-oamed regu lation.

Whereas it has been represented to us, that it would materially tend to the 
encowtgoment of good conduct in tbe army, if a raws rd, to be attained ouly by 
the well conducted soldier, were substituted for the additional pay now gi anted 
to soldiers who have completed certain periods of service ; our will and pleasure 
i«, that all soldiers who shall enlist into our service on or after the 1st day of 
September, 1836, shall have no claim to additional pay after any pet iods of ser- 
vice, but that a reward of additional pay for good couduct, shall be granted to 
such soldiers, under the following rules: — 

1. Soldiers who shall have completed seven years’ service, shall be entitled 
to claim Id. a day, and to wear a ring of lace round the right arm, provided their 
names shall not have been entered iu the regimental defaulter a' book for at least 
two years immediately preceding such claim. 

2. Soldiers who shall have completed 14 years' service, shall be entitled to 
claim a further reward of Id. a day, and to wear two rings of lace round the 
right arm, provided they shall have been uninterruptedly in the enjoyment of the 
Id. a day for at least two years’ immediately preceding such further clsim. 

3. Soldiers who shall have completed 21 years' service, shall be entitled to 
claim a further reward of Id. a day, and to wear three rings ef lace round the 
nghiAtm, provided they shall have been uninterruptedly in the enjoyment of 
the 24 . a day for two years immediately preceding their claim to the third penny. 

4. Soldiers who by their good conduct shall have obtained the distinction of 
one or more riogs, shall be entitled to have the full rale of that good-conduct 
pay of which they shall have been 10 uninterrupted possession for five years imme- 
diately preceding their discharge, added to the rate of pension, whether temporary 
or permanent, to which they may have a right under tbe provisions of our war- 
rant of the 7ih February, 1833. 

5. Soldiers wbo have been io the possession of some one or other of the rates 
of good-conduct p^y for five years uninterruptedly, bnt wbo have only been in 
possession of either of the higher rate* for some period not less then two years 
immediately preceding their discharge, shall be entitled, if discharged with two 
rings, to mu addition of 1 Jd*, and if discharged with three nogs, to an addition of 
2 id. as an augmentation of the pension to which their service! will entitle them. 

6 . ' Soldiers who sball have bi»© in the nnintprrnpted possession of good-con- 
doet pay far at least three yearn immediately preceding their discharge for dis- 
ability or by rtylttctiva, end wbo shall not .have acquired claims to pension, or 
wbo'sbaH be entitled ouly to temporary or eofiditional pensions, sball have their 
names registered at .Chelsea Hospital ; and upon their attaining 60 years of age, 
•hall receive, as a reward for their former good conduct, a mumod of 4d. a day, 
if discharged with one nag, and of Ed. n day,, if discharged after having tea 
twelve months in postmen of two rings ; and this reward for former good 
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conduct ftball also be extended to soldiers who may be permitted to obtain free 
discharge, at their own request, as an indulgence, after'ceriain periods of service, 
as described in the 10th article of this warrant. 

7. All soldiers npw in our service, who enlisted since the 1st March, *1833, 
shall have the option of relinquishing all right to the additional pay of 2d. a day, 
to which they are now entitled after tne completion of 1 4 years' infantry, or of 17 
years' cavalry service, ami shall then be entitled, by their good conduct, to 
clnim the Id. a day after seven years' service, and shall be, in all respects, enti- 
tled to all the advantages both of good-conduct pay while serving, of pension on 
discharge, tod of deferred pension, which are hereby graded to soldiers hence 
forward enlisting. 

8. All soldiers now serving, who enlisted on or before the 1st March, 1833, 

shall, by relinquishing their right to additional pay for length of service, be en- 
titled to claim all the advantages of good conduct pay while serving, which are 
hereby granted , hut as the warrants which were iu force at the time of their 
original enlistment give them a right to higher rates of pension on discharge than 
tho«e which ore to he gi anted to men enlisted after the 1st March, 1833, they 
will not be entitled lo give their good conduct pay added to their pensions on 
discharge. * 

9. In special cases, however, of men enlisted on or before the 1st March, 
1833, who, by their good conduct, have obtained the distinction of one or more 
rings, and who, after short service, may be discharged for disabilities or by redue- 
tion, either without pension, or with temporary, or conditional, or peimanent 
pensions, (not exceeding those granted for similar disabilities and services under 
our wan ant of the 7 th February, 1833,) the good-conduct pay may, by the con- 
sent of our Secretary at War, be added to their pension ; and such men, if not 
placed upon permanent pensions, may be registered at Chelsea tor the deferred 
pension, under the same rules as the men enlisted after the 1st March, 1833. 

10. Soldiers who shall have obtained the distinction of one or more nogs, 
and who may be permitted to purchase or to obtain free discharge, at their own 
request, shall be allowed free discharge's upon the following let in*, instead of 
those prescribed by the warrant of our late royal brother of the 14th November, 
1829, and by our warrant of the 7th Februny 1833 ; buttbe conditions, limita- 
tions, and regulations for granting discharges by indulgence, laid down in the 
said warrants, shall, in the cases of all other soldiers, remain to full force :

11. Soldiers enlisted since the 1st March, 1833, who are in the enjoyment 
of two or three rings, and of the gobd conduct pay, may obtain permanent pen- 
sion as an indulgence, at the rate fixed in the warrant of 7th February, 1835, 
two yetrs earlier than other men who have not earned this distinction, and may 
further receive the same amount of good conduct pay which wdMd have been 
added to their ordinary pension, under the rules laid down in ibis warrant, if they 
had been discharged as unfit for farther service or by reduction. 

12. At*it is oar will ind pleasure that this reward shall be strictly aa hono- 
rable distinction, to bt conferfod only upon the well-conducted soldier, the 
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mm»iidhig:offietriofiesfra«cit««mciiictly enjoined to enter in (lit regimen- 
tal defpulters’ book ike tame of every soldier, who, in consequence of any mis- 
cooduei whatever, shall have been confined in the guard house, or subjected to 
any pamvhmeot ; and the commission of every offence which shall impose upon 
the commanding officer the necessity of recording the soldier's name in the re- 
gimental defaulters’ beok. shall render the man ineligible for ihla reward for tiro 
years from that date, and if he be already in possession of this distinction, shall 
deprive him of his nog and good-condurt pay Tor one year ; and a second re- 
corded offence within twelve months shall render two years of uninttriupted good 
conduct necessary to obtain a restoration of such reward. 

13. The soldier having two or three rim's shall, in like mauher, for tha first 
and second recorded offences, forfeit one ring and the good-conduct pay allowed 
with it for one year for each offence *, and if a third offence be recorded against 
him in the regimental defaulters' book within twelve months, he shall forfeit all 
claim iir consequence of his previous good conduct, aud shatlonly be emitted to 
obtain a restoration of bis honourable distinctions by subsequently serving with 
uninterrupted good conduct for two years to obtain one ring, ior four years to 
obtain two rings, and forsix years to obtain three rings. 

14. Any soldier who, by having been reroided in the regimental defaulters* 
book, shall have been adjudged to have been guilty of an offence by which he is 
to foifeit the whole or a part of his reward for previons good conduct, shall, if 
ha denies the commission of such offence, have the right of appeal to a court- 
martial. 

15. A soldier may, for the first offence of a serious nature, be adjudged, by 
the sentence of a court-martial, to forfeit all or any part of the advantages hu had 
derived from bis previous good conduct, cither absolutely, or for a longer or shor- 
ter period, according to the circumstances which shall have appeared in evidence. 

16. The distinction and the lewards granted by this warrant, will be extended 
to corporals and drommers, bpth as regards pay and pension, but sergeants and 
other non-commissioned officers will not be allowed, 'while serving, any addition 
to their established pay, but, on their discharge they may, for peculiarly good 
conduct, on the special recommendation of our General commanding in chief, 
and by the concent of our Secretary at War, communicated to the Commistioncis 
of Chelsea Hospital, be allowed additions of Id. 2d., or 3d. a day, to their pen- 
sion*; provided that the aggregate pension shall in no caseexcccd, for a sergeant 
h.lOd, lor a quarter master sergeant li. 2d., and fora sergeant major 2j.4d, aday.

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GRANT OF ADDITIONAL ADVANTAGES: [uriwwxr 

The “ Order of British India/’ (to be given to sutytdara tad * jemadars* for 
long and hobora)de service,) is to consist; ' f* 

The first data, of lOOsubadars, with an allowsnceof two rupees aday$hch, 
in addition to their regimental allowances or ratinog pensions ; and, , - 

The second das of 100 native commissioned officers, with an allowance of one 
rupee a day each, in addition to thair usual allowances and pension*. 

Three-sixths of these appointments are to be allotted to the Bengal native 
officers, two-sixths of those of Madras, and one-tixth to those of Bombay. 

The " Order of Merit/’ for distinguished service in action, ta to be prospective 
only, as recommended, and divided into thri c clauses. 

Every commissioned or non-commissioned officer or soldier of the native army, 
who obtains admission into the “ Order ot Merit,” will receive. 

In the 3d class, Jrtl of his full pay, over and above the pay or pension he may 
otherwise by the teles of the service be entitled to. 

In the 2d class, j|rd ol his full pay, in addition to his ordinary pay or pension 
and, 

in the 1st class, double pay, or full pay, in addition to his ordinary pension. 

Ilia Lordship in Council directs, that the additional pay for length of servire, 
authorized in the first of the foregoing resolutions, shall have effect from the 1st 
proximo, and mutter rolls of troops and companies are to exhibit the dates of 
enlistment opposite the names of such men as are entitled to the increase. 

As the rcwaid ul additional pay is only to lie conferred on 
Cavalry. well-conducted native privates of the lino, commanding offi- 

Artitifry. cers of corps aie strictly enjoined to exclude the undeserving 

Infantry, from the benefits that eof, und such men as may not in the

The details of the rules and regulations-established for the " Order of Britith 
India/’ und " Order ot Merit,” and the measures to betakenfor the immediate 
nomination to the former clam of of deserving native officers, will be published 
hereafter. 

His Lordship in Council desires, that the increase of pay, the reward of pro- 
longed cervice, and good couduct, as well as the institution of tha honorary 
distinction specified above, with their pecuniary Advantages, may be particularly 
explained to every native corps ot the line at the three presidencies paraded for 
that purpose. 

GRANT OF ADDITiONA L ADVANTAGES. 

No. 268 of 1837.— Tho Hon’bte the President in Council has much pleasure 
in publishing to the army the following extract (paragraphs 2 to 5) of the letter 
from the Hou’ble the Court of Directors, to the Government of Indite No. 5, 
dated 20th September, 1837, announcing the gram of additional advantages to 
the senior officers of the army in respect of Retiring Pension. 

M Para. 2. In our letter of the 23d December, 1836, we announced to you, 
that as we considered it Uopelesato expect that any Military Retiring Fund 
could he successfully formed, we had thought it right, so far as we could feel 
justified in doing 40 , .to provide for the object contemplated in schemes of that 
nature' Ivy an enlargement of the Retiring Regufitioos, and that wtf had incon- 
sequence resolved to grant the lull pay of Captain te every officeiJffipKo should 
have served in India 23 yeats, (3 years furlough included) wheUmHie has at- 
tained that rank regimeuully or out, abut the full pay of each ; heSepenor 
rauks ol Major, Lieutenant-Colonel and Colonel/after the dompleuon *(jA 
diuooal period of 6 yearn, servicefiH each of those in succession, vis. ' / ’ ** 
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For Major's pay , 28 years service, including 3 jean for a furlough. 

For Lieut-ColoocTs pay, 35 dnio ditto. 

FocJMonel'a pay 31 ditto ditto. 

5. ^Being oow of Opinion, that some ad (lit tonal advantage in respect to the 
periods of retirement may properly be granted to the senior officer* who would 
have been more especially the immediate object-* of benefit from a Retiring Fund 
had such a fond been established, we have resolved, tint the period of service 
to qualify an officer for the pav of eu-h advanced rank after that of Captain, 
shall he reduced from five to four years, the periods of service in India required 
for each rank being consequently hereafter as follows, viz. 

Fvety officer who shall have served 2d v**ur«, (3 years* furlough included) 
shall be allowed to retire on the pay of a Major, whether lie shall have attained 
that rank Tegimentally or not . 

Kvery officer who shall hive served 27 years, (3 years' furlough included) 
shall be allowed to retire on the pay of a Captain, whether he shall hare attained 
that rank or not. 

Every officer who shall have served 31 years, (3 years' furlough included) 
ahall be allowed to retire on the pay of Lieutenant-Colonel, whether he shall hate 
attained that rank or not. 

Ever? officer who shall have served 35 years, (3 years' furlough included) 
shall be allowed to retire on the full* pay of a Colonel, whether he shall have at- 
tained that rank or not. 

4. i’he*e arrangements to have effect without prejudice to any claims 
arising out of the Retiring Regulations, as established in the year 1796. 

5. VVe de«ire that it may be disttncly understood, that the present is a final 
measurure. You will accordingly decline to forward to ua any application which 
may have in view a further extension of the regulations now established with 
regard to the retirement of our military servants."

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION I.

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION II. 

Articlk 1. Whenever any Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary 
•hall arrive at, or depart from, any place in Her Majesty V dominions, where 
there are forts or batteries from which salute/ are usually fired, he shall be 
saluted with the number of guns specified against his rank in the scale, Section 
II., and, if an Ambassador shall embark on board of one of Her Majesty's ship® 
in an official capacity, lie shall also be saluted by such ship according to the 
•aid scale, on his going on board, and (should lie proceed to sea in her) also on 
his finally leaving her ; and the tame may be observed in a foreign port or 
colony. 

Art. 2. An Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, shall be 
entitled to be saluted with the number of guns specified against Ins rank in the 
scale, Section 11. ; but he shall be entitled only to the compliment when within 
the precincts of the nation to which he is acciedited ; and consequently when 
ho proceeds in a ship of war ha is only to be saluted, by such ship, on his quit- 
ting her, after her arrival at his destination ; and, whenever ho shall visit in bis 
official capacity any of Her Majesty's ships within the precincts of the terri- 
tories la which be is accredited, be is to be sainted by such ships with the 
number of gone specified against hit rank in the scale j but if he visits several 
of her Majesty's ships at the same port on the same day, he shall he saluted 
only by one of them, end, although his visit to any of her Majesty’s ships or

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION V. 

Article 1. Governor-General of India, and the Goveroora of Madrae end 
Bombay, are to Mb saluted by Her Majesty’# ships and fort# in India with tbe 
number of gjins specified in scale, Section V. ; but these salutes are not tonke 
place anyVhere but in the Indian seat, and in forte and balieriea at, audio the 
eastward of, the Cape of Good Hope. 

Art. 2. The Lord-Warden of (lie Cinque Ports is to be saluted by the forts 
within his jurisdiction with the number of guns specified in scale, Section V„ 
and as heretofore has been the practice. 

Art. 3. All other Governors, or Lords High Commissioners of Her Majes- 
ty’s colonies, foreign possessions, castles or fortresses (including Her Majesty « 
Lord High Commissioner ol the Indian Island*), shall be entitled to a salute 
of the number of guns specified against their rank in scale. Section V., but they 
shall be entitled to this compliment only within the precincts ot their Govern* 
menu ; consequently, when they proceed in a ship of a war from the United 
Kingdom, they are only to be saluted by such ship on their quitting her, afte 
arrival at their several destinations. A Governor, on his first landing m bisr 
Government, shall be entitled to bb saluted from the fort or battery, with the 
number or guns before specified, and again, on his final departure, at the expira- 
tion of his Government ; and he shall be further entitled to be saluted by such 
other forts or dependencies of his Government, as he may visit io his official 
capacity, but these latter salutes shall be repeated at each place only once in 
twelve months. 

If he shall visit, within the precincts of his Government, any one of Her Ma- 
jesty’s ships or vessels, he shill be saluted by the said ship, with the sameoum- 
bir of guns, either on hts going on board or his leaving her; but if he shell 
visit on the same day several *hips in the same port, he shall be saluted by only 
one of them ; aqd although his vwt* to the same ship may be repeated, he shall 
be saluted by her only once in twelve months at each port or colony withio the 
precincts of his Government ; but, when he shall embaik on the final termina- 
tion of his Government, he shall be entitled to be saluted with tbe same number 
of guns trom any of Her Majesty’s ships which may be ordered to receive him. 

When Governors, or Lieutenant-Governors, quit their Governments on leave 
of absence, they shell be entitled to tbe same salutes on their deperture and on 
their return t? their Governments, as they would have been entitled to on their 
first assuming them, or on their final departure from them. 

Art. 4. All Lieutenant-Governors administering the Government shall be 
entitled to the mimes specified opposite to their rank in the scale, Section V., 
under the foregoing regulations and restrictions laid down for Governors* 

Art. S. Lieutenant-Governors not administering the Government are to 
be entitled to be*aluted with the number of guns specified against their rank 
in tbe scale, Section V., bat they ere only to receive this compliment on their 
arrival at tbe sent of Government, and on their finally quitting it, and only from 
the. forts or binaries at the seat of Government. 

Ha is to be saluted also by tbe ship of war from which be disembarked, and, 
by each ship of war, ai*o, as he may embark io on \m fimal departure. 

Art. 6. The Union Flag or Jack being the distinctive flag or mark of an 
Admiral of the Fleet, whan displayed at the main-top-gallant-mast head, and 
.toidered by these instrnetioos to be saluted accordingly, being likewise one of tbe 
flags which is to designate tbe presence of the King er ihe Queen on hearjtef a 
ship, when it may bb displayed at another mast-head, and all ships or vessels, 
other than f fer Majesty*! ships or vessels, being interdicted from displaying tbe 
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said flag by the Act of 3 tad 4 of WHliam IV., tip 53, art. 9, \U ud Union 
Hag or Jack is not, on any account, to bo displayed at either nail-head Of any

REGULATIONS RF.LA1 IVE TO SECTION VI. 

Art. I . If a foreigner of high distinction, or a foreign flag officer, or a gene* 
r*l officer, shall visit any one of Her Majesty's ships or vessels, he may he salu- 
ted on hi* going on board, or on leaving the ship or vessel, with such nuuther of 
gene as, from rank, may be deemed proper , not. however, exceeding fifteen, 
unless a British officer of corresponding rank shall have been saluted by a ship or 
vessel of the nation Of such foreigner with* greater number, in which case an 
equal number may lie fired, but never exceeding nineteen guns. 

1 lie Captain of a foreign ship of war may also be saluted with nine guns, on 
Ins visiting one of Her Majesty’s slaps, if such compliment shall have been paid 
to the Captain of one of Her Majesty's ships on Ins visiting a ship of the nation 
to which such foreign ship may belong , but if he never had an opportuniiy of 
visiting such foreign ship ot war, he is nevertheless at liberty to pay the comply 
mentto the foreign Captain, and to return the personal salute from any foreign 
ship 

In either of the above mentioned cases the flag of the nation of such foreigner 
shall be hoisted during the salute at the masthead. 

Art. 2. Officer* commanding Her Majesty's ships or vessels on visiting 
foreign ports, are to ascertain the number of guns with which such places have 
usually been salute I, and they are to salute with that number of gaos, on receiv- 
ing assurance that the salute will be returned guo for gun ; btiU|ucb salutes are 
not to exceed twenty-one guns. In the event of there being already in the port 
of a senior officer of Her Majesty’s ships, his directions on the subject are to be 
followed, # but if several ships or vessels shall arrive together, the senior officer 
only of them shell salute. 

Art 3. AH salutes from ships of war of other nations, either to Her Majes- 
ty's forts or ships, are to he returned gun for gun. 

Aar. 4. A British ship or vessel of war meeting ntsea a foreign ship of 
war bearing the flag of a flag officer, or the board pendant of a commodore, com- 
manding a suuon or squardroo, and superior in rank to the officer of the British 
ship or vessel, she shall salute such foreign flag officer or comroodote with the 
number of guna to which a British officer of corresponding rank is entitlad, upon 
being assured of receiving in return gun for gun. 

Art. 5. Her Majesty’s ships or vessel* shall noton any account, lower 
their top galls ot- sails, nor their flags, to any foreign ships or vessels whatsoever, 
unless the foreign ships or vessel* shall firtt, or at the tame time, lower their top- 
gallant sails or their flags to them* 
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SECTION VII.— Miscellaneous. 


REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION VII. 

Art. 1. None of the salute* authorised by these instructions, shall be fired 

from ship* of war, without due communication, by signal or otherwise, being 
made to the Naval Commanding officer present, except incases of salutes in com- 
pliment to such commanding officer himself. 

Am. 2. Such of the authorities mentioned in the foregoing instructions as 
may, from their rank and appointments, be entitled to be saluted in more than one 
capacity, shall be saluted under tint rank winch shall entitle them to the greatest 
number of guns, but on no occasion is the same individual to be saluted in more 
than one coparity. 

A iit ■ 3. Frequent accidents occurring during the firing of salutes in small 

vessels, from the haste with which the guns are necessarily reloaded, none of Her 
Majesty's vessels, with less than 10 guns are in future to fire a salute that mny 
require the reloading of the guns, unless under circumstances when such omis- 
sion cannot bo explained, to prevent giving offence to a foreign power or a foreign 
officer. 

Ain. 4. No other salutes than those authorized by the foregoing regulati- 
ons are to be allowed, except that upon any important occurrence, such as a 
great victory gained by Her Majesty's arms, or other highly advantageous nati- 
ons! event, the Governor, or officer commanding any of Her Majesty’s posses- 
sions abroad, may, in conjunction with the senior officer of Her Majesty'r Na- 
val Service on the spot, direct such a salutes to be fired as the occasion may 
seem to them to require ; but, unlaws tint officers in the command of both Ser- 
vices concur in the piopriety of such salutes being fired, they are not to take 
place by one service only. 

The Governors of our Colonies are, however, authorized to continue to sanc- 
tion such salutes as may have been customary, and which they may deem right 
and proper at religious ceremonies, and further, to cause the usual salutes to "be 
fired at theopeuiug and closing of the Houses of Parliament or Assembly ; but 
these salutes are in neither of the above cases to exceed 19 guns. 

Art. 5. The ammunition for uli salutes authorised by the foregoing ins- 
tructions, shall be supplied by Her Majesty's Oidnance at the public charge ; 
but, in the event of guns being firad to enforce Quarantine or Port regulations, 
where there may be local laws authorising the recoveiy of the cost of the ammu- 
nition used for such purpose, the amount is always to be recovered and paid to

12. 1 n the event of jow vessel remaining outside or below Kedgeree, you

•tlottcd, to tbo pilot, immediately on the *mm\ bring brought to anchor ; tod 1 if 
you should neglect to deliver the »e*Ll|ianifeft for the spec* of twenty. four 
bourn after the vessel shall have nffipated, you Drill be liable to a Ann of oqo 
thouteod rupees ( K*. 1 ,000. ) 

13. You are to observe that the Collector of Government Customs will, 
upon application being made (o biro, grant receipts for all goods which may be 
landed from your ship or vessel, and lodged in the Custom House, and bo 
will he responsible for delivering front the Custom (louse all goods for 
which receipts shall have been granted ; but should you, your officers, or pee* 
•angers, omit to take such receipts upon \nor goods being landed and lodged 
•• abovemun noned, you or they will be entitled to indemnification, for any of 
them that may be lost io passing through the Custom House.

REGULATIONS. 


VOR TUB OVIDANCES OF COMMA NUKUS AND OTIlMItS, HKLONAING TO SHIPS AND 
VKSSfcLS • tSOMINO TO 1HR POIIT OP CALCUTTA. 

Under the orders vj Government tu the General Department, 
dated 5th August, 1B35, 

1st. As the Harbour Master in field responsible for the movements of all 
ships and vessels, to and fitmi the strain, requiting his assistance, the officers 
of uisdepar truant aie not to be interfered with in the execution of such import- 
ant duty, After a ship or vessel is moored in a clear and safe beith in the 
»Ue am, she is not to be shifted, unless for the purpose of hauling into dock, or 
to the Honorable Company’s moorings, and except in case of emergency. 

2d. All applications to take in or cast off from the moorings, or lor other 
•instance from the Harbour Master's department, are to be made in writing to 
the Mailer Attendant, who will direct the Harbour Master accordingly. Ap- 
plications will be complied with according m prioiity of date, 

3d. Oo ships or ve»seh arriving oil' Calcutta, they are to Have their jib 
and driver boema rigged-io is soon as practicable* and remain, so (ill the pilot 
takes charge, 

4th. Snipe and veeaels laying In the stream, or at tbe Honorable, Company’s 
moorings, shall have at least ooe anchor at tha bow with a cable bent, and 
ranged, ready for letting go at all times. 

6th. No ship nor vessel shall make any hawser or rope fast to iny of the 
Honors b le Company’s mooring bupys, except for tbe purpose of warping into 
a berth, under tbe direction ot the Harbour Master, or hut Assistant ; and ex* 
pectally no warps are to be out daring the night go account of tbe risk of boats 
being thereby upset, and the almost car tain fy of the consequent lose of 
lavee. 

6(b. Seriooe aefeidenu having taken placo in transporting *«•§§!«, from the 
circumstance of one ship letting go aoetber’a warp, while in tbe act ot moving, 
eommand&g officer* are to permit warpe to ha made fast, and to keep them eo, 
until requested to lot them go. All f$mU in the port of Calcutta are enjoined 
loamiettach otter, while in thn e«t of warping* 
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7ih. The Harbour Master** assistant* are directed to take cere in hauling 
•liifis or vessels into dock, that the waist anchors are got up out of thechaios 
n«d to •«* that no projections winter er, beyond the ahip’s side*, (which can be 
removed) be suffered to remain. 

0th. All ships or vessel* moor 
to prevent accident! securing. 

9th. Commanding officers of vessel* Sre strictly prohibited from boiling 
pitch, dammer, or lostn on board, to prevent accidents from fire. They are alio 
prohibited from throwing overboard ballast or rubbish of any kind, detrimental 
to the bed of the river. 

10th. Commanding officers of ships or vessels laying under fours, or at any 
of the Honorable Company's mooting's, ure to slack down their rabies, to enable 
vessels to pas* over them, when requited by the officers ol the Harbour Master’s 
department to do so. 

lltli. Ship# or vessel* mooting with any accident, oi causing damage to 
others while iu charge of an officer under f ho authority of the Master Attendant, 
have no claim on Government for such damage ; but the parlies concerned are 
to repiescnt tiiu case to tlio Mailer Attendant, who will take such cognizance of 
the same as the minis ul the case may appear to icquire. 

I2th.®ln order to avoid misconception a* to the responsibility of Govern* 
merit lor the safety of ship s and voscl* umkmg u*f of the Honorable Company’s 
chain mowing#, the Governor-lien rial in Council has been pleased to diitct, 
that it be explicitly notified to the public that Government does not guarantee 
the safety ol any ship or vessel which may u»e those mootings. 

1 3th. Government have been further pleased to prohibit commanders of all 
ships and w^-eU fimn moving them in any part of the mer, udIim* they have a 
pilot ortn officer fiomibe (labour MaileA department on board, under penalty 
(independently of such ronteijuenres a*. the owners or comm amlcrs may besub- 
ject to by law, on ihb part ol individuals,) or two hundred sicca rupees, for 
every breach of tin# prohibition. 

14th. Finally, you are hereby informed, that no pilot will 1 be allowed to 
take c Imrge ol your ship ouiw&ids, until a certificate from the Marine Pay 
M alter shall have been presented at the Master Attendant's Office, stating 
that all port charges due on her account hav« been paid.

OHDLttS OF III* F.XCkl LENCY TUB MOST NOBLE THE OOVERNOR-CENEEiL IN COUNCIL, 

t Fort William, My 16, 1301 

Whereas it hath hitherto been the practice for shifts importing at Calcutta, to 
retain their guupowder on board while lying in the port ; and w berets, tb$ ex- 
plosion of a Urge quantity of gunpowder on bond of ships lying off the town, 
might be attended with the most destructive consequences to the town, to the 
inhabitant* thereof, and to the shipping in the port ; and whereas, instances have 
occured of shot being fired into the town of C alcutta, and into the country ad- 
j ti cent, by ships aaluth^Fort William, or firing guns on other occasions. Hts 
Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-General in Council, with a view of 
obuatiog the serious consequence* which might ensue from a continuance of 
these irregular and dangerous practices, has been pleased lo establish tbe 
following rules ;-*■ # 

1. The Commander! of all vessels bound to the port of Calcutta, and pro- 
ceeding up to the town of Calcutta, or to any other part „ the livdr above 
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Moyapore, are required, on br before their arrival off MoyajRre, to lend at the 
magazine, which has been erected at that place. all the gunpowder which they 
may have on hoard, (whether contained in barrel*, or made up into ammunition) 
exceeding the quantity of one hundred pound*, which quantity every vessel it 
permitted to retain on board for the purpose oaring salute' or signal* in oaves of 
di*tre« 4 . Officer a appointed by Covet ament, will lake ctmge of the gunpowder 
immediately on its being conveyed to the shore at Moyapore* Imd deposit it in 
the magazine. Commander* of vessel* are required to mark the name* of their lea- 
ped! ve ve-soh on the barrel* am) package* of gunpowder, previously to their 
bring landed. A receipt for the gunpowder will he grauted by the officer in 
charge of the magaiiue. 

2. Io order that vessel* may be detained n* short a time as possible for the, 
delivery ot their gunpowder, Commander* of v*«els are required, on comining 
io sight of Moya pore, to hoist a flag at the foretop-nOivthead, whereupon the 
officer in chaige of the maga/me, will immediately Older person* to be in leadt- 
nes-i at the river-aide io receive the gunpowder. 

3. Gunpowder shall not be landed or received into Hie magazine between 
sun set and sun-use. 

4. The Commanders of vessel* outward hound winch may requite gunpow- 
der for their ounvard voyage, shall not take gunpowder on board in any part of 
the river above Moyapore, with the exveptinn ol a quantity not cxcei'dmg one 
hundred pound* for the purpose* beforeuuntioned. Should any gunpowdm have 
been lauded from any vewel when inward bound, and deposited in the magazine, 
the gunpowder will, upon the application of the commander of the ve***el to the 
officer in charge of the magazine, (such application being accompanied by the 
receipt granted on the deposit of the gnnpowdenn ihe magazine) he conveyed to 
the liver aide, aud delivered to such person a* may tieseui to take charge of it. 

5. In future, vessels entering the poey>f Calcutta, shall not at any time, while 
lying in any part of the river between ftfl^apore and Calcutta, have on hoard, 
without the express sanction of Government, any quantity of gunpowder ex- 
ceeding one hundred pounds for the purposes before-mentioned ; the Collector 
of the Government Customs n hereby empowered and directed, should he have 
reason to believe that a quantity ol gunpowder exceeding one hundred pound* 
has been received on board of any vessel, to rauimibe vessel to be searched, 
and should any greater quantity be found on b»md, l<» seize the aame. Ihe 
Collector is also empowered and dnected to seize any un.iui lmn?ed quantity of 
gunpowder which tpuy be attempted to he shipped on any ve«-el, in opposition 
to the rule* herein prescribed , all «u ph gunpowder *o seized, shall be liable to 
confiscation \ the Collector shall immediately send all the gunpowder *o seized 
to the magazine in Fort William, ami shall report the circumstance^ of the case 
to the board of Trade ; the Collector shall Out grant a port clearance for any 
auch vessel from which gunpowder shall have b»cu so seized, witho#the ex - 
pres* authorjty of the Governor-General in Council. 

6. One-half of the estimated value of all gunpowder which may be confisca- 
ted under ibis regulation, ah all be granted in equal proportion* to the Collector 
of the Custom* and hit Deputy ; the remaining moiety shall be granted m equal 
proportion* to the informer, and to the officer a*«i»ttftg in making the seizure. 

7. The Commander* of vessel* lying at Diamond Harbour, or in any other 
part of the river below Moyapore, will be permitted lo deposit their gunpowder 
in the magazine at Moyapore. 

8. Pursuant to the orders contained in the 6tb Article of the»e regulations, 
the commanders of all vessels now lying in thqpori of Calcutta, having on board 
a quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pound*, are required to send 
the quantity o? gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, which they may have 
on board of then respective ship*, or it any place oft shore, to the magazine at 
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Moyapore. If the Commander of any vcmel shall sht coniform to tbit requisiti- 
on# he ahall be liable to tbe penalties stated in the 5th Article. 


O. Tbe Commanders of all tmmIi lying off the towo of Calcutta, or any part 
of the river between the town and jCe>lger«e, tie prohibited from tiring gone (ex- 
cepting for the purpose of aalaltiigTott William, or for signal* in caaeofibe tea* 
eels being in diAreaa) for any purpose whatever, without having previoualy ob- 
tained tue permission of Hw Majeaty's Justices of the Peace for the town of 
Calcutta. When guns ahall be fired from any »U<p for the purpose of aalutiug 
Fort William, or for mgnale in caae of the ship being in distress, and also in casea 
in which gun* may be fired with the permission of the Juatidba of the Peace, the 
Command^ of the ship i* enjoined to be pamculiily careful that tbe guns be not 
•hotted*

The Marine Board hating lately, under ' the orders of Governmhnt, been on* 
gaged io revising the general regulations of the Maitne Department bearing on 
the shipping frequenting the port, request nlie particular attention of owners, 
agents, and commanders of vessels to the following arrangments in connection 
with fhe chargee on account of pilotage, Ac. framed with a view (o the mutual 
convenience of the Marine Depannicnt and the shipping interests. 

First.— Commander* are requested, prior to quitting their vessels on arrival off 
Calcutta, to fill up and certify, or cause to be filled up and certified, a form of 
certificate shewing i tic actual registered tonnage, the draft or water, and whether 
the vessel has or has not been tugged by a steamer any part of the way, or hae 
or has not hadUthe u»e of a row-boat, which form will be furnished to the pilot, in 
Older to the bills of the vessel betug correctly made out. 

Second. — Commanders ate further requested, as early after their arrival is 
possible, to notify, in wmtng, to the Mastei Attendant, the name and residence of 
the reference for the paynicot of his vessel's bills. , 

Third.— On the receipt by the Master Auefidant of the above certificate and 
written ^ 'reference for payment, a single bill will be prepared, including inward 
pilotage, light-house duty, Moyapore magazine duty, and row-boat hire, (jf aoy) 
which, together with the certificate, will be forwarded do the Marine Pay Master 
lor collection within fifteen days of the vessel, and having on it the name and 
residence of the party referred to lor payment, which commanders are requested 
to furnixh to the Master Attendant in writing as early after their arrival as prac- 
ticable, that officer* will more readily be enabled to presenAt. By this arrange* 
meat all the charges connected with the vessel up to her snivel off < $ leu tut, 
will be embodied in one bill, instead ol, as hitherto, being made 10 separate hills* 
Fourth.— In the event ol vessels docking, or being transported at the desire of 
the commander, it is requested that a ceiuficate may be given by the command* 
ing officer of the operation having been performed, in order to its accompanying' 
the bill when presented to the releree. 

Fifth.— The practice of charging for hauliug to the chain moorittge, for their 
monthly hire, and for hauling Iromtbe moorings in separate bill!, is discontinued, 
and henceforward one bill will be prepared, including the ebarge for hauling to 
the moorings, that for occupying them, and that for hauling from* them ; and 
cummandeis are requested to give, or cause their commanding officers to give, to 
ibe Master Attendant or fhe Harbour Master, certificate oi the date of hauling to 
and from the moot mgs, which certificate, as before, will accompany the bill 
when presented for payment. The hire of the moorings will be charged for the 
day on which the vessel is hauled thereto, without reference to the period of the 
day ; and, in like manner, no charge will be made for the day on which she 
hauls from her mooriogs, however late in the da y the may quit them.

Sixth.— The system xd charging, outward pilotage on an estimated draft ef 
water, with an addition of ten per kubteetu adjustment, after, tbesmaai 
has sailed, and of charging a emuin . number of days, tor a iow*boM,iMpet to 
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a IAp adjustment, is abolished ; and, in future, the outward pilotage and charge 
tor urn-boat hire on outward-bound vessels, will be made as follows 

When the^vesflel it finally laden, the commander ia to give notice thereof to the 
Maxtor Attendant when the draft oLwater ia to be ascertained end certified by the 
ri»rrwir*i»der or commanding officer Cm the part of the vessel, and by the Harbour 
Ma-tn on the part of Government, — subject, in can® of dispute, to the decision 
of the Master Aitendtnt. On receipt of the ceitificate, the Master Atteo lont will 
cause a bill to he made out for the regular amount of pilotage, and for the row-boat 
lure, according to an average rate with reference to the au^of the vessels and 
the season of the year, fined by a marine committee which latflj salat the Hank- 
shall, the majority of which was composed of members of houses of agenry and 
commanders of ships.

Seventh.— As however, if frequently happens, that vessels arc taken in charge 
or filling their water up to the last day of tlieir departure, or that from other 
millet) the hills for the chain moorings and outward pilotage cannot be made out 
till the eve of departure ; owneis, agents and commanders are in such cases 
pnrficulaily requested, with a view to despatch, to cause an individual to attend 
at the Hank shall and expedite the transmission of the hill and certificate to the 
llo ud for registry, and to the l*ay Qifiru tor collection j at each of which ofliees 
ihev may in such cases depend upon the most ready special attention. 

— In the event of a vessel being tugged any part of the way down by 
ileum, mr not having llu? me of a row -hoar, commanders are to obtain from tho 
pilot, at Kodgcice. a certificate to that e fleet, which they should forward by d.ik 
to their agent*. On receipt thereof agents are re quested to make out a hill against 
the Hon’blu Compafly for the \ deduction Uom the pilotage allowed if tugged by 
i-ienm, or for the row -boat hire paid, as the case may he, and to forward it to- 
gether with the ccitificate to the Marine Hoard for audit and pavnu nt. 

Ninth.— In ruses wlirio a vessel leaves Calcutta, avowedly intended to fill up 
cargo at some place below, the pilotage will be charged at the draft at which she 
leave* Calcutta in like manner, though at the reduced amount .is if she had pro- 
ceeded to sea j and wi’lt respect to the subsequent pilotage charge from the place 
at which the vessel laHa? in the addition'll cargo to sea, owners or agents of ves- 
sels will be required to furnish a special guarantee to pay the amount chargeable 
according to a Certificate of the draft of water to be signed by the commauder or 
iuimnanding oflicei arid pilot. 

Tenth.— nets of mootings at Diamond Harbour having been fitted specially 
ts suable vessels a i nving indifiliess from loss of anchors aud rabies to !>e readi- 
ly moored, the charge will be Co.'s Us 50 for mooring and unmooring, and the 
daily hire the same us for the moorings nt Calcutta. '1 he moorings will of course 
Im available to vessels not m distress from loss of anchors and cables, but the 
Harbour Master will be i inline ted at all times to keep two sets vacant during 
the S. \\ . Mon* ton to meet casualties. 

Eleventh. — Annexed is a statement of the several port and pilotage charges, 
and the M-mue Emm! trust, that with these and the certificates of tbft comman- 
der or commanding oiiircis before them, owners and agents of vessels wilt at all 
tunes be enabled readily to ascertain the correctness of the bills and to discharge 
them on pieaculolion 
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The pilotage is divided into twelfths forth® convenience of charging interme- 
diate or broken pilotage, vix. from sea to places short of Calcutta, and from arid 
to intermediate placee, as also for the purpose of the proportionate deduction 
being made when vessels are tugged by stotm any portion of the dutahee.

lie it ordatuud by the Right Honorable William Pitt Lari Amherst, Governor- 
General of Fort William in Rental, in Cuuucil, by virtue of the powers in bun 
vested by the said act, that from and after the publication hereof, in the utan ner 
heretn-aUnr directed, the following rules and regulations aluall be observed by 
UMSteii, officets, and owners of ships and vessels trailing under the authority of 
the said act, the crews of which ships and vessels shall be wholly or in part 
composed of Asiatic sailors, Insears or natives of any of the territories, countries, 
islands, or places withm the limit* of the charter of the said L mted Company!

vessel, and of what shall have become of every man comprized in such litis, 
and who shall not be on board such ship or vessel at the time of ber entry mto 
any such port ; and also a true and correct account, shewing the bedding ami 
chithjng, and quantity of tobacco, which may have been furnished and supplied 
to each Asiatic sailor, iascar and native, a« aforesaid, on board of such ship 
or vessel during the voyage, and what sum or balance shall be due and owing 
to each Asiatic tailor, lascar, and native as aforesaid, for his wages at the time 
of the arrival of such ship or vessel at her c j aligned port. , 

VII. The owners or owner of every soch ship or vessel, from which any 
Asiatjp sailor, lascar, or native as aforesaid, sbal]%e discharged or Undid in 
toy country, other than that from which such Asiatic sailor, lasear, or native 
is aforesaid, shall have been shipped, or to which he shall belong, shall, at tho 
proper costs and charges of such owners or owner, find and provide proper and 
•officieot lodging, raiment, food, medicines, and if necessary medical and anr. 
.{ical assistance for each and every Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native as aforesaid, 
who may ba so discharged or landed as aforesaid, from the lime of the discharge 
or landing of Mfih and every such Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native as aforesaid, 
until he shell he eble to enter himself on board of some other ship or vessel 
bound to his own country^ and on which he may work bis way to the port 
whence he mar have been shipped provided that the owners or owner o/tbe 
ship or vessemand to the country of such Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native as 
aforesaid, shall contact to provide such last mentioned Asiatic sailor, Lascar,

STRAITS OF SINGAPORE. 

Fort William, Dkcbmsbr 27, 1822. 

The Most Noble the Governor-General in Council, is pleased to direct, that 
the following copy of a notification, received from the Government of Prince of 
Wales' island, be published for general information : — 

PUBLIC NOTIFICATION. 

The Honorable the Governor in Council, is pleased to direct, that the follow- 
ing instructions, for passing through the north-east entrance into the Straits of 
Singapore, from the Htraits of Dryoo, by a route newly discovered by the com- 
mander and officers of the Honorable Company** cruiser Prince of Walet , called 
“ Phillip's Channel.’* be published for general information : — 

Direction* for patting through the north-east entrance into the Strait* of Sin* 
gapore , (from the Strait* of Dryon , ) or Phillip *i Channel* 

After clearing " the Middleborgh Shoal/* either to the eastward or westward, 
a direct course may be fleered for the Cape Island, which leys near a bluff head- 
land, on theeastern shore. This Island bears, north-east by north, from the cen- 
tre of the Middleburgh Shoal, am) north-north-eesl feast from the centre of Rod 
Islaod ; on the bearing there Se to extensive reef of rocka, distant one mile to the 
north-we*t of the Twine, with e working wind, aud standing to the northward, 
A vessel ought not to approach too near it ; this shoal of coral rocks is dry at 
low water spring tide*. When on it, the North Pieoage Island bore South Sa- 
tan Hill west, the Ulead of Red islaod south and by wtat, the sounding* art 
from ten to seventeen fa ttatne round it -steep too. After leaving Red Island, 
Pulo Doncao is the first islaod that will he disuoguwhed from the group of Is- 
land* forming the eastern shore. Pulo Ooncau ere two low, woody islands, 
beanog north-east 1 north, distant eight mitoe from Red Island ; in passing it to 
the westward, it ought not to be approached nearer than one mile, as there are 
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tome rock? reefj i which surround it, From hence Cape Iilaod will be seen, end 
bears north* distant four miles and half {pm Polo Don can ; the soundings are 
from twelve to eeventeen fathoms. Cape Island or Rock, so named* from its 
appearance, is a rock of perpendicular sides, flat at the top, and ahontfoity feet 
in height, and surrounded by a reef of rocks, projecting out about three hundred 
yards ; the soundings near it are from ten to fourteen fathoms decreasing as you 
near the island. Between it and the “ Bluff Head Land," is a reef of rorks,on 
which account it would not be advisable to go to the eastward of Cape Island. 

When abreast of Cape Island, Long tod Round Island, and the Rabbit and 
the Coney, may be distinctly seen. A direct course may be steered to pass in 
Mid Channel, between Round Inland and the eastern shore, which is three and 
a half miles across : the soundings are from seventeen to twenty-two fathoms. 
Long and Round Islands ought not to be approached nearer than three quarters 
of a mile, as there are rocky reefs round them. In working and standing to the 
westwaid of the south end of Round Island, go no further 10 the westward than 
to bring the north to the west end of Long Island, or with centre of the Rabbit, 
as there are four rocky reefs to the south-west of Red Island. When on the «outh- 
east end of the southern reef in a boat, Red Island was m one with the Rabbit ; 
the centre of Round Island east \ south. The soundings are irregular near these 
shoals and Long and Round islands. 

After passing Long and Round Islands, Singapore can he distinctly seen, and 
a course ought te be steered foi St. John's, to clear the Buffalo Rock auda patch 
of dry rocks to the south-west of the Buffalo. 


AMHERST HARBOUR. 

77ie folltwing remarks hu Captain Stoddard , commander of His Majesty's ship 
Cham/non, on the approach J mm sea to the new tou n of Auiishst, a( Lite entrance of 
Martaban river, are published for general information, 

When soundings are given, they are to be understood as having been taken at 
low water spring tides . 

" Steering for .Amherst with a leading wind bring Cape Champion, (a small 
island assuming the appearance of a cape, when well in with Zeabo,) to bear 
S. E. J S. and Zeabo, ( a small, well wooded island, about one mile S. b. W. £ 
W. from the pagoda.) E.b. S. — Pagoda E. N. E. and east end of Breboo island 
F. I E. when ships without a pilot, or unacquainted with the place, may anchor 
in 6 I fathoms toft bottom, being the fair way for Brisbane passage, and as the 

f iasa is narrow, not eiceeding twenty -five fatlmros from rock to rock, with ehal- 
ow knowls on either side, it would be advisable, previous to its being buoxd, to 
sound through into the harbour. But should circumstances prevent that pre- 
caution, the following hurried remarks might conduct a ship through • 

“ Bring the centre of Zeabo E. n. E. about three cables distant* and Cape 
Champion ahut in by wist point of Zeabo ; then steer N. N. E. paying clo*e 
attention to the soundings, the depth varying in the channel from three to nine 
fathoms, and in some places, by yawing a cable's length on either side, from five 
fhat to six fathoms, more particularly when Cape Champion opens about a sail’s 
breadth to the eastward ot Zeabo. The Beacon ( to ht) on the western extremity 
of the rechs, forming the east side of the pass, will lead to near its centre : when 
borrowing a little to the eastward of Mid Channel* run through it six and sight 
fathoms general windings steering for the first reach in the neighbourhood of 
Martaban river, N. N. E. | E. When to the northward to the reef, the water 
may be shoaled to four fathoms ; then steer to the eastward* for the southern 
point of the entrance to the Kalveen river* or for a conical mounts showings 
little to the southward of the entrance, being one of the Tong range of the Yea 
Mountains* seen in the interior* and anchor in from two and n half to three and 
a half, soft bottom* at any convenient distance from ashore. Larger vessels, 
when iu four fathoms, to haul in for th« anchorage, should it m for a large* 
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well-wooded hill on the northern end of the Wtttmw or Ctain^beYI Range, and 
aoclior in from three to tire fathoms soft bottom. I would recommend mooringnp 
and down the tide, ami during the N. W. monsoon the beat bower to the east- 
ward. To run out through BlUbatie passage, steer towards, f what I imagine to 
be a shoal, with a passage round it,) through middle ground, guided in the ap- 
proach by the sounding* until the pass is opened ; and when Zeabo shows to the 
westward of the pagoda, with five and sis fathoms fca(/*»tide, it indicates the fair 
way! When Cape champion and Pagoda are in one, hs6l np a little more for 
the pass, and when open, then borrow, (at 90 entering,) a little to the eastward 
of Mid Channel, and run through S. S. W. | W. When a cable nod a half to 
the southward, keep a point to the westward, until Cape Champion opens wait 
of Ztabo, from whence I had regulsr soundings with muddy bottom. 

" There is soother channel running close along the N. E.side of the reef, with 
deep water, but running so near the rocks at the S. W.end of the middle grouod 
shoal, that ( would not recommend its being used, except from necessity. 

Nora.— 11 This harbour possesses, among other advantages, that of filling near- 
ly two hours before the water ceases to flow in the river, and continues, with 
little variation in depih. uuiil thy ebb becomes general, offering the facility of a 
lake during that interval, to communicate with the shipping, ficc. &c. 

" A like advantage is enjoyed by L'Harve de Grace, arising from similar na- 
tural ca«e«. Being situated near the mouth of the Seine, its area it filled at 
nearly flood ftom the Hiitish Channel, and remain! stationary nearly three hours. 
The Setae, end its tributary interior branches, receiving their quota in the interim, 
the returning ebb is guided by the sands at the mouth of the river, rushes towards 
the harbour, where, there not being any back-water, confines what ia already in, 
until a fall of some feet has taken place in the offing, proving a circumstance of 
peculiar importance to so confined a port as L'Havre, and which may tend ma- 
terially to the future benefit of the place nowin question. 

“ The velocity of the flood-tide, at its utmost rate, is of no moment, the ebb 
retiring with about double the force, m consequence of the water from the Ka- 
leen river being directed through the harbour after first quarter flood by the Di- 
ana Shoal. 1 lie estreme fitness of the harbour for docks, (theta being a rise and 
foil of nineteen feet,) although undertakings to be reserved for other periods, 
should not be overlooked in the present view of its qualities."

“ It hat been said, that the extremeties of the sands, at tbe entrance of this 
river, have a tendency to increase to the southward.

*• My observations place the end of the eastern reef 9 ' 22" and the end of 
Saugor sand l.Y 30” more weaieily, which difference partly aiisas from the meri- 
dian of Fort William being erroneously said to be 88° 28' east of Greenwich, 
whereas, observations taken a,! the observatory, and many luoars reduced to the 
flastaff, give it 88° 20* 67" east. 

“ The small cliff* rence in our latitude is not likely to produce much inconve- . 
sience to navigation; but the great difference in ihelongiiude may perplex the 
navigation considerably ; fur tf by departing from MadTa«,cr uny other well-deter- 
mined meridian, with good chronometers, he is tA possession of the correct longi- 
tude, and ah pea his course for the floating light, according to the chart, in 83° 25' 
east, tie will assuredly find hiuo*eli )2£ miles to the eastward of its true position, 
and the steeling m Lacafn’s Channel. 

41 The present ponitton’of the floating light is well chosen, as she serves both to 
mark the eastern channel, and also for deep ships to cross over the eastern reef 
by her branngs. 1 beg leave to suggest, that she should not be removed, or 
suffered to quit her sUtton, and cruize about, being (m her piopor station.) a 
wcIlMietertiitned object by which the navigator nuy examine las cbionotneters 
aimr a long passage down the nver, as well as to depati from. 

The reef buoy at present heats about N. W. by. W, \ W. from the 
floating light, distant about 6 miles, one buoy being distinctly visible fioni the 
other.

BUOYS LAID, DOWN IN THE CHITTAGONG RIVER. 

Notice ie hereby given, that two buoye have lately been laid dowa at the aw* 
trance of Chittagong river, the particular! whereof, aa reported by Mr. Branch 
Pilot Sinclair, are published for general informal ion ; vu. “one off Patanga 
Fowl, and the other on the western extreme of the Fait running off Nomau’s or 
Neman* Point. The northern buoy is a skeleton buoy painted red, and an ex* 
cel lent Mark to keep ves«eU from running on shoro on the reef, off Patanga 
Point; Either in the woikiog down or coming in, this buoy ought not to be 
brought to the eastward of N. hy E. : it lays in two fathoms low>water apring 
tide*, and wryMtrep, particularly to the N. W. 1 myself, alter laying the buoy, 
shoaled from two taihonn into 4 feet ooe cast. The south buoy t« a third da** 
buoy, (spire) painted black. No IS. This buoy la an excellent leading buoy inlo 
the river, and equally a< good a mark for going nut, in the south-west muusoon, 
on a flood tide. In runin g up, vessels may keep in olose to Noman’s Point, from 
four to six fathoms ; and by so doing run up in a line to the buoy, without hav-i 
ing lei# water until you come close to the buoy. Ou coining close up to ibo 
buoy, I would advi-e lire officer in charge to steer direct for the northern buoy, 
until rather more than halfway brtween them, and then haul up N. K. for t ho 
flagtaff. In crowing the bar, die best water over is, with the blacker southern 
buoy, bearing N. E. to N. E. by N., carrying two fathoms low water ; llieso 
buoys, called the northern and southern buoys, being marks for the entrance of 
the (Jtmiagong river. In the dry season, 1 have no doubt of the sands shifting, 
and of their becoming more extensive, so that it will mo»l probably require 
sailing directions tor the N- E. 'monsoon, as well as for the S. W, I am in 
great hopes that the buoys will ride well in the situation they are now placed; 
the northern oue being entirely within the current of the river ; and the southern 
one in the weakest part of (lie strong current running outside, being placed as 
far, in the entrance of the river, as could be prudently done.”

In raoe-* whete persons, whether public officers or private individuals, are de- 
sirous of proceeding on board a pilot ve-el for the benefit of their health, appli- 
cation is to be made a* above, accompanied by a medical certificate, evidencing 
the necessity of the party proceeding to »»*a ; when permission will be granted 
by the M outer Attendant or his Deputy, to repair on board auch vessel as may 
bo available, individuals again, both in the *e»vioe*'|nd out of it, who have 
occasion to go on board a pilot vessel, for purpo*tf* unconnected with their duty 
or health, are to make application to the Marine Hoard, stating the purpose* 
for which they desire the indulgence, ami the time for which they are likely to 
be on board. The pilots are on no account whatever to receive on board as 
passengers nny individuals unless sanctioned as above. 

2. Individuals pioceedm ; on board of pilot ves«eU, under either of the above 
circumstances, arc entitled to occupy one. half the after accomodation, and in 
the event of a gie-iler number of prisons being on board, under due authority, 
than cau be accommodated in the c-ibin alluded to, the juniors, if public servants, 
and those last permitted to go on board, it private individuals, are to have such 
accommodation as the dining cabin a fiords li is to be optional with the pilot 
in c barge to allow the occupation of his half of t lie after accommodation to 
such individual* ; but he is on no account to demand a greater sum than 
eight deen rupees per diem for the first fortnight, and six for every day after. 
Rut it is to be understood, that imtividuU proceeding on board, on public 
•ervice, shall have the right of also occupying the remaining half of the after 
accommodation, on a remuneration being made to the pilot, in charge of the 
vessel, at the rates above specified. 1 he pa\ meat io both the above case*, is 
tube exclusive of the amount to be g.veu lor table money, as herem-after- 
elated. 

3. It into be distinctly understood, that no individuals proceeding on board 
a pilot vessel, of are to be considered a* po*se**ing ibe * lightest degree of autho- 
rity on boatd ; but tbaithe regulations now in force, relative to pa*«engers on such 
occasion*, are io be strictly maintained. Tim rule n, of course, not applica- 
ble in cases wherein, by the special ordm ot the Uovernmant, the pilot in 
charge is required to place himself under the directions of any particular 
individuals. 

4. Pilots in charge of teasels, are to provide a suitable table for their pas- 
senger*, and are on no account to 
d*<U'tnd a larger amount for table 
money, than the sum* specified in the 
margin,* and aoy pilot making a lar- 
ger demand, either directly, or indi- 
rectly, will be subject to such lot* of 
rank, as the Marine Board, under the 
circumstance s of the case, shall dettr- 
roine.

RULES FOR CLEARING THeTuVBR HOOGHLY OF WRECKS 
AND OTHER OBSTRUCTIONS. 

1. In order to provide for dealing the bed of the river of all authors that 
have been lost in ill channels aud anchoring, stations and for the recovery

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and removil of every description of wreck deposited therein, it shall be the duty 
of the Master Attendant, to employ m the moat efficient manner practicable, tinder 
the official superintendence of the Marine Hoard. the means placed by Government 
at the disposal of that officer, for tlio purposes a pccificd. 

2. All recovered anchor*, grapnels, and wreck of ever* description, shall bn 
landed as soon aa may be practicable, in the same state in which they are renam- 
ed. Articles belonging to the Hon'ble Company are to bedelivcredtothede- 
payment to which they belong, by the Master Attendant, under instructions, 
with winch he will be furnished. All other article'! are to be deposited in the 
Baukshall premises, and immediately alter their being ao deposited, a full and 
accurate description shall be taken of the .articles for registry, specifying whether 
the articles are of a perishable nature nr not ; place where, und date when found ; 
and such other information as may l^e at all calculated to enable owners to iden- 
tity their property. A distinguishing nmkiMo be placed on the anchor or Other 
thing so recovcied, wnh while punt, when die articles will ndum ol it, the mark 
expressing die year in winch n was recovered, and its number in the register of 
tli.it \e.n ; when the article will not admit of being marked with white paint, it it 
to l»e in smne other manner sufficiently identified, so a* to conned it with its par- 
ticular Ham in the registry. 

3. The above information i« to he regularly entered inlb books of registry, to 
be kept for that purpose at the Master Attendant's orfice, which books shall be 
alwavs open for public inspection, during the hours ol business: a copy of thie 
registry. shall he scot weekly, under the signature of the Master Attendant, t6 
the Marine Hoard, who will cause a li*t of the recovered articles, with all the 
necessity information to be liuug upiu ihe Exchange lioomt, for the information 
of the public. 

4. In theeveulof the right of property being proved to the satisfaction of the 

Muster attendant, or in ta«e of dispute, to the satisfaction of the Mati ng Hoard, 
such property shall be valued by Messrs. Mackemie, Lyall und Co., or the pro- 
prietors ot the Exchange, subject to, arbitration ; aud if the value fixed by them, 
should be objected to either by the Master Attendant on the pait of Government, 
or liy the owner ; when the valuation shall have been fixed, die Master Atten- 
dant shall make out a bill tor salvage, rated according to the place of recovery 
via , |d. of the value of articles recovered above Fultah ; 40 per pent. on articles 
recovered between Fultah and Cul pee ; 50 per cent, on articles recovered be- 
tween Cu'pee andSaugor ; and 65 per cent, on articles recovered below Saugor 
with interest on the amount of salvage, calrula’ed on the value fixed by Messrs 
Mackemie, Lyall and Co. as above directed, 'i he bill is to be sent to the Maiim 
Board for registry ; it is then to be passed to the Marine Pay Master for codec* 
tmn ; on the production of whose receipt to the Master Attendant, that officer 
vrih deliver up the anchor or wreck identified. * ■ 

5 . All perishable property shall, if unclaimed, be sold by public auction, by 
Me-srs. Maefonsif, Lyall and Co , three mooths after its recovery ; unless they, m 
conjunction with the Matter Attendant, consider it for the interest of the owners, 
that it should be sooner disposed of. in like minder, all nod-pet ishable proper- 
ty shall be sold at tfuaiterly public tales , twelve months after recovery. On re- 
ceipt of the net proceeds, salvage, as directed io article *4tb, shall be deducted 
therefrom, to theciedit of the M Wreck and anchor Concern," and the bilance be 
deposited io the General Treasury for payment, without interest, to parlies at any 
time subsequently establishing right thereto. 

6. Io eases where ships may have parted from their anchors, or other property 
have been lost or wrecked, and information of the same is immediately communi- 
cated by the owners or commanders, to ibe Heater Attendant, the requisite aseia- 
tance is to be afforded without delay, and the anchors, fee. when recovered* are 
to be delievered to the owners, on secerity given hr payment, at the rate of three 
rupees per cwt. for anchors, or similar property ; any other description of pro- 
perty ao recovered, is to be delivered, e* payment of one-half M# aaaountof 
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salvage, referred !o in 4th paragraph, according to the place from whence the 
prosily >a recovered. The valuation thereof to be made by Moure. Afucfonsit, 
i.tfali and ('a, subject , as before, to arbitration. If the owners or commanders 
poweve suitable means for recovering their own anchors or other lost or wrecked 
property, within 48 hours after they Ittve been parted from or lost, and decline 
receiving assistance, the interference the of Master Attendant is then foibidden ; 
but, should they fail to remove the obstructions within that period, (unless it shall 
be extended under the sanction of the Marine Hoard,) the Matter Attendant is 
authorized to effect the object himself ; and all such anchors or property, when 
recovered, shall be subject to the prescribed charge of salvage in the article 4. 

7. Should any anchors or other property, not their own, be recovered by own- 

ers or comma mle^s of ships, when weighing or recovering their own anchors, 
they shall be delivered to Hie Master Attendant, in the state in which they may 
have been found, wuh every thing attached to them, and be registered 'm the 
tame way, as if they had been recovered in the Amt instance by the Master 
Atrendaut. In this case, however, the parties so recovering wrecked property, 
shall be entitled to one-half the amount of salvage. * 

8. 'i he above rules are not to be construed to extend to the cate of any ship 

or vessel being wrecked in any part of the river. In such case the Matter At- 
tendant shall, on the requisition of the parties concerned, afford every»praciica- 
ble assistance lor recovering the said ship or vessel, her stores or cargo; and 
such a claim or compensation in the nature of salvage, shall be preferred by the 
Af urine Hoard, as to them, under all the cucumstances of the case, shall appear 
reasonable , should, however, the parties concerned decline the assistance ol the 
Master Attendant, their operations shall not be interfered with, unless by their 
uegligencirthe navigation of the river should become liable to continued obslruc- 
lion I rum the accident. In thm case, as before, the Master Attendant ta to adopt 
all tbc necessary measures to remove it. r

REPORT ON KYOUK PHYOO HARBOUR. 

f 

Between the north end of Ramree Island and several small islands to the 
northward of it, there is a passage leading to the eastward ; it affords a safe and 
commodious harbour for ships of the largest class The harbour is named 
k^ouk Pliyoo, from a village which is on the N. W. part of Uamree, and may 
be interpreted white stoue harbour. Commodore Sir John Hayes was the first 
who brought this harbour to the notice of Government, having visited it with part 
of the flotilla, in 1826. 

The ingress and egrets are easy, during the day, but not so by night, for be- 
•idea the dangers that are immediately about the entrance of the harbour, the 
terrible rocks, that aie about ten miles to the westward of the Saddle Islands 
being low, and some of them below the surface, make it very hazardous to run for 
harbour at such a time and should Kyouk Pbyoo become a place of great resort, 
a light of aome sort will be indispensable, Oo the northern rock of the Terri- 
ble* would be the most advantageous position for a light ; but, 1 apprehend, the 
top will not afford sufficient space for a house, although it would only be neces- 
sary to erect a amall one, as all that a ship could require, would be to know the 
position of the Terrible*, sod from thence how to direct her course toward* the 
Pagoda Rock ;for 1 consider that, having passed the north end of Saddle Island, 
a ship will find the water smooth enough to anchor entil morning. The Terri- 
ble Rocks are high enough to be discerned during day-light, at five or six 
miles from a veaeel’s deck of 12 feet high, and thereto* iov beacon placed an 
them to direct ships at that time is neegmary. 
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apceii at gll seasons of the year, tod the cate with which a ship can quit during 
w » ^ ' R10o * ooa .» w hereaa the mouth of the Arracan river is environed by 0 
fallow bar, end ships rauit choose moderate whether to put to eea. 

The tides in Kyonk Phyoo am very moderate, as it is only for three or four 
days iu the springs that their velocity is between two and three miles per hour: 
the rise and fall of the water is between eleven and twelve feet, and it is high* 
water at full, and change at nine hour*. 

The depth tu some parts of Kyouk Phyoo harbour is inconveniently great, beia 
30 and 10 fa: boms ; but after getting to the eastward of the flsg'SUff point, there 
is a level anchoring ground with from 12 to 9 fathoms all over it. 

The most convenient anchorage is with the flag staff bearing from W. by N. 
to W. N. W. distant about half or three quarters of a mil**, in 10 fathoms at low 
water. A *hip will then he about a quarter of a%tile off the flit which lines the 
Kamree -hare, and her communication with the shoro, be quick ; the flat attends 
about 250 yards off in some pans, and dries at low spring tides with 5 or 6 
fathom* close lo u* ed'jc; by anchoring neater to the flag staff, you will feel 
the eddies Irani the point and be unsteady* 

About ono and three quarter mile of the south cast from the flag staff, there ie 
an inlet w^ich branches off into several small creeks, running to the southward 
and westward, the inlet is shallow at it* entrance, not having more than ljor % 
fathoms water but is deeper within ; and a ship of three or four hundred tom 
may warp into it ; hut from the maugroves and swampy grounds about the creek, 
it is an unhealthy looking place. 

At 3 1-6 miles to the E. S. J'. of the. flag staff is the north-east point of 
llamree, and from the la.ier, a little more than a mile to Hie N. N^E. is the 
# souib poiut of Buffalo Gland; between the two is Flftcher H aye’s waits, by 
which the commit niraton U kept up with Rainree town, Sandoway, and Ay eng; 

1 have not examined beyond the N. K. point of Rgmree, but 1 see that Mr. 
Bowmau’s chart exhibits a great depth of water in t^e Strait. 

Their h a passage on the north pule of Buffalo Island leading into Comber- 
mere Bay, but noly fit for boats. 

The ulands which form the north side of Kyook Phyoo harbour, aresmall; and 
their general height is from one hundred to about three hundred leel ; they are 
rocky and covered with jungle* 

The north point of Ramree, whore the cantonments stand, appears to be t dry 
to and sandy soil ;but from Prospect Hill 1 saw much jungle ami swampy ground 
the southward, which must affect the salubrity of the place. His Majesty's* 
ship with a view to trying the climate of Kyouk Pnyoo, remained ta 

the harbour all June, July and August ; it may be questioned, if such atrial is 
conclusive, since the height of the ruins is nol to the sickly season ; ao4 every ship 
that may visit the port is not lively to be so well housed over, and the crew care- 
fully pie»erved from exposure. 

The co) t of Aarracan is generally unhealthy, as fevers prevail in some degree 
thoughout the year. Kyouk Phyoo is 1 believe, one of the most healthy parts 
of the coast, but nol exempted from the consequences of the monsoon breaking 
up in the neighbourhood of the dunderfcund* j therefore September and October 
will be found less healthy Chao at other season** Judging of the weather we or- 
perieooed in February, 1 am of opinion, that eonvaieaeeots from Calcutta, would 
And benefit by a visit to Kyonk Phyoo from tbt ‘beginning of January to tho 
middle of April, at which time there is a fine sen bioexe blowing daily front, 
about 10 a. m. unfit 9 or 10 r. m ; the weatheri* dry, and morning clear, and, 
free of the heavey fogs which Akyab is subject to. 

The water is good although procured at weUs; poultry and fish are plfb)U 
fuh Vegetable, from the pfecu V$0f ^teoeully settled, ire nol so * van ob- 
tnh«Ml some of tb* European> ktndfriMi which, were good.

N. 64° 4' W. distant 2150 yards, and the northern outer buoy of the entaraoce 
is on the same line of bearing, but i* 5,570 yards from the fhg*slaiT. The sou- 
thern outer buoy, which is close to the reef that environs the N. W. point of 
llamree, bears N. 7G g 18’ W .; from the flag-staff, distant 4120 yards. The distance 
between the two outer buoys is 1*15 geographical mile, which is the width of the 
channel into the hut hour, 

'The depth on the top of the Reliance Rock at low water ia fathom, and it is 
so sharp, that the lead will not lay on it. At about 100 yards to the south of the 
rock the depth is 5 fathoms, deponing to 14 in Mid channel towards llamree and 
again shoaling to 5 or 0 Hose lb the beach.

RULES FOR REGULATING LEAVE OF ABSENCE TO MEMBERS 

OFTHE PILOT SERVICE, WllKI 11EK ON ACCOUNT OF PRl- 
. VAIL AFFAIRS, FURLOUGH, OK ON MEDICAL CEUHK1CATE. 

1st— The Master Attendant may grant to any member of the pilot service , 
upon application and sutfuieut cause shewn, leave to absent himself born hn 
duties for a period le-s than one month w.thout quitting the presidency ; and for 
emh absence there shall be’ no deduction from t he pay and allowances of the 
party availing himself of llie indulgence. 

2nd,- Any member of the pilot service who shall consecutively absent him- 
self from the duties of the service for a period exceeding one month, except upon 
leave granted under medical certificate, as provided below, shall suffer a deducti- 
on Irom Ins allowances of one-third. 

3rd. — Any Branch Pilot, Matter Pilot, Mate or Volunteer desiring leave of 
absence on account of private affairs for more than one month, or desiring to quit 
the prcMdeocy otherwise than in the way of duly, shall submit application for 
the same through the Master Attendant to the Marine Board, an^ shall mike 
known to the Secretary to the Boaid the occasion which* induces him to apply 
for leave. 'I be Marine Board shall be competent to grant leave on account of 
private affairs for a period not exceeding three months, and the party availing 
himself thereof, shall be subject to the deductions above provided. 

4ih. — Any member of the Pilot service who shall lie absent for a longer period 
than three months, without the special sanction of Government, shall lose all 
pay and allowances for the period of absence, and further, shall suffer deduction 
of the time of such absence in computing the period of hi* general service. 

5th.— Pilots uoabko to discharge the duties of their profession on account of ill 
health, shill be bound to furnish a medical certificate to the effect, under pain of 
being considered absent without leave* 

6ih.— Members of the pilot service whose state of health may require a voyage 
to sea, or who mij on that account desire to leave the presidency, shall submit 
application for the tame through tbe Master Attendant to the Marine Board, 
forwaruiog with the application a certificate from the Marine Burgeon or Assis- 
tant Surgeon. The Marine Board may grant leave for any period not exceeding 
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ihrcr months .mil the party availing himself of it 4rill be enabled to ilraw on 
luiui ii his entire pay and allowance-* without deduction. If the leave solicited 
f . x ,.r'-(l tliu period "of three month*, the medical certificate will require to be 
t .Midicr^i 'iic<l hy a member of the Medical Hoard, And the aanciion of Govern* 
Mf-nt will i»- require*] to enable the polii to proceed to the Cape or elsewhere 
un lci the following rule. 

7ih, Hr a nr h Pilot*, Master Pilots, Mates and Volunteer* compelled bv nek- 
iieK* duly <*vi nlicd to proceed to the Cape or elsewhere beyond sea, within the 
limit* of the Honorable Company’* rlianer. shill be entitled to draw on tin ir 
return the reduced allowance", and shall receive the passage money allowed to 
their rank in the following table, viz.

!So claim (or remission o( doty on gooda, staled to be damaged or unmerchant- 
able, shall he ndmitlui, unlv>» to found at the Cii-tnm Hou^e ; — when, after pre- 
vious advertisement to the Government Gaielte, they must he sold ou the wharf 
and pay duty on gro*» amount silts. * 

Rules for wharfage and godowu rent may be learnt on personal application to 
the Head Tide-waiter. 

No arms nor military stores to be imported without the special sanction of 
Government. 

Certificate* from oilier presidencies to proetet goods partially or wholly, from 
dutv, must be presented at the same Imie with the application to import j other- 
wmo full deity will be levied here. Such certificate* mint specify marks, num- 
bers, or addresses, on packages : together with quality, quantity, amount duty 
levied at (he other presidency, &c. otherwise they will not be admitted. 

All goods for cxpoi tation shall be shipped from the Custom Hou«e, or with 
regular pass, under penalty of confiscation, as per section 3. regulation ill. of 
1830. 

No claim for drawback shall be admitted, unless the goods have been regular- 
ly passed, and duly entered in sworn export manifest j nor in any case for goods 
shipped, after the i>sue of port clearance. 

No Pilot shall allow any goods to be taken on board a vessel which baa ob- 
tained her port clearance, without seeing a certificate fiom the Custom House, 
which document is to be signed bv the pilot, and returned to the Collector. 

The pilot shall detain tin* v t >>cls lor further orders from the Master Attend- 
ant, il any goods, without such certificate, should be taken on board by the com- 
manding officer, and such goods are to he detained by the Pilot, and shall be 
liable to coufi*catiou, when the Pilot, will obtain his proper share of reward. 
Moreover, goods seized, in the attempt to ship them clandestinely, shall be 
liable to confiscation. * 

All goods transhipped to port are liable to the prescribed duty for imports. 
1 mju aud if the iraaaacuoft be regular, may claim drawback. Rut goods 
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which are transhipped, without due permission first obtained, or shipped, or at- 
tempted to be shipped, on any other vessel than that for which they may have 
been passed at tlie Custom House, or without past, shall bo liable to coirft- 
catioo. ** 

No arms, ammunition, nor military stores, shall be shipped without the special 
sanction of Government. ' , 

No vessels can obtain inward clearance, until all her import carg&haa been 
duly accounted for. 

To protect from imposition such persons as are strangers in Calcutta , and wh 
employ natives to transact business for (hem at tins office, it is notified, that fo 
eveiy sum taken, as government customs or duty, a receipted lull is given undo 
the signature of the Collector, or of Ins Deputy, or Ins Covenanted AiM'tanl. 

Clearance'*, whether inward or outward, can be given only in regular turn, ami 
it is for c«»mm. infers or others on llieir pat t, to seetliat their applications be 
duly noted, wuh the dite anddtour of teceipt by the Supervisors, respectively. 
Applicaiionsjnr outward clearance, (or export manifests,) cannot be received, 
unless accompanied by certificate of inward clearance ; and, it is requited, 
that such applications be presented, ,il least three complete da)* previously lo 
the date on winch port cleat ante is denied, in order that Umemsy be allowed for 
the adjudgment of export cargo****, though it will ho issued earlier if practicable. 

No fees are taken for any atH Dvit« * worn in tins oiltce, on subject of Custom 
House bu'-mess, nor are any tees whatever allowed to be takep by any pernon 
belonging to this estaldi.diment, whetiier sitting within the office, or stationed out 
of doors.

PASSENGERS' BAGGAGE* 


Considerable misapprehension prevailing is to what articles are comprised i* 
the term " baggage in use,” aud ho entitled lo free duty, it is hereby declared, 
that the term applies solely to wearing apparel, second-hand, or in use, cabin 
furniture and tnfliug personal properly, all in use and accompanying the pro- 
prietor. 

The Tide-waiter on board each vessel, after satiftfying himself by inspection, 
that baggage as above defined, has been to use, will pass direct from the 
ship. 

Fresh millinery, saddlery, musical instruments, guns, pistols, carriages, wines, 
•pirn*, plate, glass, crockery, Acc, not used, [aliho 1 for personal use and not 
brought for sale] are liable to duty; all packages containing such articles as 
well as all closed packages, whatever, lie contents may be stated to be, must be 
sent to the Custom House, at the expence of the proprietor, for examination and 
levy of duty, unless the proprietor can produce to the Tide-waiter, a Custom 
House permit or pais, particularly specifying such package. 

Passengers whose baggage may have been forwarded to the Custom House, 
are requeued to apply in writing to the Collector ofeustomsat the Custom House, 
for a permit ; and »uch applications should contain the number of packages, aud 
the contents and value of each. 

Personal applications cannot be attended to.

Bir Law, 11th November, 1814.— Persons of evil fame frequenting streets 
dec, without giving a good account of themselves, and shewn upon oath to have 
been so freijutniiog street*, A,c. with intent to commit a felony, may be adjudg* 
nd, by two J uMnos, to sutler fifty stripes, or to bo sent to the House of Correc- 
tion for three months. 

U hen goods, Ate. bonds, bills, he, shall have been stolen, and found upon a 
person, who cannot account for how he got them, then, if the party robbed, shall 
swear that he believes the property to lie his, two Justices may sentence tho person 
to i fine of one hundred rupees, and if this is not paid, they may sentence him to 
public whipping, as above, or to commitment to the House of Correction for sis 
calendar months, with hard labour. 

Eve I.uv, 21st April, 1 8 17. -r- Persons found in possession of lead, icon and 
other metals, and not able honestly to account for their being so, may be sen- 
tenced by two Justices to pay a fine of Hs. 100, for tbe first offence ; 200 Re. 
for the second offence, and Hs. 400 for every subsequent offence , or, if the fino 
is not paid, to 2 months, 4 months, and 6 months imprisonment with hard la* 
bour in the House of Correction.

III. ‘I hat the object* of this association be. 

1. To encourage the general adoption of the system of ready*money pay- 
memo which prevails in all other pans of tho world, and which enables trades- 
men to sell at lower ram* than those of Calcutta can afford to do, from the pre- 
valence of the ruinous system »f indiscriminate credit, which has obtained for 
many yews, to the serious injury of the tradesmen, and the manifest disadvan* 

• \age of the public. 

2. To define the terms of credit, when credit is allowed, and to prescribe 
measures calculated to ensure payment, and guard againat future low when tho* 
terms of credit are violated. 

3 To encourage a friendly communication amongst persons engaged in busi- 
ness in Calcutta, especially on subjects involving their common interests; an 
object which appears to have been hitherto neglected. 

IV. The officers of the Trade Association are the Master, Past Masters, 
Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Treasurer, Secretary, Auditors, Counsel and 
Solicitor. 

V. The Master lobe elected from the Post Masters and those members who 
have served, or may be serving, the offices of Wardens. All other office bearers

VI. Tbeelectiooof Master, Wardens and Treasurer to take place by ballot 
annulfy, at a special meeting to be convened for the purpose on the second Satur- 
day in December.

The general quarterly meetings of the association to take place U»e se- 
cond .Saturday in January. April. July, and October. 

XIII. The Master shall preside at >H meetings, or, in his absence, the im- 
mediate Past Matter. In the absence of the immediate Paal Matter, the oldeet 
Past Master present, shall take the chair. 

XIV. The Master, or, in his absence, the Senior Wsrden, has right and 
authority of assembling a special general meeting; the causa of such meeting to 
be declaied in the summons, and no other business to be entered upon. 

XV. Special general meetings may also be called on a requisition to that 
effect, signed by five members and specifying the object of the proposed meeting. 

XVI In any rase where the votes art equal, the second or casting vote of 
the chair to decide.

Sub* 
trnbrr* who may be absent from the presidency, may vote for Directors by prosy, 
on addicting to the Secretary letters containing the names of the persona for 
whom they wish (o vote, or hy transmuting such names under their signature to 
(he general meeting be the hand of any other subset iber. The Directors who 
•hall l>6 fouud duly elected, shall then choose then president from among i h era- 
se! m 1 he precise day and place ol meeting •hall be notified by the President, 
in the Calcutta Guutte, at least two calendar months before band. 

A ht. 28. At the annual meetings the accounts of the fund and proceeding! 
of the Directors for the past year, ahull be laid before the meeting, for inspection 
and approval by the tuber fibers present, who were not ot the direction; after 
which, i he meeting at Urge will proceed to choose Directors for the ensuing 
twelve months. The accounts to be published for general information. 

Art. 29. The Directors of the past year are eligible to ba re-elected. 

Art. 30. All subscribers, who may have contributed to the fund by paying 
donations and subsc'iptiuna in their respective ranks, during six continued 
months before any meetiog, are entitled to attend to carmine the accounts a 04 
proceedings, and to vote for Directors. 

A nr 31. In the event of a vacancy in the office of Director occurring in rho 
ioii'f mediate period between two annual meetings, the Director# may choose a 
successor tiom amongst the subscribers at the presidency, who nay bo eligible to 
the office.

Or if any alleged mismanagement, or other emergent cause, 
should occur to aoy twelve subscribers, to require the notice of the society at 
large, a special meeting shall be summoned by the President on (he written re- 
quisition of such twelve subscribers, under the forma above prescribed. 

Art. 33. I'hc Directors shell have a Secretary chosen by themeelvea, who 
also shall be an Accountant, with an establisement upon such allowances asthali 
be deemed adequate to the respective duties. 

Art. 34. 1 be serretary will be expected to have an office it bis own resi- 

dence* for the accommodation of the meetings of the Director s, for the preserva- 
tion of ibtftofdi^ and for the purpose of affording acce** to tint officer* of tbe 
army at to the books of the institution.
